Trade  and  Market  Matters. 


Some  interesting  particulars  concerning  the  working  cf 
the  Bandoeng  quinine  factory  during  1912  are  given  on

The  more  important  price-movements  include  a  reduction 
in  clove  oil,  castor  oil,  balsam  tolu,  lemon  and  orange  oils, 
coriander-seed,  and  quillaia  (c.i.f.)  ;  a  weaker  tendency  is 
also  observable  in  cod-liver  oil,  Ceylon  coconut  oil,  and 
ammonia  sulphate.

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Tlie  Chemistry  oS  Aeonitine. 


SINCE  the  publication  of  the  papers  by  Dunstan  and 
his  co-workers  on  aconitine  in  1894,  the  chemistry  of 
aconitine  has  worn  a  somewhat  controversial  aspect.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  Dunstan  and  Carr  stated  that 
by  heating  aconitine  at  its  melting-point  acetic  acid  is 
given  off,  and  a  new  base,  pyraconitine,  is  formed, 
according  to  the  equation 

C„H,;N01=  =  C:;Hl(X  +  CslH4iNO10 
Aconitine  Pyraconitine 

Shortly  afterwards  Freund  and  Beck  ("Berichte,"  27. 
433)  published  the  results  of  fourteen  combustions,  and 
maintained  that  the  formula  of  aconitine  is  C54H4JNOu.  In 
1906  Schulze  ("Archiv  der  Pharm.,"  244,"  136)  gave  the 
formula  as  C31HJ5NOu,  which  was  in  close  agreement 
with  Freund  and  Beck,  and  opposed  to  that  of  Dunstan 
and  Carr.  Schulze  and  Liebner  have  now  ("  Archiv  der 
Pharm.."  1913,  257,  453)  re-examined  the  action-  of  heat 
on  aconitine,  and  their  results  differ  materially  from 
those  of  Dunstan  and  Carr.  The  aeonitine  used  for  the 
purpose  of  their  investigations  was  prepared  from  the 
alkaloid  extracted  by  Merck  from  Aconitum  Napellus, 
and  the  authors  suggest  that  the  marked  differences 
between  their  own  and  Dunstan  and  Carr's  results  may 
be  due  to  the  possibility  of  the  latter's  material  not  being 
quite  dry,  so  that  under  the  action  of  heat  the  decomposi- 
tion caused  the  pyraconitine  of  the  English  chemists  to 
be  mixed  with  picraconitine. 

Dunstan  and  Carr  described  pyraconitine  as  a  varnish 
which  would  not  crystallise,  but  obtained  the  base  in 
crystalline  needles,  melting  at  167.5°  by  regenerating  the 
alkaloid  from  its  hydrobromide,  and  crystallising  it  from 
ether.  Schulze  and  Liebner  now  find  that  the  base  is 
easily  crystallised  from  ether,  a  yield  of  60  to  70  per  cent, 
being  obtained.  Crystallised  pyraconitine  forms  long 
colourless  needles,  containing  1^  molecule  of  water  of 
crystallisation.  It  melts  at  171°.  Its  specific  rotation  is 
—  112.2°,  whereas  Dunstan  and  Carr  found  it  optically 
inactive.  Analyses  of  pyraconitine  showed  that  its  for- 
mula is  either  C^H^NO,,  or  C32H4SNO0.  Analyses  of 
the  well-crystallised  perchlorate  confirmed  these  formula?. 
The  reaction  is  therefore  correctly  represented  as 
follows  : 

C:1JH.17(r)NOll=C.,HJ02  +  C,2H4,(J1)NO:1 

The  authors  have  prepared  a  series  of  salts  of  pyraconi- 
tine, and  here  again  find  considerable  differences  between 
their  own  and  Dunstan  and  Carr's  results.  The  latter 
described  pyraconitine  hydrochloride  as  forming  rosettes 
melting  at  248.75°.  Schulze  and  Liebner  find  it  to  melt 
at  170°,  a  temperature  which  was  not  altered  by  recry- 
stallisation.  For  the  hydrobromide  the  English  chemists 
found  280°  (or  204°  for  a  second,  possibly  hydrated, 
specimen)  as  the  melting-point,  and  —46.8°  as  the  specific 
rotation.  Schulze  and  Liebner  find  the  melting-point 
to  be  240°  and  the  specific  rotation  -105.9°.  The 
hydriodide  was  found  to  melt  at  157°  to  158°,  as  against 
220.5°  given  by  Dunstan  and  Carr.  The  latter  could  not 
obtain  the  aurichloride  in  a  crystalline  condition,  whereas 
the  German  chemists  find  it  to  crystallise  easily. 

The  authors  have  also  investigated  the  same  reaction 
in  the  case  of  japaconitine.  The  resulting  base  was 
termed  pyrojapaconitine  by  Dunstan  and  Eead  ("  Jouriv. 
Chem.  Soc,"  1900.  60),  who  assigned  the  formula 
C12H4.NO,  to  it.  Makoshi  ("Archiv  der  Pharm.," 
■  1909,  243),  after  investigating  the  Japanese  alkaloid, 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  japaconitinei  has  the  formula 
C31H„NO;l,  which  is  identical  with  Schulze's  formula 
for  aconitine,  and  Makoshi  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  two  alkaloids  are  isomeric.  Schulze  and  Liebner 
now  find  that  pyrojapaconitine  is  absolutely  identical 
with  pyraconitine,  so  that  the  suggested  isomerism  of 
aconitine  and  japaconitine  is  probably  true. 

To  establish  the  identity  of  pyraconitine  and  pyro- 
japaconitine, various  derivatives  were  prepared  from 
both  bases,  and  found  to  be  practically  identical  in 
melting-point  and  optical  activity.  Further  mixtures  of 
the  salts  of  the  two  bases  showed  no  depression  in  the 


melting-point,  as  would  be  the  case  if  they  were  different 
compounds.    These  salts  had  the  following  characters  :

The  isomerism  of  aconitine  and  japaconitine  must  be 
regarded  as  established  with  considerable  probability, 
and  the  identity  of  pyraconitine  and  pyrojapaconitine 
with  certainty. 


Textile  Chemistry. 


THE  first  of  two  lectures  under  the  auspices  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  Chemistry  on  "The  Research  Chemist  in 
the  Works  "  was  delivered  by  Mr.  W.  P.  Dreaper,  F.I.C., 
at  the  Imperial  College  of  Science  on  Wednesday  evening, 
October  29.  In  introducing  his  subject  the  lecturer  stated 
that  if  one  chemist  were  employed  for  every  two  thousand 
hands  engaged  in  the  textile  industry  some  six  hundred 
chemists  would  be  required,  and  they  would  each  control 
about  half  a  million  pounds  of  capital.  The  chemist  in 
the  industrial  world  must  be  guided  largely  by  experience, 
and  must  force  his  chemistry  into  the  lines  dictated  by 
that  experience.  He  must,  however,  not  be  bound  by 
what  has  been  done  or  is  at  present  being  carried  on, 
since  the  most  valuable  results  are  achieved  by  striking 
out  -boldly  on  new  lines.  Certain  methods  which  now  are 
productive  of  great  profit  were  indicated  many  years  before 
their  industrial  value  was  appreciated.  This  is  most  strik- 
ingly exemplified  in  the  case  of  Mercerisation,  the  theory 
of  which  was  propounded  in  1844,  though  it  was  not  used 
practically  till  some  forty  years  later. 

The  most  important  work  of  the  industrial  chemist  is 
the  carrying  out  of  original  work,  and  the  chemist  who 
sticks  to  the  laboratory  is  lost.  He  must  carry  on  as 
much  of  his  work  as  possible  in  the  factory,  only  resorting 
to  the  laboratory  when  an  extensive  investigation  of  con- 
ditions is  necessary.  It  is  only  possible  to  arrive  at  the 
working  costs  of  a  process  by  carrying  out  the  method 
under  factory  conditions'.  All  experiments  should  be  as 
far  as  possible  conducted  in  the  factory.  The  young 
chemist  should  speedily  realise  that  empirical  methods  of 
working  are  the  result  of  experience  and  usually  provide 
the  shortest  means  to  the  end  in  view.  By  appreciating 
this  point,  and  allowing  the  workmen  to  see  that  he  appre- 
ciates it,  he  will  gain  their  confidence  so  that  they  will 
come  to  him  with  their  difficulties,  and,  still  better,  will 
call  his  attention  to  any  variations  which  occur  in  the 
products.  By  carefully  studying  these  variations  which1 
occur,  even  when  working  under  apparently  identical  con- 
ditions, he  will  come  to  a  more  complete  knowledge  of  the 
processes  he  is  directing  than  any  ordinary  method  of 
investigation  will  give  him. 

The  lecturer  gave  an  account  of  the  method  of  merceris- 
ing cotton  and  showed  how  the  cotton  fibre  is  altered  in 
the  process,  the  essential  feature  of  the  method  being  the 
strain  put  upon  the  fibre  at  the  time  when  the  caustic-soda 
solution  in  the  fibre  is  replaced  by  water.  The  difference 
in  appearance  of  the  two  fibres  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  cotton  fibre  is  twisted,  while  the  treatment  with  caustic 
soda  under  tension  removes  this  twist,  hence  makes  the 
fibre  more  brilliant.  Samples  of  fabric  made  from  arti- 
ficial silk  without  spinning  or  weaving  were  exhibited 
and  the  method  of  making  it  was  described.  Some  very 
fine  slides  were  shown  of  photomicrographs  of  various 
fibres,  as  well  as  slides  of  plant  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
artificial  silk. 

On  March  31,  1913,  there  were  twenty  factories  in  Germany 
manufacturing  acetic  acid  from  acetate  of  lime,  of  which 
fifteen  were  for  food  purposes  and  five  for  industrial  pur- 
noses.  The  tax  on  consumption  of  the  output  amounted  to 
915,625  marks.

An  Optical  Veteran. 

Colonel  T.  Davies  Sewell  held  a  reception  at  De  Key- 
set's Royal  Hotel,  Victoria  Embankment,  London,  E.C., 
on  October  25,  to  celebrate  the  eighty-first  anniversary  of 
his  birthday.  Colonel  Sewell  is  the  Clerk  of  the  Spectacle- 
makers'  Company,  and  to  his  persistence  is  due  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Company's  scheme  for  examining  and  regis- 
tering opticians.  The  company,  numbering  about  160,  was 
received  by  Colonel  Sewell  and  Miss  Daisy  Sewell,  most 
of  those  present  being  personal  friends  of  the  family. 
Opticians  were  represented  by  Dr.  C.  V.  Drysdale, 
Mr.  Joseph  H.  Raphael,  Mr.  Raphael,  jun.,  Mr.  Lionel 
Laurance,  Miss  Mackinney,  Mr.  J.  Barry-Hopkins,  Mr. 
Oscar  Wood,  Mr.  A.  Jameson3  and  Mr.  Woolley.  There 
were  no  speeches,  but  a  programme  of  music  and  sleight- 
of-hand  was  gone  through  while  refreshments  were 
served.    The  reception  lasted  from  2.30  to  6  p.m. 

The  Invention  of  Spectacles. 

The  History  of  the  invention  and  discovery  of  spectacles 
has  often  been  told,  rival  schools  of  thought  attributing 
this  either  to  Armati  and  Spina  in  Italy  or  to  Roger 
Bacon  in  England.  Mr.  George  H.  Oliver,  assistant  sur- 
geon to  the  Royal  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital,  Bradford,  de- 
livered an  inaugural  address  on  the  subject  before  the 
Bradford  Division  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  of 
which  he  is  President.  This  very  interesting  paper  is 
printed  in  the  "British  Medical  Journal."  After  giving  & 
risumc  of  the  evidence  as  to  the  invention  of  spectacles, 
Mr.  Oliver  concludes  that  glasses  were  invented  at  the 
end  of  the  thirteenth  century  in  Italy  either  by  Armati 
and  Spina  together  or  independently  of  each  other.  He 
holds  that  the  references  to  these  inventors  are  so 
numerous  as  to  force  other  traditions  into  the  background, 
including  that  which  attributes  the  discovery  to  Roger 
Bacon.  Mr.  Oliver  deals  with  the  references  to  spectacles 
in  books  and  pictures  during  the  Middle  Ages,  and  men- 
tions that  at  the  end  of  the  sixteenth  century  the  price 
of  spectacles,  expressed  in  terms  of  present-day  value, 
was  101.  to  201.  per  pair.  The  chief  places  where  spectacle- 
lenses  were  made  were  Venice  originally,  then  Nuremberg, 
Regensburg,  and  Augsburg,  the  process  of  manufacture 
being  guarded  as  a  great  secret.  Concave  glasses  were 
not  produced  until  about  the  middle  of  the  sixteenth 
century.  Astigmatism  was  first  recognised  by  Thomas 
Young,  hut  it  was  not  till  early  in  the  nineteenth  century 
that  cylindrical  glasses  were  ground  for  the  correction 
of  this  optical  defect.  The  lecturer  referred  to  the  pre- 
judice against  the  use  of  glasses  which  still  exists,  and 
expressed  the  opinion  that  "the  only  person  who  should 
correct  the  vision  of  the  ametropic  is  a  well-qualified 
experienced  ophthalmic  surgeon  " — a  counsel  of  perfection 
which  would  result  in  depriving  the  greater  part  of  the 
people  of  this  country  of  visual  aids.

Brevities. 

A  bull  invaded  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  0.  J.  Barley, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Thame,  on  October  22.  The  animal, 
which  made  its  way  behind  the  counter,  did  considerable 
damage  before  it  could  be  ejected. 

An  extension  of  an  hour  beyond  the  usual  closing  time 
has  been  granted  by  the  Lancaster  Magistrates  to  the 
licensee  of  the  King's  Arms  Hotel,  Lancaster,  for  Novem- 
ber 26,  the  occasion  of  the  seventh  annual  dinner  of  the 
Lancaster  Chemists'  Association.  In  making  the  applica- 
tion, it  was  explained  that  Insurance  dispensing  required 
chemists  to  attend  their  places  of  business  in  the  even- 
ing of  the  half-holiday,  and  accordingly  it  was  not  pro- 
posed to  commence  the  dinner  until  8.30  p.m. 

Shops  Act. 

As  there  is  the  necessary  two-thirds  majority  in  favour 
of  the  petition  by  Wolverhampton  chemists  for  a  closing' 
order,  steps  are  to  be  taken  to  comply  with  the  request. 

The  Wandsworth  Borough  Council  is  informing  the 
London  County  Council  that  in  their  opinion  tradeis  in 
each  locality  should  fix  the  day  for  the  weekly  half- 
holiday. 

Poison-licences. 

The  Plymouth  Town  Council  on  October  22  refused  an 
application  by  Collier  &  Co.  for  a  poison-licence. 

Mr.  R.  C.  Lawson,  manager  for  Pennell  &  Sons,  nur- 
serymen and  seedsmen,  4  Bigby  Street,  Brigg  (Lines),  has 
applied  to  the  County  Council  for  a  poison-licence.

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  East  Riding  (Yorks)  analyst  examined  sixty-eight 
drug-samples  during  1912.  Of  these  the  only  ones  found 
to  be  adulterated  were  two  of  tincture  of  quinine  (which 
were  deficient  in  quinine  sulphate  28  and  46  grains  per 
pint  respectively),  and  one  of  almond  oiL 

Of  twenty-nine  drug-samples  taken  for  analysis  in 
Stepney  last  year,  ten  were  reported  against.  Six  of 
these  were  samples  of  Bland's  pills  containing  10  to  18  per 
cent,  of  siliceous  mineral  matter.  The  vendors  were 
cautioned.  Two  saffron  samples  contained  30  per  cent, 
of  foreign  mineral  matter  (borax  and  nitre),  and  the  re- 
tailers were  fined  1.?.  and  23s.  costs,  Is.  and  44s.  costs. 
Another  vendor  whose  saffron  contained  8  per  cent,  of 
borax  had  to  pay  a  penalty  of  11.  and  23s.  costs. 

A  Panel  Doctor's  Death. 

Dr.  Horace  Dimmock  (32),  who  went  to  Ely  early  in  the 
present  year  to  complete  the  panel  of  doctors  under  the 
National  Insurance  Act,  and  against  whom  a  charge  had 
been  made  of  criminal  libel,  was  on  October  27  found 
dead  iir  bed.  He  had  strenuously  denied  all  knowledge 
of  the  letters  upon  which  the  criminal  charge  was  based. 
A  Coroner's  inquiry  was  held  at  Stretham  on  Octo- 
ber 29.  Dr.  Dimmock  had  died  in  his  mother'6  house  on 
Sunday,  and  a  bottle  of  veronal  tablets  was  found  under 
his  pillow.  At  the  inquest  his  sister  said  that  when  at 
8.45  a.m.  she  asked  Dr.  Dimmock  whether  he  was  ready 
for  his  hot  water  he  replied  "No"  without  opening  his 
eyes.  His  right  hand  was  empty;  she  could  not  see-  his 
left  hand.  Three-quarters  of  an  hour  later  she  went  to 
call  him,  but  got  no  reply.  Her  impression  was  that  he 
had  taken  a  sleeping-draught.  The  inquest  was  adjourned 
in  order  that  an  analysis  "of  the  stomach  contents  may  be 
made.

Royal  Commission  on  Venereal  Diseases. 

The  terms  of  reference  to  the  Royal  Commission  which 
"lias  been  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  subject  of  venereal 
diseases  in  the  United  Kingdom  are  as  follows  : 

To  inquire  into  the  prevalence  of  venereal  diseases  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  their  effects  upon  the  health  of  the  com- 
munity, and  the  means  by  which  those  effects  can  be  alle- 
viated or  prevented,  it  being  understood  that  no  return  to 
the  policy  or  provisions  of  the  Contagious  Diseases  Acts  of 
1864,  1866,  1869,  is  to  be  regarded  a6  falling  within  the 
scope  of  the  inquiry. 

The  members  of  the  Commission  are  Lord  Sydenham  of 
Combe  (Chairman),  Sir  D.  Brynmor  Jones,  M.P.,  Mr. 
Philip  Snowden,  M.P.,  Sir  Kenelm  E.  Digby,  Sir  Almeric 
FitzRoy,  Sir  Malcolm  Morris,  F.R.C.S.,  Sir  John  Collie, 
M.D.,  Dr.  Arthur  Newsholme,  Canon  J.  W.  Horsley,  the 
Rev.  J.  Scott  Lidgett,  Dr.  F.  W.  Mott,  Mr.  J.  E.  Lane, 
F.R.C.S.,  Mrs.  Scharlieb,  M.D.,  Mrs.  Creighton,  and 
Mrs.  Burgwin.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  is  Mr. 
E.  R.  Forber,  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  to  whom 
communications  shoidd  be  addressed. 

Chemists'  Windows  at  Blackburn. 

Councillor  Collins,  ex-Mayor  of  Blackpool,  the  judge  in 
the  chemists'  section  of  the  window-dressing  competition 
at  Blackburn  last  week,  informed  our  local  corre- 
spondent that  the  chemists  of  the  town  deserved 
credit  for  their  exhibitions,  which  in  every  case 
he  regarded  as  "  selling  windows."

This  firm  had 
a  fine  display  of  plants  and  flowers  entwined,  among 
which  were  many  multi-coloured  electric  fairy-lamps.

Black  treacle  as  a  "  cure "  for  burns  was  mentioned 
at  a  Manchester  inquest  on  a  baby  who  fell  on  to  a  fire 
through  the  upsetting  of  a  chair.  The  mother  assured 
the  Coroner  that  it  is  commonly  used  for  the  purpose, 
and  that  she  had  always  used  it  since  she  was  young. 

The  excellent  series  of  articles  by  Mr.  T.  Swindells, 
chemist,  Monton  Green,  near  Manchester,  on  "  Manches- 
ter of  the  Past,"  in  the  "  Manchester  Evening  Chronicle," 
concluded  on  Monday,  October  27.  These  were  a  revela- 
tion to  many  people  who  thought  they  knew  their 
Manchester  well. 

One  enterprising  chemist  in  Manchester  has  a  notice 
in  his  window  that  "a  full  list  of  the  names  of  the  suc- 
cessful prize-winners  in  the  great  Phosferine  word- 
making  contest  will  appear  in  this  window  on  Tuesday, 
November  4.  Don't  forget  the  date.  Your  name  may 
be  among  the  lucky  ones." 

The  cyclonic  storm  that  raged  with  such  fury  over  a 
large  part  of  Lancashire,  Cheshire,  and  Wales  on 
October  27  caused  great  havoc  to  property.

Birmingham  chemists  met  on  Wednesday  afternoon, 
October  29,  to  discuss  the  revision  of  the  Insurance  Drug 
tariff.      On  the  whole  the  drug  and  dispensing  service 
under  the  Act  is  working  smoothly  in  Birmingham. 
An  Ex-Inspector  Charged  with  Libel. 

At  Brentford  Police  Court  on  October  18,  Walter  Tyler 
(54),  described  as  a  clerk,  of  Rowton  House,  Hammer- 
smith, was  charged  with  having  wilfully  exposed  at 
Twickenham  indecent  and  obscene  writings.  The  accused 
was  formerly  an  inspector  under  the  Middlesex  County 
Council.  He  was  remanded  for  a  week,  and  when  again 
brought  up  on  October  25  he  was  further  charged  with 
maliciously  publishing  a  defamatory  libel  in  the  form  of 
a  letter  directed  to  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  Old  Park 
Villas,  Palmer's  Green,  N.  Mr.  Barker,  who  prosecuted 
for  the  Commissioner  of  Police,  remarked  that  it  was  a 
very  painful  case.  Prisoner  was  well  known  to  the 
Bench,  to  most  people  of  that  court,  and  to  himself,  and 
was  charged  with  an  offence  (referring  to  the  first  charge) 
that  was  utterly  incomprehensible  to  the  ordinary  mind. 
Mr.  Duckworth,  who  appeared  for  the  accused,  said  he 
could  not  resist  the  evidence,  and  had  advised  the  prisoner 
to  plead  "Guilty."  Mr.  Barker  proceeded  to  explain, 
that  the  accused  had  been  seen  to  drop  papers  in  the  street 
when  young  ladies  were  approached.  The  papers  contain 
writings  of  the  nature  referred  to  in  the  charge.  The 
police  picked  them  up,  and  similar  papers  had  been  found 
in  accused's  possession  when  he  was  arrested.  Only  one 
of  the  letters  sent  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  had  been  put  in,  and 
Mr.  Barker  asked  for  another  remand,  so  that  the  whole 
matter  might  be  thoroughly  gone  into.  The  remand  was 
granted. 

From  Various  Courts. 

At  the  Mansion  House  Police  Court,  London,  on  Octo- 
ber 29,  Henry  Charles  Herbert  Stanhope  Bedding  (38), 
described  as  &  chemist,  of  Leamington  Spa,_  was  bound 
over  on  a  charge  of  attempting  to  commit  suicide. 

At  Kingston-on-Thames  on  October  25.  Louis  S.  Pollock 
(35),  traveller,  Kingston,  was  sentenced  to  three  months' 
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imprisonment  in  the  second  division  for  obtaining  3/.  5s. 
from  Mr.  E.  Waterhouse,  chemist,  57  Park  Road,  Nor- 
biton,  by  false  pretences  (0.  do  D..  October  25,  index 
folio  622). 

At  the  Gloucester  Assizes  on  October  28,  Jose  Manuel 
<de  Freitas  was  sentenced  to  ten  months'  imprisonment 
with  hard  labour  for  forging  a  death  certificate,  and  the 
fraudulent  conversion  of  money,  and  obtaining  37/.  by 
false  pretences  from  the  Cinderford  Friendly  and  Medi- 
cal Aid  Association.  The  police  witness  described  pri- 
soner as  "one  of  the  worst  characters  he  had  ever  met." 
He  pretended  to  be  a  medical  man,  but  his  name  is  not 
on  the  Medical  Register. 

At  the  inquest  at  the  City  of  London  Coroner's  Court 
on  Alexander  R.  Leask  (78),  engineer,  and  governor  of 
several  East-end  dispensaries,  it  was  stated  by  Dr.  Gait 
that  deceased  had  grown  very  fond  of  medicated  wines, 
and  there  was  a  full  arsenal  of  bottles  in  the  room,  which 
was  like  a  laboratory.  A  son  said  that  his  father  had 
little  faith  in  doctors  and  preferred  to  treat  himself  with 
proprietary  medicines.  Dr.  Waldo  (the  Coroner)  said  : 
"  These  proprietary  medicines  do  the  doctors  a  lot  of  good. 
People  take  quack  medicines  to  excess  and  become 
poisoned,  and  then  have  to  call  doctors  in  to  put  them 
right."  The  jury  found  that  death  was  due  to  natural 
•causes.

Expert  Chemist  Ditloma. — A  committee  has  been 
appointed  to  make  the  regulations  as  to  the  curriculum 
and  examinations  for  the  new  diploma  of  analytical 
■chemist  (chimiste-expert). 

Pharmacists'  Iodine  Society. — The  annual  general 
meeting  of  shareholders  of  the  Pharmacists'  Co-operative 
Society  for  the  manufacture  of  iodine  and  its  derivatives 
was  held  on  October  24  at  the  Hotel  des  Societes 
Savantes,  rue  Serpente,  Paris.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  December  6  is  the  centenary  of  the  discovery 
of  iodine,  or  rather  of  its  announcement  by  Gay  Lussac 
to  the  Paris  Academy  of  Sciences. 

Customs  Difficulties. — British  shippers  to  France  ex- 
perience so  many  difficulties  from  lack  of  acquaintance 
with  the  somewhat  intricate  French  Customs  classification 
of  goods,  and  the  involved  Customs  formalities,  that  the 
British  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Paris  have  now 
organised  a  special  department  for  supplying  British 
houses  with  information  which  may  facilitate  prompt 
Customs  clearance  and  the  avoidance  of  annoyance,  delay, 
and  consequent  loss. 

The  Sinews  of  Sciences. — At  the  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  the  Paris  University  on  October  27,  Professor 
Liard,  the  Vice-Reotor,  announced  that  on  the  occasion 
of  his  recent  visit  to  Paris  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  had 
given  him  100,000f.  (4,000/.)  towards  equipping  the  New 
Institute  of  Chemistry.  He  further  announced  that 
Holvay  &  Co..  of  Brussels,  had  contributed  a  sum  of 
50O.000f.  (20.000/.)  to  the  University  of  Paris,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  similar  amount  given  to  the  Nancy  University. 

A  Brilliant  Woman  Pharmacist. — The  announcement 
that  Miss  Ellen  Gleditech,  the  Norwegian  woman  phar- 
macist, is  to  proceed  to  the  United  States  to  work  at 
Yale  University  as  assistant  to  Professor  lioltwood  has 
been  received  with  interest  in  Paris.  Miss  Gleditsch  has 
specialised  in  the  chemistry  of  radium,  and  worked  for 
five  years  in  Mme.  Curie's  laboratory,  taking  her  degree 
in  chemistry  at  the  Paris  Sorbonne  at  the  same  time. 
She  has  been  a  professor  at  the  Christiania  University 
since  she  left  Paris. 

History  of  Pharmacy. — The  Society  cf  the  History  of 
Pharmacy,  founded  last  February  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy  and  the  Pharmacie 
Centrale  de  France,  comprises  four  classes  :  (1)  the 
founders  of  the  Society;  (2)  members  of  honour,  who 
succeed  the  above  as  vacancies  occur  ;  (3)  members 
benefactors,  who  subscribe  8/.  in  a  lump  sum;  and  (4) 
active  members,  who  pay  5?.  per  annum  and  are  introduced 
by  two  "parrains,"  or  supporters.  A  subscription  to 
the  "  Union  Pharmaceutique "  replaces  the  annual  fee. 
All  classes  of  members  are  to  receive  a  sixteen-page 
"  Bulletin "  every  two  months,  and  can  attend  the 
quarterly  meetings. 

Professor  Jungfleisch's  Reminiscences. — It  is 
always  interesting  to  hear  a  successful  man  of  middle 
age  recall  the  recollections  of  his  youth,  and  M.  Jung- 
fleisch's recent  speech  to  the  Paris  hospital  pharmacists 
was  no  exception  to  the  rule.  He  confessed  that  since 
he  had  sat  at  the  merry  dining-table  of  the  guard-room 
at  the  ancient  and  now  demolished  Hopital  de  la  Pitie, 
or  the  more  modern  but  not  less  lively  Lariboisiere, 
"  where  every  form  of  oratorical  art  was  cultivated,"  his 
specchmaking  capabilities  have  sadly  rusted  for  want  of 
practice.  Whatever  might  be  his  success  in  after-life, 
an  ex-hospital  pharmacist  can  rarely  evoke  without 
pleasurable  emotion  the  remembrance  of  his  student  days. 
He  hoped  the  institution,  so  often  menaced,  would  never 
be  abolished.  The  Public  Relief  Office  benefited  largely 
by  the  system,  and  this  at  a  comparatively  slight  expense. 
It  forms  an  elite  of  educated  pharmaceutical  students, 
and  many  hospital  surgeons  count  on  the  co-operation  of 
the  pharmaceutical  inter  no  and  appreciate  his  real  value. 
This  standard  should  be  jealously  maintained.  An  excel- 
lent pharmaceutical  service  can  only  be  secured  by  a 
service  recruited  by  a  competitive  examination.  The 


financial  advantages  of  the  system,  enabling  as  it  does 
the  young  pharmacist  to  continue  his  studies  while  earning 
his  living,  are  appreciable.  In  this  way  many  pharma- 
ceutical students  are  able  to  take  degrees  which  would 
otherwise  be  confined  to  more  wealthy  or  leisured  students. 
The  moral  benefits  are  not  less  notable.  Doctors  and' 
pharmacists  are  thrown  in  contact,  and  the  pharmacist 
sees  in  the  wards  how  medicaments  are  employed,  as- 
well  as  how  they  are  prepared  in  the  laboratory.  But- 
the  best  feature  of  all,  said  the  speaker,  is  the  guard- 
room, where  the  house  pharmacists  dine  and  live  in 
common.  Here  character  is  formed,  the  rough  edges 
rubbed  off  and  reserve  removed,  by  the  frank  and  free 
conversation  of  comrades  and  equals.  Here  one  discusses 
de  omni  re  scibili,  for  at  twenty  one  is  cocksure  of  every- 
thing under  the  sun.  Nowhere  are  discussions  more- 
lively  ;  in  no  place  do  such  thoroughly  opposed  ideas  clash. 
with  such  hearty  goodwill.  The  result  is  that  one  learns 
the  cardinal  virtue  of  tolerance,  and  comradeship  and 
friendly  feeling  spring  up  at  last  between  the  most  ardent 
adversaries. 


COLONIAL  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS. 


Business  Change. — Messrs.  Grossmann  &  Pabst, 
drug  exporters,  Orizaba,  Mexico,  announce  that  the  style 
of  the  firm  has  been  altered  to  Grossmann  &  Olivero. 
Mr.  Ed.  Kammermeyer,  the  export  manager  of  the  late 
firm,  has  been  reappointed. 

International  Opium  Control. — "  The  Lancet  "  states, 
that  thirty-eight  Powers  have  now  ratified  the  International 
Opium  Convention  which  was  agreed  to  at  The  Hague 
Conference  in  1912.  Outside  the  Balkan  Peninsula  the- 
only  other  European  countries  which  have  not  signedi 
are  Switzerland  and  Austria-Hungary.  "  We  cannot 
believe,"  states  "The  Lancet,"  "that  either  Austria- 
Hungary  or  Switzerland  will  desire  to  postpone  the 
beneficial  results  which  must  flow  from  the  ratification/ 
of  this  important  treaty." 

Quinine  and  Malaria  in  Italy. — A  recent  number  of 
the  "  Pharm.  Weekblad  "  contains  a  note  on  the  results 
of  the  Government  quinine  campaign  against  malaria  in 
Italy.  The  Government,  it  will  be  remembered,  buys 
large  quantities  of  quinine,  which  is  sold  at  very  low- 
rates  to  the  population  in  malarial  districts.  As  a  result 
the  death-rate  in  these  areas  is  stated  to  have  fallen  from- 
fifty-eight  per  100,000  in  the  period  1887-1891  to  fourteen 
per  100.000  during  the  years  1905-1909.  Italian  soldiers 
stationed  in  such  areas  are  compelled  to  take  quinine- 
regularly,  with  the  result  that  fever  cases  have  fallen 
from  45.94  per  cent,  to  6.96  per  cent.  Lenz  recommends- 
chewing  the  leaves  of  Gymnema  sylvestre  before  taking 
quinine,  as  this  plant  has  the  property  of  temporarily 
inhibiting  the  activity  oi  the  taste-cells. 

Medicine  Mistake. — Attention  is  drawn  in  the  Italian' 
Press  to  the  death  of  Taddeo  Camozzi,  of  Bovisa,  near- 
Milan ,  through  swallowing  poison  under  the  impression' 
that  it  was  a  purgative  draught.  It  was  at  first  thought 
the  unfortunate  man  had  committed  suicide,  but  inves- 
tigation showed  that  a  carter  belonging  to  the  branch 
establishment  of  a  chemical  firm  furnished  Camozzi  with 
a  barium  salt,  believing  it  to  be  Epsom  salts.  This 
almost  irnmediatelv  brought  on  fearful  spasms,  and  the- 
sufferer  died  in  a  few  minutes.  The  carter  has  ab- 
sconded. There  are  expressions  of  relief  at  finding 
that  the  error  was  not  that  of  a  qualified  pharmacist. 
Italians  are  very  suspicious  of  wilful  poisoning.  It  is- 
even  stated  that  some  time  ago.  when  cholera  was 
raging,  the  Government  was  accredited  with  wishing  to- 
poison  those  affected,  and  so  numbers  of  the  sufferers 
spat  out  the  doses  of  quinine  administered  to  them. 

Fire  at  Messrs.  Schimmel  &  Co.'s. — In  further  refer- 
ence to  the  fire  which  broke  out  on  Messrs.  Scliimmel' 
&  Co.'s  works  at  Miltitz,  the  firm  have  issued  a  circular, 
in  the  course  of  which  they  state  : 

"At  9  a.m.  on  Saturday,  October  18,  ,i.  fire  broke  out 
suddenly  on  the  top  floor  of  the  main  building-.  Fed  freely 
by  the  lavse  stocks  of  raw  material  stored  there,  the  fire 
spread  with  such  rapidity  that  within  a  short  time  the- 
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entire  roof  of  the  building,  covering  an  area  of  about 
.2,500  square  metres,  was  in  flames.  In  spite  of  the  energy 
■displayed  by  our  works'  brigade,  and  of  the  vigorous  sup- 
port lent'  by  the  brigades  of  neighbouring  places,  it  was 
impossible  to  save  the  two  upper  floors,  and  among  others 
•our  cutting  and  grinding  plant,  situated  on  the  first  floor, 
was  destroyed.  Fortunately  there  was  no  loss  of  life,  and 
•when,  at  night,  the  fire  was  subdued,  it  was  also  found  that 
the  ground  floor,  containing  our  valuable  distilling  plant 
as  well  as  the  power-house,  was  uninjured.  .  .  .  The  damage 
is  considerable,  but  is  fully  covered  by  insurance.  .  .  .  So 
far  as  we  are  able  to  judge  at  present,  operations  in  our 
works  will  be  suspended  for  a  few  weeks  only,  but  this 
will  not  entail  any  delay  whatever  in  the  execution  of 
•orders,  seeing  that  we  hold  sufficient  stock  of  all  the  oils 
which  are  produced  in  the  affected  section  of  our  factory." 

Mauritius  Poison  Lav^. — The  various  ordinances  deal- 
ing with  the  importation  of  opium  and  other  narcotic 
■drugs  into  Mauritius  have  been  codified  in  a  new  Opium 
Ordinance  which  comes  into  operation  on  January  1. 
After  that  date,  states  the  "  Board  of  Trade  Journal," 
no  person  may  import  into  or  export  from  the  Colony 
.any  prepared  opium.  All  opium  imported  must  be  de- 
posited, at  the  cost,  risk,  and  peril  of  the  person  im- 
porting the  same,  in  such  store  as  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor  for  that  purpose.  No  opium  shall  be 
•delivered  or  withdrawn  from  a  store  except  on  the 
written  authority  of  the  Director  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment or  of  an  officer  of  that  Department  authorised  by 
'him,  and  no  opium  may  be  withdrawn  from  such  store 
except  by  medical  practitioners,  dentists,  and  pharma- 
cists. The  Ordinance  defines  "  prepared  "  opium  to  mean 
the  product  of  raw  opium,  obtained  by  a  series  of  special 
■operations,  especially  by  dissolving,  boiling,  roasting, 
and  fermentation,  designed  to  transform  it  into  an  ex- 
tract suitable  for  consumption,  and  includes  dross  and 
all  other  residues  remaining  when  opium  has  been 
smoked.  "  Opium,"  when  used  without  any  qualifying 
•epithet,  shall  be  taken  to  include  raw  opium,  medicinal 
•opium,  morphine,  heroin,  cocaine,  and  similar  drugs. 


INDIA  AND  THE  EAST. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 


A  Bill  to  make  better  provision  for  the  sale  of  food 
and  drugs  in  a  pure  state  has  been  intrcduced  by  the 
•Straits  Settlements  Government,  and  is  now  under  con- 
sideration by  the  Legislative  Council. 

Indian  Cumin-seed.— The  "  Bihar  Agricultural  Journal." 
issued  half-yearly  by  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, Bihar  and  Orissa,  contains  a  paper  on  the  cultivation 
«of  cumin-seed  by  Mr.  A.  P.  Choudri,  Agricultural  Inspec- 
tor, Patna  division,  in  the  course  of  which  he  states  that 
in  Bihar  it  is  specially  considered  as  an  important  spice, 
■and  is  used  more  or  less  in  every  household.  The  cultiva- 
tion in  India,  however,  is  almost  unknown  outside  the 
'Shahabad  district,  and  in  view  of  the  good  profits  obtained 
Mr.  Choudri  recommends  that  the  crop  should  be  tried 
extensively.  He  gives  full  details  of  cultivation,  sowing, 
harvest,  outturn,  etc.,  in  the  Shahabad  district. 

Planting  in  Ceylon.— According  to  the  new  edition  of 
the  "  Ceylon  Handbook  and  Directory,"  corrected  to  mid- 
September  1913.  the  area  under  cardamoms  is  7,000 
acres,  a  decrease  of  300  acres;  and  of  camphor  the  area 
is  367  acres,  or  128  acres  iess  than  were  returned  at  the 
end  of  1911.  showing  that  the  camphor  clearings  have 
"been  abandoned  or  replanted  with  more  favourable  pro- 
ducts. There  are  only  3  acres  under  cinchona, 
against  nine.  As  a  contrast,  it  may  be  pointed  out  that 
in  1886-7  Ceylon  shipped  close  'on  30,000X00  lb.  of 
■cinchona.  This  year  there  are  5,293  acres  under 
-citronella  grass,  against  4,359  acres  in  1911 ;  and  of 
•cinnamon  there  are  1,975  acres,  as  compared  with  1,949 
acres  in  1911.  Rubber  acreage  has  advanced  from 
■215,000  to  240,500  acres,  and  tea  from  395,000  to  399,500 
acres. 


Chinese  Musk. — The  exports  from  China  during  1912  were 
valued  at  57,644/.,  compared  with  81.043/.  in  1911  and  63,331/. 
in  1910. 


LEGAL  REPORTS. 


TRADE  LAW. 

Medicine-stamp  Act.- At  Batley  (Yorks)  on  October  17, 
John  Megson,  of  Whittle  Street,  Oldham  Road,  Manchester, 
was  summoned  by  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  for 
selling  unstamped  a  skin-ointment  liable  to  pay  duty.  De- 
fendant sold  tne  ointment  to  local  tradesmen  to  retail  at 
3r/.  per  box,  and  it  was  stated  that  he  had  been  fined  for  a 
similar  offence  at  Oldham  last  May.  Defendant  said  he 
understood  from  the  authorities  that  if  he  described  the 
ointment  as  '•Emollient  Ointment"  it  would  not  be  liable 
to  duty.  He  admitted  that  larger  boxes  of  the  ointment, 
sold  at  Is.  lg(Z.,  bore  stamps,  and  that  on  the  previous  day 
he  was  fined  at  Leeds  for  selling  the  ointment  without  stamp- 
duty.  The  Bench  fined  defendant  1/.,  and  costs,  on  each  of 
two  summonses. 

Chemists'  Account — At  Williton  (Somerset)  County 
Court,  before  Judge  Lindley,  on  October  23,  Culverwell  & 
Hawkins,  chemists  and  druggists,  Minehead,  sued  Mrs.  Pyke 
Nott,  Porlock,  for  251.  2s.  4c/.  due  for  goods  supplied.  De- 
fendant's solicitor  asked  for  an  adjournment  as  the  defen- 
dant was  ill.  An  allegation  was  also  made  to  the  effect 
that  there  was  poison  in  soda-water  supplied.  Mr.  M.  H. 
Laxton,  for  the  plaintiffs,  asked  for  judgment  for  his 
clients.  The  account  was  a  very  old  one,  and  the  com- 
plaint with  regard  to  the  soda-water  should  have  been  v.iude 
the  subject  of  a  counterclaim.  His  Honour  agreed  that 
the  alleged  impure  soda-water  was  no  defence  to  an  action 
for  mixtures  and  pills,  and  granted  the  adjournment  on 
the  defendant  paying  all  the  costs  incurred  by  it. 

Fumes  and  Farm  Crops.—  At  St.  George's  Hall,  Liver- 
pool, on  several  occasions  during  the  past  three  weeks, 
Master  Pollack,  sitting  as  official  referee,  has  heard  evidence 
in  the  action  brought  against  the  United  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd.,  by 
John  Thomas  Wright,  farmer,  Widnes,  who  claims  damages 
to  the  amount  of  335/.  on  account  of  alleged  injury  of  crops 
through  fumes  of  sulphuric  and  hydrochloric  acids  emitted 
from  the  defendants'  chemical-factories,  which  were  in  the 
same  vicinity.  Wright's  farm  was  stated  to  be  in  such  a 
position  that  whenever  the  wind  comes  from  the  south  or 
south-west  it  carries  the  fumes  from  two  branches  of  the 
works  on  to  his  land.  For  the  defence  it  was  stated  that 
the  greater  portion  of  the  injury  was  done  to  the  plaintiff's 
crops  by  other  works,  notably  the  copper-smelting  works  at 
Widnes.  On  October  28  the  Master  gave  judgment  for  the 
plaintiff,  awarding  210/.,  with  costs,  including  80/.  paid 
into  court.    Leave  to  appeal  was  granted. 

Dispenser's  Notice. -At  Colchester  County  Court  on 
October  22,  Judge  Tindal  Atkinson  completed  the  hearing 
of  and  gave  his  decision  in  the  action  by  Mr.  John  Manley, 
dispenser,  Colchester,  against  Dr.  W.  A.  Maybury,  Colches- 
ter, for  7/.  as  a  month's  wages  in  lieu  of  notice.  Tho 
plaintiff  had  been  dispenser,  bookkeeper,  and  surgery  atten- 
dant to  the  defendant  since  February  1906  at  35s.  per  week 
and  7i-  per  cent,  commission.  In  1911  the  accounts  showed 
a  deficiency,  and  plaintiff  arranged  that  defendant  should 
deduct  7s.  a  week  from  his  wages  until  his  arrears  were 
wiped  out.  On  August  9  last  the  defendant,  paid  plaintiff 
his  full  wages — 35s. — and  told  him  that  he  would  not  require 
hie  services  after  that  night.  Plaintiff  demanded  a  month's 
pay  in  lieu  of  notice,  which  defendant  refused;  hence  this 
action.  The  defendant  stated  in  evidence  that  beyond  tho 
embezzlements  there  were  certain  things  about  'plaintiff 
which  he  would  not  mention  in  that  court,  but  defendant 
considered  him  a  most  dangerous  man  to  be  left  in  charge 
of  a  surgery.    His  Honour  gave  judgment  for  defendant. 

Shops  Act,  I912.--At  Liverpool,  before  the  Stipendiary 
Magistrate,  on  October  22,  Mr.  T.  Burnett,  chemist  and 
druggist.  West  Derby  Road,  Liverpool,  was  charged  with 
keeping  his  shop  open  during  closing  hours  on  a  half-holiday, 
there  being  an  order  under  Section  4  (6)  of  the  Act  in 
respect  to  suburban  chemists'  shops.  An  inspector  proved 
the  purchase  of  a  jar  of  extract  of  malt  and  cod-liver  oil. 
In  defence  it  was  urged  that  the  shop  was  open  for  Insur- 
ance dispensing  and  the  supply  of  urgent  mcdicinee.  The 
drug  tariff  was  produced  as  evidence  that  tho  malt  and  oil 
is  contained  therein,  and  is  therefore  an  urgent  medicine. 
The  Stipendiary  Magistrate  said  that  if  defendant  wished  to 
put  the  tariff  in  as  evidence  he  would  be  compelled  to  con- 
vict him  on  his  own  evidence,  as  on  the  back  of  the  tariff 
it  stated  that  only  prescriptions  marked  "Urgent"  wouid 
be  dispensed  by  Liverpool  chemists  on  Wednesday  evening. 
A  fine  of  1/.,  and  costs,  was  imposed. — At  the  Shoreditch 
County  Court,  London,  E..  on  October  28,  the  Employers' 
National  Association.  Ltd..  sued  the  City  Taylors,  Ltd..  to 
recover  ten  guineas  subscription.  There  was  a  counterclaim 
of  18/.  4s.  6d.  for  fines  and  costs  imposed  upon  the  defen- 
dants for  breach  of  the    Shops  Act"  which  plaintiffs  had 
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undertaken  to  pay.  The  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  plaintiff 
Association  said  some  costs  and  solicitors'  fees  had  been 
paid  on  behalf  of  the  defendant.  Judge  Cluer  said  an 
agreement  to  pay  fines  rendered  the  plaintiff  association  an 
illegal  society,  and  he  dismissed  the  claim  and  counter- 
claim, with  costs. 

Offences  Against  the  Person  Act.— At  the  Somerset 
Assizes  held  at  Wells,  before  Commissioner  Sir  Frederick 
Low,  E.G.  M.P..  on  October  23,  Cissie  Horsenail,  alias 
Gertrude  Styles  (30),  herbalist,  37  Monmouth  Street,  Bath, 
was  indicted'  for  supplying  certain  noxious  drugs  to  Matilda 
Beaven,  knowing  that  the  same  ware  intended  to  be  un- 
lawfully used  and  employed  for  a  certain  purpose,  on 
Juno  27  and  July  11.  Proceedings  were  taken  at  the 
instance  of  the  Bath  police.  Miss  Beaven  had  been  acting 
on  behalf  of  the  police,  to  whom  she  handed  over  a  box 
of  pills  and  one  of  capsules,  which  she  had  purchased  from 
the  accused,  paying  10s.  bd.  for  the  one  and  two  guineas  for 
the  other,  as  it  was  "special  treatment."  The  pills  and 
capsules  were  handed  over  to  the  police.  The  accused  kept 
a  herbalist's  shop  along  with  her  husband  (Frederick  Horse- 
nail).  In  evidence  she  denied  that  the  medicines  were  given 
to  procure  miscarriage.  The  pills  she  got  from  wholesale 
chemists  in  Leeds  and  the  capsules  from  a  chemist.  The 
name  of  neither  transpired.  It  was  stated  that  the  pills 
contained  oil  of  savin  and  croton  oil.  Mr.  John  W.  Gate- 
house, F.I.C.,  public  analyst  gave  evidence  on  this  point, 
and  Dr.  J.  M.  Harper,  police  surgeon,  and  Dr.  W.  H. 
Duncan  spoke  to  the'ecbolic  action  of  the  medicines.  The 
Commissioner,  in  a  long  address  to  the  jury,  strongly  com- 
mented upon  the  conduct  of  the  accused,  but  after  consider- 
ing the  matter  for  three-quarters  of  an  hour  the  jury  re- 
turned a  verdict  of  "  Not  guilty,"  and  she  was  discharged. 

Liability  for  Bogus  Orders.  —  At  the  Clerkenwell 
County  Court  on  October  23,  Judge  Howland  Roberts  de- 
livered a  considered  judgment  in  an  action  brought  by 
Messrs.  S.  Roper  &  Son,  gold  and  silver  refiners,  7  Garnault 
Place,  Clerkenwell,  against  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd., 
37  Lombard  Street,  E.C.,  for  11.  14s.  2d.  in  respect  of  goods 
sold.  In  the  course  of  the  judgment  his  Honour  said  the 
defence  was  that  the  goods  were  not  sold  or  delivered  to 
the  defendants,  to  whom  the  plaintiffs  had  been  in  the  habit 
of  supplying  gold  and  silver  for  use  in  their  business.  The 
defendants'  orders  were  given  in  writing  upon  printed 
forms,  each  bearing  in  print  a  number  for  identification. 
Those  orders  were  signed  or  initialled  by  one  of  the  defen- 
dants' foremen  after  being  written  out  by  one  of  defendants' 
storekeepers.  On  May  28,  1913,  a  man  presented  at  the 
plaintiffs'  place  of  business  one  of  defendants'  printed  order 
forms  for  a  piece  of  gold  and  some  ounces  of  silver.  It 
lwre  the  initials  "  F.  W.  W.,"  being  the  initials  of  F.  W. 
Whybrow,  a  foreman  at  the  defendants'  surgical-instrument 
factory.  The  man  waited  for  and  received  the  goods.  An 
invoice  and  account  were  sent  to  tho  defendants,  and  a 
little  time  afterwards  it  was  found  that  in  fact  no  such 
order  had  been  made  out  by  the  storekeeper  or  initialled  by 
the  foreman,  nor  were  the  goods  ever  received  by  the 
defendants.  The  order  was  a  fictitious  one,  and  the  de- 
fendants repudiated  liability.  From  the  evidence  it  seemed 
that  the  use  of  this  particular  form  of  order  had  been  dis- 
continued by  the  defendants  for  about  five  months,  but  the 
plaintiffs  had  had  no  notice  of  the  discontinuance.  The 
order-forms  were  kept  exposed  to  view  upon  the  defendants' 
foreman's  desk  in  his  office,  and  there  would  appeal'^  to  be 
no  particular  difficulty  to  prevent  a  dishonest  employe  from 
purloining  one  or  more,  and  the  man  who  presented  the 
order  had  on  one  occasion  previously  brought  a  genuine 
order  from  the  defendants  to  the  plaintiffs.  In  these  cir- 
cumstances his  Honour  held  that  the  plaintiffs  were  justified 
in  assuming  that  the  man  was  authorised  by  the  defendants 
to  receive  the  goods.  But  for  the  decision  in  the  House  of 
Lords  in  Lloyd  v.  Grace,  Smith  &  Co.,  1912  (A.C  716),  he 
would  have  felt,  bound  to  follow  a  decision  of  his  own  upon 
very  similar  facts  in  the  Dnnlop  Tyre  Co.  v.  Branson,  Kent 
&  Co.,  which  was  affirmed  upon  appeal  to  the  Divisional 
Court  in  June  1912,  just  a  month  before  the  House  of 
Lords'  decision  in  Lloyd  r.  Grace,  etc.,  which  has  now  placed 
beyond  doubt  that  the  decision  in  Barwick  v.  English  Joint 
Stock  Bank  is  not  to  be  taken  to  limit,  the  liability  of  a 
master  or  principal  for  the  fraud  of  his  servant  or  agent 
to  cases  where  the  servant  or  agent  has  acted  for  the  master's 
or  principal's  benefit.  This  does  not  mean  that  a  person 
will  be  liable  for  the  acts  of  a  man  who  professes  to  be,  but 
is  not,  in  the  former's  employment.  In  the  present  case 
his  Honour  was  satisfied  that  the  fraud  was  initiated  by 
some  person  in  the  defendants'  employment,  who  was  thus 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  method  in  which  they  did 
business  with  the  plaint'ffs.  He  therefore  gave  judgment 
for  plaintiffs  for  the  amount  sued  for.  On  the  ground  that 
the  case  is  of  public  importance  to  tradesmen,  his  Honour 
granted  leave  to  appeal.

Mr.  Barnes 
began  his  connection  with 
chemistry  in  the  offices  of 
Messrs.     Dunn    &  Co., 
Sterling  Chemical  Works, 
Stratford,    and    a  short 
time      afterwards  was 
apprenticed  to  his  uncle, 
Mr.  Edward  W.  Barnes, 
chemist,       241  Tooley 
Street,      London,  S.E. 
After     three     years  in 
Tooley  Street  Mr.  Barnes 
went    to    Mr.  Cocking 
Teignmouth ;  then  to  Mr. 
F.   Warren  Smith.  Yeo 
vil.   With  this  additional 
experience  he  placed  him 
self     under     Dr.  John 
Muter  to  study  for  the 
Minor  examination,  which  he  successfully  negotiated  on 
July  18,  1883,  just  when  he  had  attained  his  majority. 
He  held  three  situations  after  that— first  with  Mr.  J. 
Beale,  Bournemouth ;  second,  with  Mr.  E.  P.  Watts,  Dor- 
chester;  and  then  with  Mr.  William  Hay,  Hull.  From 
the  last-named  he  went  to  the  Westminster  College  of 
Pharmacy  to  finish  his  studies  for  the  Major,  and  passed 
that  examination  on  February  22,  1887.    Mr.  Barnes  then 
started  in  business  on  his  own  account  at  10  Terrace  Road, 
Plaistow,  E.,  which  he  carried  on  with  success  until  about 
two  years  ago,  when  the  insidious  ailment  from  which  he 
suffered    (gradual  solidification  or  immovability  of  the 
joints)  compelled  him  to  give  it  up.

One-tenth  of  this  may  then  be  transferred  to  the 
third  bottle  to  make  the  1  in  1,000  strength,  and  so  on.

a  considerable  reputation  for  his  success  in  domesticating 
zebras.

He  was  a  Bell 
Scholar  in  1911 ;  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy  he  distin- 
guished himself  in  all  subjects  and  won  the  Pereira  Medal 
this  year. 


Albert  Ladenburg. 


THE  Chemical  Society's  lecture-theatre  at  Burlington 
House,  Piccadilly,  London,  W.,  was  quite  filled  on 
October  23,  when  Professor  F.  Stanley  Kipping,  F.R.S., 
delivered  the  Ladenburg  Memorial  Lecture.  The  Presi- 
dent (Professor  W.  H.  Perkin,  F.R.S.)  occupied  the 
chair,  and  the  front  benches  contained  most  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council.  Professor  Kipping  stated  that  Albert 
Ladenburg  was  born  of  Jewish  parents  at  Mannheim, 
in  1842.  He  was  educated  at  the  Karlsruhe  Poly- 
technic and  at  Heidelberg  University.  At  the  latter 
place  he  took  chemistry  under  Bunsen  and  physics  under 
Kirchhoff.  He  was  at  Berlin  in  1862  and  1863,  and 
became  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy  at  Heidelberg  in  1863. 
He  worked  a  little  with  Carius,  but  in  1865  he  went  to 
Ghent  to  join  Kekule,  who  was  then  at  the  height  of 
his  activity.  Naturally  he  had  to  work  on  benzene 
compounds.  On  going  to  Paris  he  was  dissatisfied  with 
an  offer  by  Berthelot,  so  he  became  collaborator  with 
Wurtz  in  a  paper  on  the  constitution  of  anethol.  He 
afterwards  joined  Friedel  at  the  Ecole  de  Chimie,  where 
he  made  his  researches  on  silicon  organic  compounds. 
After  consultation  with  Bunsen,  he  decided  to  adopt 
teaching  as  a  profession,  and  he  started  lecturing  at 
Heidelberg  on  the  development  of  chemistry  during  the 
last  hundred  years,  this  being  the  basis  of  his  well-known 
work  on  the  history  of  chemistry,  published  in  1869. 
He  became  Extraordinary  Professor  at  Heidelberg 
University  in  1873,  and  left  there  to  become  Professor 
of  Chemistry  at  Kiel.  At  the  latter  place  he  found  the 
chemistry  department  had  still  to  be  built,  and  during 
the  first  three  years,  in  a  temporary  laboratory,  he  had 
but  few  students  and  plenty  of  time  to  write  his 
"  Dictionary  of  Chemistry  Terms,"  which  was  finally 
published  in  thirteen  royal  octavo  volumes.  The  new 
laboratory  was  opened  in  1878,  when  more  students 
joined,  and  it  was  here  that  Ladenburg  carried  out  most 
of  his  researches  on  the  alkaloids.  In  1889  he  went  to 
the  University  of  Breslau,  but  was  dissatisfied  with  the 
accommodation  there,  and  accepted  the_  position  on  con- 
dition that  better  facilities  were  provided.  He  was  a 
decided  success  as  a  teacher  there.  After  1901  he  had 
many  troubles,  and  finally  his  health  broke  down,  and 
he  resigned  in  1909,  dying  in  1911.  He  was  awarded 
many  honours,  these  including  the  Hanbury  Medal  in 
1889,  and  the  Davy  Medal  in  1907.  His  wife,  Margarita, 
was  the  eldest  daughter  of  Pringsheim,  the  botanist. 
Most  of  these  facts  are  taken  from  his  autobiography, 
written  during  the  last  years  of  his  life  to  while  away 
the  time  of  ill-health;  but  this  exhibits  much  reticence 
as  to  his  actual  character.  Professor  Kipping  said  he 
was  resolute,  stubborn,  strong-willed,  or  obstinate, 
according  to  the  point  of  view  of  the  critic.  In  other 
words,  if  Ladenburg  felt  he  was  right  he  defended  his 
position  with  the  utmost  tenacity.    As  a  result,  he  was 
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frequently  involved  in  litigation,  and  this  trait  led  to 
his  writing  many  polemical  papers.  He  also  possessed 
musical  talent  of  a  high  order,  being  especially  a  devotee 
of  Brahms. 

Professor  Kipping  then  gave  a  review  of  Ladenburg's 
work.  In  1866  the  researches  commenced  by  Friedel  on 
silicon  compounds  were  continued  by  Ladenburg,  who, 
in  1867,  prepared  silicon  chloroform  and  discovered  the 
interesting  reactions  possible  with  triethylorthosilico- 
formate.  He  also  prepared  the  first  silico-carboxylic 
acid,  and  prepared  silicoethane  containing  two  atoms  of 
silicon  directly  united.  With  Friedel  he  made  the  first 
quaternary  carbon  compound,  dimethyldiethylethane.  A 
few  silicon  compounds,  such  as  silicobenzoic  acid  con- 
taining aromatic  radicals,  were  also  prepared.  Professor 
Kipping  said  his  short  summary  gave  little  idea  of  the 
experimental  difficulties  with  which  Ladenburg  had  to 
contend  in  preparing  these  compounds.  Despite  the 
exacting  character  of  the  work,  he  was  able  to  find  time 
to  study  the  organic  compounds  of  tin,  with  the  object  of 
finding  out  whether  the  stannous  compounds  contain 
two  atoms  of  tin  in  the  molecule.  Of  Kekule's  students 
it  is  only  to  be  expected  that  few  played  a  more  important 
part  than  Ladenburg,  and  in  1869  he  contributed  a  paper 
on  the  benzene  ring,  in  which  he  had  the  temerity  to 
criticise  Kekule's  formula  and  put  forward  his  own 
prism  formula.  In  1877  he  began  his  study  of  alkaloids 
and  their  derivatives,  a  task  which,  with  side  issues, 
occupied  the  rest  of  his  life.  Of  the  mydriatic  alkaloids, 
then  known  as  belladonnine,  atropine,  hyoscyamine,  and 
duboisine,  only  one  had  been  investigated — viz.,  atropine. 
This  latter  splits  up  on  hydrolysis  into  tropic  acid  and 
tropine.  He  established  by  syntheses  from  acetophenone 
the  constitution  of  hydrotropic,  atrolactinic,  atropic,  and 
tropic  acids.  The  determination  of  the  constitution  of 
the  base  tropine  was  a  much  more  difficult  task,  which 
he  attacked  with  great  vigour,  publishing  a  large  number 
of  papers  thereon.  He  concluded  that  this  was  an 
oxidation  product  of  piperidine,  or  a  reduction  product 
of  pyridine.  During  these  researches  he  discovered  that 
the  important  reaction  that  trimethylenedicyanide  on 
reduction  gave  pentamethylenediamine,  from  which 
piperidine  could  be  obtained  and  its  identity  thus 
established.  Hofmann  had  previously  concluded  that 
conyrine  is  a-propyl-pyridine,  but  Ladenburg  found  by 
synthesis  that  a-propyl-pyridine  and  ^-propyl-pyridine 
were  different ;  so  he  concluded  that  during  synthesis 
the  product  had  undergone  change  to  produce  the 
isopropyl  derivative.  He  attempted  to  prepare  pyridine 
allyliodide,  but  again  obtained  an  isomer.  He  then  con- 
densed a-picoline  with  acetaldehyde  in  sealed  tubes,  and 
the  a-allyl-pyridine  thus  obtained  on  reduction  yielded 
coniine,  and  on  oxidation  conyrine.  His  inorganic  work 
included  research  on  the  liquefaction  of  air  and  of 
ozonised  oxygen,  and  the  determination  of  the  atomic 
weight  of  iodine.  His  value  for  the  latter — 126.96 — was 
higher  than  that  of  Stas,  and  approximates  closely  to  that 
given  in  the  latest  report  of  the  International  Committee 
on  Atomic  Weights. 

The  President,  in  calling  upon  Professor  H.  E.  Arm- 
strong to  move  a  vote  of  thanks,  remarked  that  Laden- 
burg was  a  man  of  gentle  and  refined  character. 

Professor  Armstrong  referred  to  meeting  Friedel  and 
Crafts,  men  of  magnificent  personal  appearance,  and 
Ladenburg,  who  was  of  small  build  and  peculiar  habit. 
At  first  view  Ladenburg  seemed  a  little  unpleasant,  but 
he  had  an  engaging  smile,  and  his  conversation  was  full 
of  personal  charm.  He  was  an  accomplished  English 
speaker.  Ladenburg  was  engaged  in  his  early  days  in 
laying  down  the  foundations  on  which  the  modern 
generation  works.  The  synthesis  of  coniine  did  not 
excite  much  interest  at  the  time.  To  produce  a  sensation 
something  like  the  synthesis  of  quinine  was  wanted.  Pro- 
fessor Pope  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  adopted 
with  acclamation.

Prescription  Checking 

will,  I  presume,  one  day  come  to  be 
regarded  as  a  distinct  branch  of  industry,  or  perhaps  I 
ought  to  call  it  a  profession.  The  evolution  of  the 
"checker"  has  of  necessity  been  very  rapid,  and  it  is 
just  possible  that  the  functions  of  the  class  may  only  be 
as  yet  imperfectly  developed  in  every  individual  member 
of  it.  "Another  Checker"  says  many  useful  things,  but 
he  also  talks  some  nonsense.  For  example,  speaking  of 
thyroid  tablets,  he  uses  these  words  : 

"  If  you  simply  add  one  third  to  the  wholesale  prices  it  is 
equivalent  to  saying  that  the  '  act  of  compounding '  has 
been  carried  out,  not  by  the  panel  chemist,  but  by  the 
wholesaler.  An  Insurance  Committee  may  surely  object  to 
pay  the  wholesaler  for  making  the  tablets  and  then  the 
dispensing-fee  to  the  panel  chemist." 

I  fear  1  must  be  very  dense,  for  I  suppose  this  means 
something,  but  what  it  does  mean  I  have  not  the  faintest 
notion.  The  first  sentence  seems  to  mean  that  the  panel 
chemist  ought  to  charge  a  dispensing-fee,  and  the  second 
that  the  Insurance  Committee  ought  to  object  to  pay  it. 
This  is  a  curious  attitude,  but  it  is  still  more  curious  why 
the  wholesaler  should  be  brought  in  here  at  all.  What  is 
it  either  to  checker  or  Committee  whether  I  make 
my  own  thyroid  tablets  or  buy  them  ready-made?  Is 
it  any  business  of  theirs?  If  I  make  them  I  know  they 
will  cost  me  a  great  deal  more  than  if  I  buy  them,  and 
whatever  I  charge  I  shall  be  ill-paid  for  my  work. 
Surely  everyone  recognises  to-day  that  subdivision  of 
labour  compels  us  to  buy  certain  jareparations  from 
the  manufacturers.  You  may  just  as  well  tell  me  that 
before  I  can  charge  a  dispensing-fee  I  must  buy  my 
thyroids  from  the  butcher  and  powder  them  myself, 
as  compel  me  to  make  the  tablets.  Don't  let  us  com- 
plicate things  by  introdu:ing  pedantry  into  the  tariff ! 

Price  Protection 

has  undoubted  advantages  for  the  retailer, 
but  if  what  "  Minor  Man  "  says  is  true  of  a  large  pro- 
portion of  our  ranks,  there  is  no  question  that  manu- 
facturers who  have  protected  their  prices  will  have  to 
reconsider  their  attitude.  Protection  was  originally 
adopted  in  this  country  purely  in  the  interests  of  the 
retailer  and  wholesaler,  and  not  at  all  for  the  sake  of 
the  manufacturer;  indeed,  I  have  a  lively  recollection 
of  the  terrible  struggle  it  was  before  some  proprietors 
could  be  brought  into  the  fold.  To-day  price  protec- 
tion is  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception,  and  we  are 
infinitely  better  off  than  we  were  twenty  years  ago  in 
relation  to  the  sale  of  patent  medicines  and  proprietary 
preparations  generally.  The  P.A.T.A.  has  undoubtedly 
been  of  immense  service  to  chemists,  and  deserves  our 
hearty  support,  but  price  protection  has  its  limits,  and 
even  within  its  limits  does  not  entirely  prohibit  individual 
action,  the  materialisation  of  which  is  really  at  the 
bottom  of  "  Minor  Man's "  expose. 

Private  Brewing 

is  not  without  its  responsibilities,  and  a 
good  few  people  may  have  reason  to  thank  the  C.  <L-  D. 
for  the  very  clear  exposition  of  the  law  on  the  question. 
I  must  candidly  admit  that  the  whole  matter  was  new 
to  me,  and  that  I  was  quite  ignorant  of  what  is 
necessary  in  order  to  keep  within  the  law,  and  probably 
the  majority  of  chemists  were  in  a  similar  condition. 
Perhaps  it  might  be  well  were  you  to  follow  up  the 
article  of  last  week  by  writing  another  giving  such 
instructions  as  will  enable  private  brewers  to  make  their 
own  beer  and  stout,  having  not  more  than  2  per  cent,  of 


proof  spirit  should  they  not  wish  to  take  out  a  licence. 
May  I  here  add  how  much  I  have  been  struck  of  late 
with  the  immense  service  the  C.  &  D.  renders  to  the 
trade  by  keeping  constantly  in  our  view  practical  points 
such  as  this  ?  Were  it  not  for  your  vigilance  we  chemists 
would  certainly  miss  many  opportunities  for  furthering 
our  interests.  For  example,  no  other  journal  noticed  the 
report  on  Poor-law  Dispensing,  a  subject  of  great 
importance  to  the  craft,  and  I  have  not  observed  that 
the  new  Norwegian  Pharmacopoeia  has  been  noticed 
by  your  contemporaries.  We  busy  pharmacists  look  to 
the  trade  Press  to  keep  us  informed  on  everything  worth 
knowing,  and  I  am  quite  sure  that  the  subscribers  to 
the  C.  ([■  D.  do  not  look  in  vain. 

The  Significance 

of  the  word  "legitimate"  depends  upon 
the  application  we  give  it;  in  and  by  itself  the  phrase 
"legitimate  pharmacy"  is  too  ambiguous  to  have  any 
value  at  all  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  adopted 
by  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association.  Etymo- 
logically,  "  legitimate  "  expresses  a  status  that  has  been 
conferred  or  ratified  by  some  authority,  but  even  in  the 
oldest  examples  of  its  use,  says  Sir  James  Murray,  there 
is  no  trace  of  this  original  sense.  If  there  were,  the 
question,  What  is  an  authority  ?  would  remain  to  be 
settled,  and  possibly  the  Drugstore  Proprietors'  Asso- 
ciation would  be  held  as  good  a  claimant  to  this  position 
as  another  Society.  Who  shall  decide?  In  any  of  its 
derived  senses,  such  as  lawful,  proper,  normal, '  regular, 
logically  admissible  or  inferrible,  there  is  a  similar°dirn- 
culty.  Legitimate  pharmacy,  in  short,  is  in  this  respect 
like  the  legitimate  drama,  or  legitimate  poets:  opinions 
will  always  vary  as  to  what  is  legitimate  and  whac  is 
not,  and  we  have  no  tribunal  of  sufficient  authority  to 
say  which  opinion  is  right.  I  sympathise  entirely  with 
the  object  of  the  Association,  but  I  could  wish  they  had 
found  a  less  disputable  expression  for  it. 

Mathias  de  L'Obe!, 

perhaps  the  most  advanced  botanist  of 
his  day,  to  whom  I  referred  last  week  as  probably- related 
to  Paul  de  Lobel,  the  Lime  Street  apothecary  employed 
by  Sir  Theodore  Mayerne,  has  not,  in  this  "country*  at 
any  rate,  received  as  much  attention  as  he  deserves. 
Though  he  passed  a  considerable  part  of  his  life  in 
London,  and  published  there  his  most  important  work, 
"  Stirpium  Adversaria  nova,"  he  has  no  place  in  the 
"Dictionary  of  National  Biography,"  and  is  neglected  by 
most  of  our  local  historians.  For  the  facts  of  his  life 
I  have  had  to  refer  to  the  "  Biographie  Nationale  de 
Belgique."  Born  at  Lille  in  1538,  he  received  his 
education  as  a  physician  at  Montpellier,  where  he  made 
the  acquaintance  of  his  future  collaborator,  Pierre  Pena. 
For  several  years  he  was  physician  to  William  the  Silent. 
The  date  of  his  first  visit  to  England  is  believed  to  have 
been  1569,  and  within  little  more  than  a  year  afterwards 
the  "  Adversaria  "  appeared.  It  is  a  pleasing  fact  that 
in  the  preparation  of  this  work  he  was  helped  by  his  wife, 
who  was  an  Englishwoman,  as  well  as  by  Pena,  whose 
name  was  given  as  joint  author.  After  its  publication 
L'Obel  left  London  and  settled  for  a  while  at  Antwerp, 
but  having  accompanied  his  friend  Edward,  Lord  Zouch, 
on  an  embassage  to  Denmark  in  1592,  he  was  afterwards 
induced  to  return  here,  and  received  an  appointment  as 
superintendent  of  that  nobleman's  medicinal  garden  at 
Hackney,  and  subsequently  that  of  Botanist  to  King 
James.  In  his  old  age  he  retired  to  Highgate,  where  he 
died  on  April  3,  1616.  His  distinction  as  a  botanist  rests 
chiefly  on  his  classification  of  plants,  which  approaches 
the  natural  order;  it  is  to  him  that  we  owe  the  distinction 
between  monocotyledons  and  dicotyledons.  He  was,  says 
his  biographer,  Morren,  outrageously  pillaged  by  Par- 
kinson. The  same  writer  describes  him  as  a  strong, 
somewhat  rude  man,  but  honest  and  sincere;,  and  his 
style  as  resembling  him  in  these  respects.

Insurance  Dispensing. 

III. — Fresh  Considerations. 

"Stands  Scotland  where  it  did?"  In  the  matter  of 
Insurance  dispensing,  not  exactly.  During  the  past  six 
weeks  there  have  been  signs  of  fermentation, 
Scottish  and  it  is  more  of  an  acetous  nature  than  the 
Caution,  kind  to  be  expected  from  a  brew  of  refreshing 
fruit.  It  is  not  a  universal  fermentation,  but 
it  is  sufficiently  pronounced  to  be  noticeable,  and  an 
aoerbation  occurred  when  every  panel  chemist,  company, 
and  firm  in  Scotland  heard  from  York  Place  this  week 
that  the  Scottish  Commissioners  cannot  yet  agree  to  raise 
the  dispensing-fees.  We  would  have  been  surprised  if 
they  had,  because  their  promise  was  to  consider  the  pro- 
position at  the  end  of  the  first  financial  year,  when  they 
learn  how  the  Drug  Funds,  ordinary  and  suspense,  have 
stood  the  strain  of  prescribing.  Consequently  the  Com- 
missioners are  not  yet  in  a  position  to  make  good  their 
promise.  A  mass  meeting  will  have  been  held  in  Edin- 
burgh before  this  issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
reaches  the  capital.  It  is  to  be  addressed  by  Mr.  Leish- 
man,  of  the  Scottish  Insurance  Commission,  who  will 
no  doubt  be  severely  heckled,  and  we  know  of  no  better 
process  for  emulsifying  elements  which  are  prone  to  be 
immiscible.  Were  we  to  urge  now  anything  in  the  nature 
of  caution  it  would  be  like  carrying  coals  to  Newcastle. 
It  is  a  remarkable  fact  in  connection  with  Insurance  dis- 
pensing in  Scotland  that,  although  there  was  at  this  time 
last  year  more  uncertainty  about  it  there  than  in  any 
other  equally  large  area  in  Great  Britain,  the 
dispensing  work  was  undertaken  with  an  honest 
determination  to  give  it  a  fair  trial.  This  fair- 
ness has  been  demonstrated,  for,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
there  has  been  practically  no  complaint  in  Scotland  about 
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panel  chemists  not  implementing  their  bargain.  It  will 
be  surprising,  therefore,  if  the  spirit  of  fairness  thus 
exhibited  is  now  abandoned.  Insurance  dispensing  is  a 
tender  plant  which  has  not  yet  firmly  rooted  itself  in  our 
pharmaceutical  soil,  and  panel  chemists  in  Scotland  are 
not  likely  to  do  anything  which  will  favour  a  scheme  of 
general  transplantation  when  it  has  become  sturdy  and 
nears  fruition. 

In  respect  to  the  relations  between  panel  doctors  and 
panel  chemists,  we  have  always  advocated  a  continuance 
of  those  which  obtained  before  Insurance  dis- 
Repeats.  pensing  was  established.  There  has  always 
been  in  pharmacy  a  certain  measure  of  service 
by  the  pharmacist  to  the  physician,  with  the  object  oi 
assisting  the  latter  in  his  work.  Some  of  this  had  com- 
pensation in  the  dispensing-charges — as,  for  example,  when 
the  prescriptions  were  of  the  class  known  as  Repeats. 
These  are  now  turning  out  to  be  the  rock  upon  which 
the  amicable  relations  between  panel  doctors  and  panel 
chemists  may  founder.  It  must  be  acknowledged  that  at 
present  circumstances  in  Insurance  dispensing  are  against 
Repeats  being  strictly  considered  as  coming  within  the 
conditions  of  adequate  medical  service,  as  is  forcibly  and 
temperately  expressed  by  Mr.  William  Allen,  of  Barry, 
in  our  correspondence  columns  this  week,  and  by  the  panel 
chemists  of  Liverpool  at  the  meeting  which  we  report. 
It  should  be  recognised,  however,  that  this  is  a  matter 
-which  panel  doctors  and  panel  chemists  should,  according 
to  the  best  traditions  of  the  craft,  arrange  between  them- 
selves, and  we  look  forward  to  the  Statutory  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committees  being  able  to  agree  upon  the  matter 
when  they  come  to  meet  the  Medical  Committees  on  a  foot- 
ing of  equal  interests.  It  should  be  kept  in  mind  by  pre- 
scribers  as  well  as  dispensers  that  established  habits  have 
to  be  adapted  to  new  conditions.  These  conditions  are, 
in  some  respects,  incompatible  with  Repeats  being  con- 
tinued. There  are  circumstances  in  which  Insurance  dis- 
pensing is  not  at  all  akin  to  hospital  dispensing,  to  which 
Repeats  are  indigenous,  and  in  course  of  time  the  fact 
will'  be  realised  by  panel  doctors. 

In  considering  the  development  of  Insurance  dispensing 
authorities  have  often  felt  that  specialisation  is  inevit- 
able.     Individual   specialising   has  the 
Special  preference.      It  has  now  commenced  in 

Dispensaries.  London,  for  as  we  go  to  press  a  dispen- 
sary devoted  solely  to  National  Insur- 
ance dispensing  has  been  opened  by  Mr.  Arnold  Davies, 
chemist  and  druggist,  at  377  New  North  Road,  Islington. 
London,  N.  This  thoroughfare  is  situated  in  a  populous 
industrial  district,  and  the  dispensary  itself  is  close  to 
the  busy  Essex  Road.  The  windows  have  been  painted 
brown  to  keep  out  the  gaze  of  the  curious,  and  the  facia 
bears  in  white  the  inscription  : 

"  National  Insurance  Dispensary. 
All  prescriptions  dispensed  free  of  charge  by  qualified 
chemists." 

The  street  door  leads  into  a  waiting-room  which  will  seat 
about  a  dozen  persons  comfortably.  This  is  divided  from 
the  dispensary  by  a  partition  with  leaded  coloured  glass. 
A  narrow  counter  with  a  suitable  low  gate  is  placed 
in  the  centre  of  the  shop.  The  site  has  been  chosen  pre- 
sumably because  there  is  a  doctor's  consulting-room,  with 
probably  the  biggest  Insurance  connection  in  the  district, 
at  the  corner  of  Popham  Road,  some  fifty  yards  away. 
The  nearest  pharmacy  is  not  on  the  dispensing  panel.  It 
is  not  intended  to  open  the  dispensary  at  all  hours,  but 
no  doubt  the  hours  of  attendance  will  be  governed  by 
the  doctors',  which  are  on  week-days  11  a.m.  to  1  p.m. 
and  7  p.m.  to  10  p.m.    We  understand  that  there  are  other 


dispensaries  for  Insurance  prescriptions  only  under 
chemists'  control  in  Bermondsey  and  Hackney.  These 
ventures  are  experimental,  and  it  will  take  probably  at 
least  100  prescriptions  a  day  to  cover  expenses.  Still,  the 
institution  of  such  dispensaries  should  warn  chemists  of 
the  danger  of  treating  Insurance  work  as  something  of 
a  nuisance.  Insured  persons  expect  as  courteous  service 
as  the  ordinary  customer,  and  hundreds  of  chemists  in 
working-class  districts  throughout  the  country  who  have 
laid  themselves  out  for  Insurance  dispensing  have  every 
reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  results. 


British  Imperial  Pharmacopoeia. 

The  proposals  put  forward  by  Mr.  John  C.  Urnney  in 
his'  presidential  address  to  the  jubilee  meeting  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  have  been  received 
with  much  favour  by  pharmacists  in  Australia.  The  first 
note  to  this  effect  came  to  us  last  week  in  the  letter  from 
Mr.  Rushton,  of  Hobart,  who  is  an  English  as  well  as  an 
Australian  pharmacist.  With  respect  to  Mr.  Rushton's 
observation  as  to  the  second  part  of  Clause  7  in  Mr. 
Umney's  proposed  Bill  nullifying  the  usefulness  of  the 
Bill,  this  appears  to  be  justified,  but  it  is  on  account  of 
a  misprint  (which  Mr  Rushton's  observation  has  been 
the  means  of  detecting],  "and"  having  been  printed  for 
"or.''    We  subjoin  the  corrected  clause: 

Any  drug,  chemical,  or  preparation  sold  fur  medicinal 
purposes,  under  or  by  a  name  recognised  in  the  British 
Imperial  Pharmacopoeia,  which  fails  to  correspond  to  the 
standard  of  strength,  quality,  or  purity  laid  down  or  as 
determined  by  the  tests  laid  down  in  the  British  Imperial 
Pharmacopoeia,  shall  be  deemed  not  to  be  of  the  nature, 
substance,  or  quality  demanded  by  the  purchaser,  unless  the 
fact  that  it  does  not  or  may  not  correspond  to  the  standard 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia  be  plainly  stated  upon  the  bottle,  box. 
vessel,  or  wrapper  in  which  it  is  contained,  or  unless  the 
seller  can  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  judicial  authority 
that  the  standards  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  for  the  substance 
in  question  are  not  such  as  can  be  reasonably  applied  to 
such  substance,  or  that  the  tests  laid  down  in  the  Pharma- 
copoeia are  not  such  as  to  give  accurate  results  and  infor- 
mation, or  are  not  suitable  for  the  substance  in  question. 

The  first  official  steps  in  regard  to  the  Bill  have  been 
taken  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Queensland,  which  at  the  meeting  in  September  discussed 
the  subject  thoroughly,  with  the  result  that  it  was  de- 
cided to  send  the  following  letter  to  the  Chief  Secretary  : 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Queensland, 

Brisbane,  September  20,  1913. 
Dear  Sir, — The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
request  you  to  lay  before  the  Privy  Council  some  observa- 
tions on  the  revision  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  with 
the  object  of  altering  the  conditions  under  which  that  book 
is  produced. 

My  Council  are  of  opinion  that  after  the  publication  of  the 
forthcoming  edition  (presumably  1914}  it  is  desirable  for 
several  reasons  that  the  publication  of  the  Imperial  British 
harmacopoeia  should  be  undertaken  by  a  Commission  having 
broader  representation  than  the  General  Medical  Council, 
and  that  those  sections  of  the  Medical  Acts  of  1858  and 
1862  which  entrusted  this  work  to  that  body  should  be 
repealed. 

The  reasons  my  Council  advance  for  the  change  are  the 
following  : 

1.  The  medical  curriculum  in  every  part  of  the  British 
Dominions  has  tended  to  reduce  the  knowledge  of  phar- 
macy by  medical  men  to  a  minimum,  while  medical  ex- 
aminations in  chemistry  have  not  increased  in  stringency 
proportionate  to  the  general  advancement  of  that  science. 

2.  The  General  Medical  Council  recognised  these  de- 
ficiencies on  the  part  of  their  body,  and  in  the  compilation 
of  the  last  two  editions  (1885  and  1898)  they  sought  for 
and  received  the  assistance  of  a  committee  of  pharma- 
cists. This  committee  gave  their  services  without  recog- 
nition, but  chiefly  as  a  protection  to  the  body  they  repre- 
sented, owing  to  the  obligations  under  which  they  were 
placed  as  a  consequence  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
becoming  a  legal  standard  for  medicinal  preparations. 
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3.  At  the  Conference  of  Inter-State  Delegates  on  Food 
and  Drug  Standards,  which  recently  met  in  Melbourne, 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  was  recommended  as  the  only 
standard  for  medicinal  preparations,  and  doubtless  that 
recommendation  will  be  carried  into  effect  within  the 
Commonwealth. 

4.  It  was  stated  at  the  International  Congress  of  Phar- 
macy held  in  Brussels  that  in  no  other  part  of  the  world 
than  the  British  Dominions  was  a  national  Pharmacopoeia 
published  by  a  Commission  from  which  pharmacists  were 
excluded. 

5.  In  the  United  States  of  America  a  revised  edition 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  published  decennially,  while  the 
last  edition  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  is  dated  1898. 
Its  official  test6  are  in  consequence  obsolete  in  many  in- 
stances, and  in  many  other  respects  the  book  is  antiquated. 
My  Council  do  not  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  this  is  due 
to  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  body  charged  with  its  com- 
pilation to  compensate  themselves  against  the  expenses 
incurred,  but  the  cause  for  such  an  innuendo  should  not 
exist. 

The  recommendations  of  my  Council  are  as  follows : 

1.  More  frequent  revisions  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

2.  That  its  compilation  should  be  transferred  from  the 
General  Medical  Council  to  a  Commission. 

3  That  this  Commission  should  consist  of  medical  men, 
pharmacists,  and  one  or  more  analytical  chemists. 

4.  That  all  portions  of  the  British  Dominions  should 
be  represented  on  this  Commission. 

5.  That  the  selection  of  any  drug,  chemical,  or  medicinal 
preparation  for  inclusion  in  the  Imperial  British  Phar- 
macopoeia should  be  determined  by  those  members  who 
are  duly  qualified  medical  men,  and  that  all  other  ques- 
tions should  be  determined  by  the  Commission  a6  a  whole. 

I  am,  yours  faithfully,

Copies  of  this  letter  have  been  sent  to  all  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Societies  in  the  Commonwealth  and  in  New  Zealand. 
Ere  long  communications  will  in  consequence  be  reaching 
the  Privy  Council,  who,  in  the  ordinary  course,  will 
address  the  General  Medical  Council  on  the  subject.  It 
is  therefore  desirable  to  state  that  those  at  home  who 
are  interested  in  Mr.  Umney's  proposal  have  not  been  idle 
in  regard  to  representations  to  the  proper  quarter. 
Although  these  have  not  been  discussed  or  even  formally 
considered,  we  believe  the  propositions  are  favourably 
viewed,  so  that  the  opinions  of  all  British  pharmaceutical 
bodies  beyond  the  seas  should  be  ascertained  for  con- 
sideration when  the  time  comes. 


Medical  Effrontery. 

According  to  the  "  British  Medical  Journal,"  the 
South-Eastern  of  Ireland  Branch  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  has  adopted  the  following  motion  nemine 
contradicente  : 

"  That  it  having  been  brought  under  the  notice  of  the 
meeting  that  the  functions  of  a  qualified  dentist  are  being 
discharged  by  local  registered  pharmaceutical  chemists,  we 
desire  to  express  our  dissatisfaction  with  such  conduct,  and 
request  these  gentlemen  not  to  do  so  in  future,  and  that 
they  confine  themselves  to  their  legitimate  business  for  the 
future,  as  otherwise  they  will  forfeit  the  confidence  of  the 
entire  local  profession." 

Why  should  this  be?    The  fact  that  a  chemist  draws  a 
tooth  does  not  affect  his  competency  as  a  dispenser. 
Venereal  Diseases  Inquiry. 

Considering  the  frightfully  infectious  nature  of  venereal 
diseases,  the  appointment  of  a  Commission  of  Inquiry 
has  not  been  made  too  soon.  It  may  be  that  the  inquiry 
will  overlap  part  of  the  ground  that  has  already  been 
covered  by  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons 
appointed  to  inquire  into  the  sale  of  proprietary  medi- 
cines. The  medical  members  of  that  Committee  repeatedly 
questioned  witnesses  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  venereal 
remedies,  and  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  Royal  Com- 
mission will  go  further.  We  do  not  know  that  chemists 
as  such  will  have  any  locus  standi  in  the  new  inquiry,  but 
the  fact  cannot  be  overlooked  that  venereal  remedies  are 


manufactured  and  sold  by  the  drug-trade,  and  it  will  be 
necessary,  for  the  interests  involved,  that  some  repre- 
sentative body  should  watch  the  proceedings  of  the 
Commission. 

Chemists  and  the  Shops  Act,  1912. 

Orders  obtained  by  chemists  under  Section  4  (6)  of 
this  Act  suspending  the  exemption  as  regards  the  sale 
of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  are 
not  an  unmixed  blessing.  Liverpool  obtained  one  before 
Insurance  dispensing  was  introduced,  and  part  of  the 
agreement  with  the  Insurance  Committee  is  embodied  in 
the  following  Tariff  statement  : 

Late  Fees. — Subject  to  the  doctor  marking  the  prescription 
"  Urgent,"  and  writing  the  time  when  issued  to  the  patient, 
as  under : 

Wednesdays  beween  8  p.m.  and  12  p.m   id. 

(The  chemists  agree  to  give  attendance  for  dispens- 
ing between  the  hours  of  6  p.m.  and  8  p.m.) 

Other  week-days  between  10  p.m.  and  12  p.m   Zd. 

Sundays,  except  between  6  p.m.  and  8  p.m   3d. 

All  days  between  12  a.m.  (midnight)  and  9  a.m.  ...  bd. 

In  replying  to  a  correspondent  in  another  towrr  we  say 
that  Insurance  prescriptions  dispensed  during  closing 
hours  in  one  of  these  ex-exempted  places  may,  to  meet  the 
provision  in  Sub-section  7,  have  to  be  marked  "  Urgent." 
We  notice  that  this  view  is  taken  by  the  Liverpool  magis- 
trate in  a  case  reported  this  week.  We  question  if  the 
Home  Secretary  would  take  this  view,  but  it  would  be  as 
well  for  chemists  who  have  obtained  the  Sub-section  6 
order  to  get  some  condition  respecting  Insurance  dis- 
pensing added. 

Co-operatives  and  Price-protection. 

The  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  has  had 
many  a  stiff  fight  since  it  started,  seventeen  years  ago 
(how  time  flies !),  and  in  none  of  them  did  it  seem  so 
likely  to  be  beaten  as  when,  a  few  years  ago,  it 
resolved  to  stop  the  cutting  of  prices  of  protected  articles 
by  the  Co  operative  Stores.  But  the  P.A.T.A.  succeeded, 
and  the  Stores  have  failed  to  get  wholesale  supplies  of  the 
protected  articles.  This  seems  to  account  for  the  following 
editorial  note  in  the  "  Leeds  Weekly  Citizen"  : 

"  On  more  than  one  occasion  it  has  happened  that  in 
order  to  suit  their  customers  who  wanted  them,  Co-operative 
Stores  have  sold  articles  at  prices  slightly  higher  than  such 
articles  are  obtainable  in  private  shops.  This  has  not  been 
due  to  a  desire  to  make  dividend,  but  has  been  the  outcome 
of  an  attempt  at  belittling  co-operation  made  by  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association,  who,  to  give  support 
to  their  other  customers,  only  sell  to  Co-operative  Societies 
on  condition  that  Co-operative  Societies  retail  at  a  price 
which  will  take  in  the  amount  of  dividend  paid  by  such 
societies.  The  P.A.T.A.  was  started  in  1896,  and  has  under 
its  control  the  sale  of  some  4,000  proprietary  articles.  Over 
three  hundred  manufacturers,  some  twenty  or  thirty  whole- 
sale firms,  and  between  four  thousand  and  five  thousand 
retailers  are  at  work  to  boycott  as  far  as  they  can  do  so  the 
sale  of  certain  articles  in  Co-operative  Stores  that  members  of 
Co-operative  Societies  want  to  buy.  Steps  are  to  be  taken 
in  the  movement  to  make  it  clear  that  if  the  stores  sell  the 
articles  at  the  same  price  as  ordinary  retail  shops  they  have 
done  all  that  may  reasonably  be  expected.  Happily  co- 
operation is  in  a  position  to  manufacture  a  good  many  of 
tin:  articles  itself,  and  the  action  of  the  Association  referred 
to  should  spur  on  the  question  of  co-operative  production." 

We  gather  from  this  that  the  Stores  buy  P.A.T.A. 
goods  at  the  minimum  retail  prices,  and  put  a  profit  on 
these  before  selling  to  their  members.  But  the  most 
astounding  statement  in  the  article  is  that  which  we  have 
italicised.  It  will  not  take  much  of  this  sort  of  thing 
to  build  up  a  case  of  fraud. 

— The  orange-flower  water 
formerly  exported  from  Sidon  to  Egypt  and  elsewhere  has 
been  diverted  to  a  large  perfume  factory  near  Beirut,  to 
which  place  most  of  the  locally  produced  thyme  was  like- 
wise sent. — British  Consul  at  Sidon. 
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Renovating  Wax  Models. 


WAX  models  used  for  advertising  purposes,  when  ex- 
posed in  shop  windows,  suffer  rapid  deterioration 
in  appearance,  and  often  in  shape  also  if  the  rays  of 
the  sun  are  permitted  to  shine  too  freely  upon  them. 

The  subjoined  details  of  the  various  methods  of  clean- 
ing wax  models  will  be  useful  to  chemists  who  employ 
wax  figures  for  advertising  purposes  or  receive  requests 
from  local  tradesmen  as  to  ways  of  renovating  these 
models.  It  is  desirable,  as  a  preliminary,  to  remove  all 
surfa.ce  grime.  For  this  dissolve  £  oz.  of  washing-soda 
in  ^-pint  of  warm  water,  and  with  a  soft  paint-brush, 
or  shaving-brush,  and  Sunlight  soap,  thoroughly  lather 
the  model,  working  the  brush  cautiously  into  all  the 
corners,  but  being  careful  to  avoid  scratching  the  sur- 
face. Rinse  off  with  the  remaining  water,  and,  finally, 
with  clean  warm  water.  Dry  well  by  dabbing  with  a  soft 
towel  or  a  wad  of  absorbent  cotton-wool.  When  dry 
dip  a  small  pad  of  absorbent  wool  in  a  mixture  of 
methylated  spirit  and  turpentine,  and  with  this,  frequently 
renewed,  wipe  every  part  of  the  wax  to  remove  all  traces 
of  surface  or  ingrained  dirt.  This  mixture  has  a  solvent 
action  upon  the  wax,  and  should  not  be  permitted  to 
remain  after  the  dirt  is  removed.  The  washing  with 
soap  and  water  may  then  be  repeated  if  thought  desir- 
able, which  should  leave  the  composition  in  a  uniform, 
colourless  condition.  Rubbing  the  surface  must  be 
avoided  if  the  much-to-be-desired  matt  surface  is  to  be 
obtained.  A  glossy  or  "waxy"  result  follows  frictional 
rubbing  during  any  portion  of  the  process.  To  render 
the  composition  amenable  to  the  finishing  processes,  the 
model  when  dry  should  be  kept  at  a  temperature  of  not 
less  than  90°  for  an  hour,  and  this  condition  should  be 
maintained  until  the  final  touches  are  made.  These  are 
given  by  the  use  of  the  powders  prepared  as  follows  : 

1.  Powdered  pumice   4  oz. 

Zinc  oxide    2  oz- 

2.  Powdered  pumice   1  oz. 

Prepared  chalk                       "...  1  oz. 

Calamine    2  oz. 

Burnt  umber, 

Yellow  ochre         ...       of  each  a  trace 

3.  No.  2  powder, 

Carmine   equal  parts 

All  powders  should  be  sifted  through  a  fine  sieve. 
With  the  model  in  a  favourable  light,  and  preferably 
upon  a  table  covered  with  a  soft  material,  the  No.  1 
powder  should  be  carefully  applied  with  the  finger-tips 
equally  to  every  part.  The  wax  at  the  suggested  tem- 
perature is  easily  affected,  and  with  a  slight  rotary  move- 
ment of  the  fingers  the  pumice  compound  gives  a  slightly 
abraded  or  matt  surface.  If  a  face  model  is  being 
made  up,  at  this  stage  the  lips,  nostrils,  and  corners 
of  the  eyes  must  be  lightly  brushed  free  of  powder,  and 
an  ammoniacal  solution  of  carmine  applied  with  a  camel's- 
hair  pencil  to  give  the  requisite  tint  to  the  lips,  with 
a  slight  touch  of  colour  to  the  eyes  and  nostrils.  When 
dry  No.  2  powder  should  be  lightly  smeared  or  dabbed 
over  the  entire  surface  with  a  wad  of  cotton-wool  about 
3  in.  square.  It  may  be  necessary,  where  a  full 
colour  is  desired  in  the  finished  make-up,  to  add  more 
umber  and  ochre  to  this  mixture.  A  separate  pad  is 
required  for  No.  3  powder,  which  is  used  to  accentuate 
certain  parts  of  the  model,  as  in  the  case  of  heads,  for 
colouring  the  cheeks,  with  a  suspicion  of  rosiness  on  the 
chin,  and  to  give  the  shell-like  finish  to  the  ears.  When 
this  colour  has  been  evenly  distributed  on  the  parts 
desired,  the  entire  surface  of  the  model  may  be  again 
treated  with  the  No.  2  powder.  The  superfluous  powder 
is  preferably  left  on  the  model  for  a  short  period  in  a 
"warm  room,  and  finally  lightly  dusted  off  with  a  piece 
of  cotton-wool  and  a  soft  brush. 

In  the  case  of  hands,  the  nails  may  require  a  little 
attention  to  give  a  polished  effect.  This  is  managed  with 
a  bone  nail  instrument,  or  a  manicure  liquid  varnish  may 
be  painted  over.  To  show  corns  and  callosities  on 
models  of  the  foot,  it  may  be  necessary  to  create  the 


deformity  upon  a  foot.  A  corn  may  be  added  by  scrap- 
ing sufficient  composition  from  the  under  part  of  the  foot 
and  pressing  in  a  soft  condition  upon  the  selected  spot 
previously  scored  with  a  penknife,  quickly  shaping  as 
desired.  When  set,  a  small  camel's-hair  brush  moistened 
with  the  methylated  spirit  and  turpentine,  with  which 
a  little  colour  may  be  mixed,  will  give  the  requisite 
finish.  Bunions  need  a  little  carmine  to  give  an  indica- 
tion of  inflammatory  conditions. 

A  slight  renovation,  or  "  touching-up,"  may  be  achieved 
without  the  preliminary  washing,  the  powdering  and 
colouring  usually  answering  all  requirements. 


On  Business  Increasing. 

By  "  Autolycus." 


IT  is  well  sometimes  to  detach  oneself  from  details  and 
stand  aside  to  view  one's  work  as  a  whole.  It  is 
difficult  to  get  away  from  the  grubbing,  to  clear  one's 
mind  of  the  minutiae  of  business,  and  to  take  a  bird's-eye 
view  of  things  generally,  but  much  may  be  learned  in 
this  way,  and  some  of  the  things  so  learned  are  embodied 
in  these  notes. 

The  business  here  referred  to  is  situated  within  twenty 
miles  of  the  Bank,  in  a  good-class  suburban  district.  It 
has  a  good  family  connection  of  many  years'  standing, 
and  is  not  greatly  handicapped  by  store  competition. 
Some  years  ago  the  owner  refitted  the  shop  and  brought 
it  up  to  date,  rescuing  an  old-established  business  from 
decay  and  laying  the  foundations  of  its  future  prosperity. 
After  some  time  he  sold  it,  thinking  it  had  reached  the 
limit  of  its  capacity  for  increase.  It  was  acquired  by  a 
firm  who  believed  that  the  business  could  yet  do  better 
things.  Some  time  was  spent,  therefore,  in  carefully 
studying  the  details  of  each  department,  in  order  to 
discover  where  improvements  might  be  effected.  An 
ordinary  business  may  be  roughly  divided  into  four  or 
five  departments,  and  with  these  I  deal  in  sequence,  taking 
first 

The  Dispensing  Department. 

If  the  pharmacist  is  going  to  make  the  most  out  of 
this,  he  cannot  keep  it  on  too  high  a  plane.  There  is 
still  an  air  of  mystery  enshrouding  the  preparation  of  a 
bottle  of  mixture,  which  is  dear  to  the  heart  of  the 
ordinary  layman,  and  the  chemist  who  assumes — within 
reason — the  gravity  and  dignity  due  to  his  calling  can 
still  make  dispensing  pay,  in  spite  of  the  Insurance  Act. 

To  begin  with,  there  undoubtedly  exists,  even  among 
the  most  confirmed  patrons  of  the  stores,  the  desire  to 
have  their  prescriptions  dispensed  at  the  pharmacy  of  a 
private  individual.  Besides  this,  it  is  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  for  suburbanites  who  deal  in  Westbourne 
Grove  or  the  Brompton  Road  to  have  their  medicines  made 
up  and  delivered  within  half  an  hour. 

Further,  it  frequently  happens  that  the  dweller  in 
Suburbia  consults  a  doctor  in  the  West-end  and  then 
has  his  prescription  compounded  at  the  nearest  pharmacy. 
Next  time,  however,  he  has  it  repeated  by  the  local  man, 
and  he  finds  that  the  price  he  pays  is  considerably  less 
than  that  of,  say,  Blank  Street.  Here,  then,  are  three 
good  reasons  why  pharmacists  ought  to  get  the  business 
that  is  to  be  done  in  their  own  districts. 

The  first  step  to  take,  therefore,  is  to  see  that  the 
work  is  turned  out  according  to  the  Blank  Street  stan- 
dard. The  second  is  to  see  that  the  price  will  also  bear 
comparison  with  that  of  the  stores.  In  addition  to  this, 
the  dispensing  department  should  be  advertised,  in  order 
that  the  public  shall  know  that  high-class  work  is  offered 
them  at  moderate  charges.  The  distribution  of  a  well- 
printed  leaflet  advertising  the  dispensing  department  alone 
has  been  one  of  the  chief  factors  in  producing  the  increase 
which  is  to  be  recorded  in  "The  Suburban  Pharmacy." 
The  number  of  new  prescriptions  copied  during  the  third 
year  was  an  advance  of  20  per  cent,  on  the  figures  for  the 
first  year,  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  old  prescrip- 
tions repeated  was  25  per  cent.  At  the  same  time  prices 
which  were  kept  low  at  first  have  tended  to  rise,  and  the 
average  price  now  per  6-oz.  bottle  is  Is.  Zd.  to  Is.  6d., 
against  Is.  to  Is.  Zd.  three  years  ago. 
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No  attempt  has  been  made  to  influence  the  doctors  in 
the  neighbourhood  who  give  a  prescription,  and  yet  in 
several  instances  patients  have  been  lecommended  to  come 
to  this  pharmacy  because  of  the  good  general  impression 
that  has  been  created.  First  and  foremost  as  an  asset  in 
business  increasing  comes  the  personal  element,  and  this 
applies  to  the  dispensing  department  more  than  to  any 
other.  It  is  absolutely  essential  in  the  ordinary  good- 
class  pharmacy  that  the  principal  shall  conduct  his  business 
personally,  keeping  in  touch  with  his  customers,  and  prov- 
ing to  them  constantly  that  their  business  is  cared  for  and 
attended  to  by  himself.  Nothing  is  of  more  value  to  the 
pharmacist  than  a  manner  which  invites  trust  and  inspires 
confidence,  which  is  persuasive,  sympathetic,  serious,  as 
occasion  demands,  but  kind,  courteous,  and  patient  at  all 
times.  This  is  the  best  advertisement  for  any  pharmacy, 
for  satisfied  customers  will  soon  tell  their  friends  if  they 
have  found  the  proprietor  agreeable  and  trustworthy,  and 
personal  recommendation  i6  better  than  all  the  advertising 
in  the  world. 

Patent  Medicines. 

Many  chemists  will  say  that  they  do  not  encourage  the 
sale  of  these  things  because  they  are  not  worth  handling, 
so  they  do  not  care  -whether  they  sell  them  or  not.  This 
attitude  is  a  mistake.  Patent  medicines  certainly  are  not 
ardently  desired  by  the  chemist,  but  they  do  exist  and 
people  buy  them,  and  it  is  wiser  to  admit  this  fact  than 
to  ignore  it. 

In  the  face  of  modern  stores  competition  it  is  hopeless 
to  expect  to  sell  patents  at  other  than  store  prices 
and  retain  any  sale  for  them  at  all.  Patents  at  face- 
value  are  out  of  the  question  now  for  the  man  who 
wants  to  do  business.  Nothing,  of  course,  will  make 
such  prices  pay.  Many  of  these  things  are  sold  at  dead 
cost,  with  absolutely  no  return  for  the  expense  of  stock- 
ing and  selling.  But  the  man  who  takes  a  broader  view 
of  things  will  make  up  his  mind  to  this  and  endeavour  to 
use  the  patents  as  a  means  of  bringing  other  business. 

Within  easy  distance  of  London,  where  Universal  Pro- 
viders Unlimited  deliver  by  motor  daily,  it  is  hopeless  to 
attempt  to  meet  their  competition  except  on  their  terms, 
and  only  by  convincing  the  dweller  in  Suburbia  that  he 
gains  nothing  by  igetting  his  Calvert's  Tooth-powder  in 
Tottenham  Court  Road  or  the  West  End,  can  you  hope 
to  induce  him  to  buy  other  things  from  you  which 
do  bear  a  margin  of  profit.  Near  "  The "  Suburban 
Pharmacy  "  are  several  of  the  multiple-shop  companies' 
stores,  and  customers  quote  rock-bottom  store  prices 
daily,  and  declare  that  it  pays  them  to  take  a  penny  'bus 
ride  and  get  their  patents  "  down  town."  It  is  an  "heroic 
thing  to  fling  away  threepence  profit  on  Eno's  Fruit  Salt 
and  sell  it  at  net  cost  price,  trusting  to  find  it  as  four- 
pence  halfpenny  after  many  days.  But  it  had  to  be  done, 
and  a  campaign  was  commenced  in  order  to  make  the  fact 
as  widely  known  as  possible  that  patent  medicines  were 
being  sold  at  store  prices.  Handbills  were  distributed 
throughout  the  neighbourhood,  several  house-to-house  de- 
liveries were  made  by  reliable  men,  every  parcel  and 
packet  which  left  the  shop  contained  a  bill,  and  no 
opportunity  was  lost  of  educating  the  suburbanites.  In 
addition  a  label  was  affixed  to  "every  patent  that  was 
sold,  bearing  the  words  "  Patent  Medicines  at  Store 
Prices,"  the  name  and  address,  and  a  blank  space  for 
the  insertion  of  the  price. 

The  net  result  of  all  this  is  that  the  account  with  the 
patent-medicine  house  is  now  two  and  a  half  times  what 
it  was  three  years  ago.  Taking  into  consideration  the 
large  proportion  of  P.A.T.A.  articles  and  the  small 
number  of  goods  which  are  actually  sold  at  cost,  this 
result  in  itself  is  satisfactory.  But  in  addition  to  this 
a  reputation  for  low  prices  has  been  established,  which 
is  worth  a  great  deal  more.

(There  are  indications  that  the  1914  "  Tariff  for  drugs, 
appliances,  and  dispensing  charges"  will  be  an  improve- 
ment on  the  present  one.) 

Proprietaries  in  London. 

Mr.  Lionel  Cooper,  manager  of  the  Chas.  H.  Phillips 
Chemical  Co.,  has  received  the  following  letter  from  the 
County  of  London  Insurance  Committee  : 

Dear  Sir, — With  reference  to  your  letter  of  16th  October, 
I  am  directed  to  inform  you  that  the  Committee  have 
agreed  to  accept  prescriptions  for  proprietary  drugs  or 
preparations,  other  than  foods,  that  are  not  known  as 
secret  remedies. — I  am,  dear  Sir,  yours  faithfully,

Similar  letters  have  been  sent  to  other  inquirers. 
We  may  add  that  we  learn  also  that  the  Committee  has 
recently  decided  to  follow  the  principles  laid  down  in 
the  Scottish  Commissioners'  Circular,  No.  389,  which  was 
published  in  the  C.d-  D.,  August  23,  index  folio  332.  There 
is  now  no  other  bar  to  the  payment  by  the  Committee  of 
those  items  in  accounts  which  were  suspended  in  consequence 
of  proprietary  preparations.  It  is  interesting  to  observe 
that  "The  Lancet"  (October  25,  p.  1200)  comments  upon 
the  insufficiency  of  the  Drug  Fund,  and  how  for  that 
reason  some  local  Insurance  Committees 
"  are  taking  steps  to  discourage  the  prescribing  of  pro- 
prietary medicines.  In  a  number  of  cases,  in  fact,  lists 
have  been  drawn  up  of  drugs  and  preparations  which 
chemists  may  not  charge  to  the  Insurance  Committees,  and 
which,  therefore,  panel  doctors  may  not  prescribe  for  insured 
patients.  In  other  cases  Insurance  Committees,  without 
having  given  warning  that'  certain  articles  should  not  be 
supplied,  have  disallowed  the  charges  for  such  drugs  when 
the  chemists  have  sent  in  their  bills.  Not  unnaturally, 
medical  practitioners  resent  this  action,  and  it  is  obviously 
unreasonable  on  the  part  of  the  Committees  to  refuse  to 
pay  chemists  for  bond  fide  medicines  which,  in  the  absence 
of  any  warning  to  the  contrary,  they  have  supplied  to  an 
Insurance  practitioner's  order.  The  kind  of  proprietary 
articles  referred  to  are  not,  of  course,  the  popular  class  ad- 
vertised to  the  public,  but  branded  products,  for  the  most 
part  of  known  composition,  which  are  claimed  to  be,  and 
often  are,  superior  in  one  way  or  another  to  preparations 
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of  a  similar  nature  but  non-proprietary.  Such  branded  pro- 
ducts are  regularly  prescribed  by  practitioners  in  private 
practice,  and  the  class  includes  some  of  the  most  valuable 
drugs  known  in  medicine;  on  the  other  hand,  the  class  com- 
prises many  preparations  which  are  not  materially  superior 
to  cheaper  compounds  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  or  other 
standard  formularies.  It  is,  howevei',  obviously  impossible 
for  Insurance  Committees  to  define  those  articles  which  are 
better  than  non-proprietary  drugs  and  those  which  are  not 
better,  and  in  the  circumstances  the  only  proper  course  for 
the  Committees  is  to  suggest  to  practitioners  that  before 
prescribing  proprietary  compounds  they  should  take  reason- 
able means  to  satisfy  themselves  that  they  are  superior  to 
similar  products  which  are  not  sold  under  branded  names." 
Our  contemporary  then  commends  the  Scottish  Commis- 
sioners' recommendations,  and  says  "it  is  very  desirable 
that  there  should  be  more  uniformity  in  the  policy  of 
English  Committees.  "- 

Medical  Benefit  Administration. 

With  special  reference  to  the  supply  of  medicines  and 
appliances.    See  also  Winter  Session. 

Aldershot.— Mr.  H.  L.  Allen  lias  been  elected  the 
chemists'  representative  on  the  district  Insurance  Committee. 

Coventry.— The  Committee  appointed  to  check  prescrip- 
tions and  chemists'  accounts  for  the  first  two  quarters  re- 
ported to  the  Insurance  Committee  on  October  27.  The 
report  stated  that  the  method  of  charging  and  pricing  on 
the  part  of  the  chemists  has  been  conducted  with  a  high 
degree  of  care  and  attention.  Discrepancies  of  101.  2s.  Id. 
and  51.  19s.  5d.  were  discovered  in  two  cases  in  the  first 
quarter,  due  to  hasty  pricing  and  to  incomplete  apprehen- 
sion of  the  methods  indicated  in  the  drug  tariff.  These 
did  not  recur.  The  Committee  noted  that  many  prepara- 
tions and  appliances  have  been  ordered  by  doctors  and  sup- 
plied by  chemists  which  should  not  be  supplied,  but  as 
there  is  some  ambiguity  in  the  tariff  they  recommended  that 
the  Committee  should  not  refuse  payment  where  the  error 
appears  to  have  been  bona  fide.  With  a  view  to  clearing 
up  doubts,  they  recommended  that  the  Medical  Benefiti 
Sub-Committee  should  authorise  the  circulation  to  doctors 
and  chemists  of  a  memorandum  setting  out,  inter  alia,  the 
following : 

1.  Showing  lists  of  appliances  which  are  not  in  the  drug  tariff, 
and.  which  should  not  hay©  been  supplied. 

2  Pointing  out  that  foods  and.  medicinal  wines  may  not  be 
supplied. 

3.  Informing  doctors  and  chemists  that  preparations-  packed 
under  proprietary  names  may  not  b©  prescribed,  or  supplied  where 
their  equivalent  ie  contained,  in  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex, 
aud  quoting  some  of  the  proprietary  preparations  which  have  been 
prescribed  by  doctors  and,  dispensed  by  chemists,  together  with 
their  B.P.O.  equivalent. 

The  Committee  also  recommended  that  one  20-ft.  cylinder 
of  oxygen  should  be  supplied  by  a  chemist  immediately 
upon  order,  the  prescription  being  afterwards  sent  to  the 
Committee  for  confirmation,  but  that  no  further  order  for 
oxygen  .in  respect  of  the  same  patient  should  be  supplied 
until  the  order  has  been  countersigned  on  behalf  of  the 
Committee.  The  Committee  considered  statements  made 
regarding  the  quality  and  quantity  of  certain  medicines 
dispensed  by  a  chemist  on  the  panel.  They  ascertained  from 
the  Commission  that  the  penalty  for  proved  act's  of  this 
kind  is  removal  of  the  chemist  from  the  panel,  and  recom- 
mended that  they  should  be  invested  with  the  authority  of 
the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  to  take  what  steps  appear 
necessary  to  procure,  test,  analyse,  or  in  any  way  scrutinise, 
at  what  shall  appear  to  them  reasonable  expense,  medicines 
dispensed  by  any  chemist  on  the  panel  where  doubt  exists 
as  to  the  proper  quality  or  manner  of  dispensing  medicines, 
subject  to  report  being  made  to  the  Sub-Committee.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

Denblg-nstaire.-At  a  meeting  of  the  West  Denbighshire 
Pharmacists'  Association,  held  at  the  Grosvenor  Hotel, 
Rhyl,  on  October  23,  the  report  of  the  Welsh  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee  was  considered,  and  after  discussion 
it  was  resolved  to  accept  the  tariff  as  presented,  including 
the  penny  clerical  fee  for  copying  "  Rep.  mist.'"  prescrip- 
tions on  to  the  green  and  pink  forms.  It  was  also  resolved 
that  on  no  consideration  whatever  would  Denbighshire 
chemists  accept  service  on  the  panel  if  some  arrangement 
such  as  this  cannot  be  come  to,  to  overcome  "  Rep.  mist." 
prescribing.  The  following  were  nominated  to  serve  on 
the  County  Pharmaceutical  Committee:  Messrs.  Parry 
(Llanrwst),  Adamson  (Colwyn  Bay).  Boardman  (Abergele). 
Lloyd  Jones  (Denbigh),  Roberts  (Ruthin),  and  Neill  (Colwyn 
Bay). — Chemists  in  the  county  who  sent  in  their  accounts 
for  the  quarter  ending  October  15  on  or  before  October  17 
received  90  per  cent,  of  their  claims  on  the  morning  of 
October  22.    The  doctors  received  their  chcaues  cn  Octo- 


ber 16.  Mr.  E.  D.  Jones,  M.P.S.  (Llangollen),  is  the  newly 
appointed  clerk  to  the  Committee,  and  from  all  accounts 
is  proving  himself  a  most  efficient  officer. 

Derbyshire.— At  a  meeting  of  the  County  Insurance  Com- 
mittee at  Derby  on  October  27,  a  letter  was  read  from  the 
Chesterfield  Pharmacists'  Association  protesting  against  the 
injustice  caused  to  them  by  the  Chesterfield  Medical  Aid 
Association  being  allowed  to  dispense  medicines  for  insured 
persons.    Their  objections  were  : 

1.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  distinctly  stated  that  the 
patients  would  be  better  served  if  prescriptions  were  written  by 
medical  men  and  dispensed  by  qualified  pharmacists.  That  is  not 
being  done  at  the  dispensary  of  the  Medical  Association,  whose 
dispenser  ie  not  a  qualified  man. 

2.  The  Medical  Association  does  not  come  under  the  regulations 
imposed  by  the  Stale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

3.  It  is  not  subjected  to  the  supervision  of  the  inspector  of 
weights  and  measures. 

4.  It  does  not  come  under  the  Stops  Act,  1912. 

5.  It  is  not  compelled  to  keep  a  full  stock  of  drugs',  appliances, 
etc.,  as  laid  down  by  the  regulations  applying  to  chemists  dis- 
pensing under  the  Insurance  Act,  so  that  the  doctors  can  only 
order  those  drugs,  etc.,  which  they  know  to  be  in  stock. 

This  state  of  affairs,  it  was  urged,  is  to  the  detriment  of 
insured  persons  and  is  a  great  injustice  to  pharmacists, 
who  are  under  all  the  obligations  of  the  Act,  but  they  see  so 
few  of  its  benefits  that  it  is  hardly  worth  their  while  to  con- 
tinue their  services.  Dr.  W.  Duncan,  in  the  course  of  some 
remarks,  said  that  practitioners  throughout  the  country 
had  recognised  from  the  first  that  it  would  secure  better 
treatment  if  contract  patients  could  have  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed independently  of  the  doctor  who  gave  them.  Mr. 
C.  W.  Ridyard  (Secretary  of  the  Derbyshire  Pharmaceutical 
Association)  assured  the  Committee  that  there  would  be 
considerable  trouble  in  the  Chesterfield  district  if  they  were 
not  very  careful.  The  chemists  had  a  distinct  grievance. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  conditions  which  chemists  have  to 
comply  with  under  the  Act'  involves  heavy  expenditure, 
and  the  accounts  of  the  Committee  showed  that  Chesterfield 
chemists  were  having  rather  a  bad  time.  They  are  affiliated 
to  the  Derbyshire  Association,  which  would  have  to  back 
them  up.  Mr.  E.  F.  Hind  (Secretary  of  the  Medical  Associa- 
tion) denied  that  the  dispensary  of  any  chemist  in  Chester- 
field is  better  equipped  to  dispense  medicine  than  that  of  his 
Association.  The  Association's  dispenser  is  fully  qualified, 
if  not  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  at  any  rate  by  ex- 
perience. He  suggested  that  the  letter  should  be  referred 
to  the  Association,  and  this  the  Committee  agreed  to. — 
Mr.  J.  A.  Cope  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Derbyshire  Phar- 
maceutical Association  held  at  the  Bell  Hotel,  Derby,  on 
October  22,  when  the  revised  tariff  was  unanimously  adopted 
by  the  meeting,  the  Secretary  (Mr.  C.  W.  Ridyard)  being 
requested  to  include  the  extra  concessions  already  in  force 
in  the  county.  The  Secretary  reported  that  chemists'  con- 
tracts will  come  up  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee,  and  it  was  resolved  to  ask  the  Committee 
to  defer  circulation  of  contract  forms  until  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  accepts  the  form.  The  following 
were  nominated  as  members  of  the  Statutory  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  for  each  of  the  twelve  districts 
into  which  it  was  agreed  to  divide  the  county : 
Mr.  Twelves,  for  Chesterfield  Borough  and  district;  Mr. 
Taylor,  for  Ilkeston  and  Heanor  district;  Mr.  McKinlay, 
for  Glossop,  Hayfield,  and  New  Mills ;  Mr.  Bowler,  for 
Belper  and  Matlock  districts;  Mr.  Shepherd,  for  Swadlin- 
cote and  Woodville  ;  Mr.  Ridyard,  for  Ripley  and  Alfreton  ; 
Mr.  Fletcher,  for  Staveley  and  Norton ;  Mr.  Osborne,  for 
Ashbourne  and  Sudbury ;  Mr.  Sutcliffe,  for  Buxton,  Bake- 
well,  and  Chapel ;  Mr.  Gelsthorpe,  for  Long  Eaton  and 
district ;  Mr.  Cope,  for  Derby  district ;  Mr.  Crossley,  for 
companies'  representative.  Mr.  Ridyard  was  elected  Secre- 
tary of  the  Committee.  Mr.  J.  H.  Mason  was  elected  to  a 
vacancy  in  the  South  Derbyshire  Division. 

Devonport.- Panel  chemists  met  on  October  21,  Mr.  A.  J. 
Ancliffe  presiding.  The  tariff  for  1914  was  submitted  and 
unanimously  adopted  without  alterations,  but  the  meeting 
felt  that  an  increased  dispensing-fee  should  be  obtained. 
The  Chairman  announced  that  the  following  had  been 
nominated  for  the  statutory  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Com- 
mittee: Messrs.  A.  J.  Ancliffe,  W.  Barrett,  F.  W.  Broom. 
H.  D.  Davey,  J.  E.  Knight,  J.  A.  Lamble,  W.  M.  Martin, 
and  S.  A.  Perkins — At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  October  28  a  letter  from  the  Three  Towns  Medical 
Institute  was  read  protesting  against  the  Medical  Benefit 
Sub-Committee's  report  in  regard  to  such  institutions  being 
required  not  to  make  a  profit  on  contracts  with  Insurance 
Committees  to  provide  medical  treatment  and  medicine. 
The  Commissioners  have  abandoned  action  in  the  matter, 
and  the  Sub-Committee  had  passed  a  resolution  of  protest, 
when  the  adoption  of  the  report  was  moved  and  under  dis- 
cussion. Dr.  McCulloch  remarked  that  the  Insurance  Com- 
mitteo  had  no  guarantee  that  insured  perrons  should  obtain 
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from  such  institutions  treatment  or  medicines  of  the  same 
quality  and  nature  as  from  the  doctors  on  the  panels.  There- 
upon Mr.  Trick  moved  an  amendment  that  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee's resolution  be  not  confirmed,  and  said  that  the  drugs 
supplied  by  the  medical  institution  to  its  members  are  the 
best  on  the  market.  They  have  a  certificated  chemist  of 
thirty  years'  experience,  who  has  been  for  fourteen  years 
with'the  institution,  and  they  guaranteed  that  when  a  mem- 
ber was  sick  he  had  the  assurance  that  the  best  possible  drug 
is  in  his  bottle.  Could  they  make  sure  that  when  an  insured 
person  presented  a  prescription  to  a  local  chemist  he  re- 
ceived what  was  on  the  paper?  (/'Yes.")  He  might  put 
tea-water  in  the  bottle.  (Cries  of  "Oh!")  He  did  not 
say  the  chemist  did  that,  but  Dr.  Wilson.  Dr.  McCul- 
loch,  and  others  strongly  protested,  and  Mr.  Trick  withdrew 
his  statement.  The  amendment  was  seconded,  and  after 
further  debate  it  was  adopted  by  eighteen  votes  to  thirteen. 

Devonshire  — Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  presided  at  a  meeting 
of  panel  chemists  of  the  county  held  at  Exeter  on  October  22, 
called  by  Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sidering the  new  tariff.  The  Chairman  explained  the  nature 
of  the  changes.  Mr.  T.  W.  Dunsford  (Torquay)  reported 
that  it  has  been  approved  by  his  local  Association.  It  was 
felt  that  the  local  Medical  Committee  should  be  asked  in 
Tegard  to  "Rep.  mist."  prescriptions  and  half-holiday  pre- 
scribing. Mr.  W.  J.  Shepherd  (Barnstaple)  having  re- 
ported that  five  panel  chemists  in  his  town  had.  without 
consulting  companies  on  the  panel,  decided  upon  some 
modifications  of  the  new  tariff,  the  Chairman  said  the  time 
has  come  when  individual  chemists  and  drug  companies 
should  act  together  in  these  matters,  as  they  are  on  an  equal 
footing  in  this  matter.  The  proper  course  is  to  invite  to 
meetings  representatives  of  every  business  on  the  panel. 
Mr.  Gadd  stated  that  Messrs.  Boots's  manager  at  Exeter  ha6 
been  authorised  to  sign  the  new  agreement  on  behalf  of  all 
their  branches  in  Devon.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Dunsford, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Hinton  Lake,  the  new  tariff  was  adopted, 
the  Chairman  stating  that  the  Devonshire  Insurance  Com- 
mittee would  make  no  exception  for  any  particular  locality. 
It  was  also  agreed  to  ask  for  an  extra  fee  for  dispensing 
urgent  prescriptions  between  8  p.m.  and  8  a.m.  on  week- 
days and  on  Sundays  and  Bank  holidays.  It  was  decided  to 
form  a  Devon  County  Pharmacists'  Association,  the  five 
divisional  Associations  to  become  affiliated  to  it.  Mr.  Row- 
sell  was  elected  President,  Mr.  J.  Hinton  Lake  Vice-Pre- 
sident, and  Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  Hon.  Secretary  and 
Treasure r.  Every  qualified  chemist  on  the  panel  for  Devon- 
shire will  be  entitled  to  membership  of  the  new  Association, 
and  every  firm  or  body  corporate  on  the  panel  will  be 
entitled  to  nominate  one  qualified  chemist  as  a  member. 

Durham.— The  County  Insurance  Committee  at  la6t 
week's  meeting  decided  to  recommend  the  appointment  of 
a  qualified  chemist  at  an  annual  salary  of  150/.  for  the 
purpose  of  checking  accounts.  Mr.  Leach  moved  and  Mr. 
Tebb  seconded  an  amendment  to  pay  200/.,  but  Dr.  Stuart 
intimated  that  150/.  was  to  begin  with,  and  this  was 
agreed  to. 

Baling.— Chemists  of  the  district  have  accepted  the  new 
tariff  (see  index  folio  677). 

Edinburgh.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
October  23  consideration  was  given  to  a  report  by  Mr. 
Claude  F.  Henry  as  to  the  result  of  checking  the  prices  of 
the  prescriptions  during  the  first  quarter.  Mr.  Henry  re- 
ported that  the  average  cost  of  each  form  was  a  little  over 
eightpence.  The  average  throughout  the  country  i6  seven- 
pence.  It  was  explained  that  frequently  two  or  more  pre- 
scriptions are  made  out  on  one  form,  and  that  if  the  actual 
number  of  prescriptions  were  ascertained  the  average  cost 
might  bo  found  to  work  out  at  considerably  less  than 
eightpence.  It  was  agreed  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  panel 
chemists  the  causes  of  error  in  pricing,  as  shown  in  the 
report,  in  order  that  these  may  be  avoided  in  future.  With 
regard  to  reduction  of  the  account,  Mr.  Henry  stated  that 
the  amounts  of  future  accounts  might  be  considerably  re- 
duced if  expensive  secret  and  other  proprietary  articles  were 
less  often  prescribed  and  official  preparations  ordered 
instead.  In  this  connection  reference  was  made  to  the 
Scottish  Insurance  Commissioners'  memorandum.  The 
Committee  resolved  to  issue  definite  instructions  to  doctors 
and  chemists  for  their  future  guidance  to  the  following 
effect : 

(1)  That,  expensive  proprietary  articles  shall  not  be  prescribed, 
but.  corresponding-  official  drugs  and  preparations  ordered  instead. 

(2)  That  the  rate  of  taking  the  medicines  be  more  particularly 
cheeked  by  prescribers — this  being  made  possible  by  dispensers 
putting  a  date  on  each  label. 

(3)  That  tariff  lis*-,  preparations  be  supplied  in  cases  where 
the  prescribe!-  does  not  indicate  which  he  desires  to  be  dispensed. 
This  particularly  applies  to  cod-liver  oil  emulsion  and  liniments. 
The  Committee  approved  of  a  list  of  proririetary  medicines 
and  their  chemical  equivalents,  and  a  list  of  proprietary 


preparations  and  of  official  preparations  of  similar  composi- 
tion, to  be  issued  for  the  use  of  panel  practitioners.  Mr. 
Henry  reported  that  a  largo  number  of  forms  had  written 
on  them  only  the  patient's  name,  address,  and  date,  and 
the  words  "Repeat  mixture"  or  "Repeat  pills,"  etc.  The 
Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  recommended  that  doctors 
be  notified  that  no  "repeat"  forms  could  be  allowed,  but 
that  the  full  prescription  must  be  written  out  at  each  time 
of  ordering.  This  point  gave  rise  to  some  discussion.  Dr. 
Robertson  and  Dr.  J.  M.  Bowie  expressed  disapproval,  but 
by  a  majority  the  Committee  approved  of  the  recommenda- 
tions. The  Committee  also  agreed,  in  view  of  the  distinct 
regulation  by  the  Insurance  Commissioners  that  no  ap- 
pliances can  be  supplied  which  do  not  appear  in  the  tariff 
list,  that  accounts  for  appliances  not  included  in  the  tariff 
list  should  be  disallowed. — The  Scottish  Commissioners  have 
been  discussing  the  advisability  of  fining  insured  persons 
who  refuse  to  take  the  medicine  prescribed,  and  penalties 
of  from  5.s.  to  1/.  were  suggested  last  week.— The  Pharma- 
ceutical Standing  Committee  (Scotland)  states  that  the 
Commissioners,  having  considered  the  proposed  Scottish 
scale  of  dispensing-fees,  intimate  their  inability,  on  financial 
grounds  and  in  the  absence  of  reliable  statistics,  to  adopt 
the  proposal  in  the  meantime.  A  mass  meeting  of  Scottish 
panel  chemists,  to  consider  the  situation,  is  to  be  held  at 
36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  October  31,  at  11  a.m.  Mr. 
James  Leishman,  Chairman  of  the  Scottish  Insurance  Com- 
mission, is  to  be  present.  No  communication  should  be 
made  to  any  Insurance  Committee  until  a  report  is  issued. 

Essex. —Mr.  J.  E.  Evans  presided  at  a  meeting  called 
by  the  West  Ham  Association  of  Pharmacists  at  Forest 
Gate  on  October  23,  when  the  revised  drug  tariff  was 
adopted,  subject  to  the  proviso  that  "  the  additions  suggested 
by  the  West  Ham  Medical  Committee,  as  in  the  present 
tariff,  be  added  upon  a  leaflet,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  doctors."  It  was  also  agreed,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
J.  H.  Matthews,  to  welcome  the  compilation  of  a  universal 
drug-tariff  by  the  Commissioners,  to  be  adopted  by  all  Insur- 
ance Committees.  A  discussion  on  the  quality  of  bandages 
followed,  but  nothing  very  definite  came  out  of  it. 

Greenock.— A  special  meeting  of  panel  chemists  was 
held  on  October  29,  when  Messrs.  Russell  and  Sinclair  were 
deputed  to  attend  the  ma6s  meeting  in  Edinburgh  on  Friday, 
October  31,  in  order  to  express  the  view  of  local  chemists 
that  the  time  has  come  when  affairs  respecting  fees  for  In- 
surance dispensing  must  be  put  on  a  permanent  and  satis- 
factory basis. 

Hampshire. —The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Hants  County  Pharmacists'  Association  refers  to  such 
matters  as  inspection  of  doctors'  dispensing-lists,  pricing 
of  prescriptions,  late  fees,  repeat  mixtures,  poison-bottles, 
etc.,  which  were  reported  in  the  C.  &  D.  at  the  time.  It 
is  stated  that  the  present  system  of  deposits  for  poison- 
bottles  is  working  so  smoothly  that  the  Insurance  Committtee 
have,  at  the  chemists'  request,  asked  for  permission  to  retain* 
it.  Of  the  chemists'  accounts,  90  per  cent,  has  been  paid, 
and  any  delay  in  this  respect  has  been  due  to  pharmacists 
not  sending  in  their  accounts  promptly.  The  new  prescrip- 
tion-book, in  regard  to  which  the  chemists  were  consulted, 
is  now  in  use.  This  gives  more  room  for  the  prescription, 
and  only  one  form  of  book  is  used  for  ordinary  and  special 
drugs,  while  it  contains  special  entries  for  Sanatorium  Benefit 
prescriptions  and  temporary  residents.  The  necessity  of 
accounting  separately  for  the  two  latter  classes  of  charges 
is  pointed  out.  The  number  of  insured  persons  in  the  county 
area  was  108,437  in  the  first  quarter  and  112,334  in  the  second 
quarter. 

Hartlepools.— A  meeting  of  the  Hartlepools  Pharmacists* 
Association  was  held  on  October  21,  Alderman  T.  Clark6on 
presiding.  Nine  other  members  and  Mr.  A.  Timmins  (Hon- 
Secretary)  were  present.  The  Secretary  gave  a  report  of 
the  alterations  and  additions  made  in  the  new,  tariff,  which 
was  accepted  as  a  basis  of  future  contracts  with  the  Insur- 
ance Committee.  The  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 
is  to  be  asked  to  give  careful  consideration  to  the  follow- 
ing suggestions  before  the  new  tariff  is  issued : 

That  Bellroth  cambric,  jaconet,  iodoform  gauze,  and  cotton-wool 
tissaie  be  added  to  list  of  appliances. 

Tha.t  the  minimum  price  for  dispensing  any  quantity  of  a 
scheduled  poison  should  be  Id.,  it  being  considered  that  the  respon- 
sibility attached  to  the  handling  of  such  preparations  as  lij. 
arsenicalid,  liq.  6trychninae,  etc.,  just flee  a  higher  charge  than  i-7. 

In  view  of  the  regulations  to  be  issued,  it  was  decided  to 
dissolve  the  present  Vigilance  Committee,  and  appoint  a 
Statutory  Pharmaceutical  Committee  as  follows:  Messrs. 
Leithead.  Robinson,  Barker.  Clarkson,  and  Gamlen,  with 
Mr.  A.  Timmins  Hon.  Secretary.  The  members  were  asked 
to  consider  the  federation  scheme  propounded  by  Mr. 
Bailey,  as  the  matter  would  be  discussed  next  meeting. — 
A  joint  meeting  of  the  Medical  Committee  and  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  was  held  in  the  offices  of  the  Insurance 
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Committee  on  October  23.  The  following  resolutions  were 
unanimously  agreed  to: 

(1)  That  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  be  requested  to  prepare 
a  list  of  trade-mark  proprietaries,  together  with  their  chemical 
synonyms;  also  a  list  of  B.P.C.  formula?  for  mixtures,  lotions,  etc. 

(2)  That  medical  practitioners  be  requested  to  avoid  as  far  as 
possible-  the  prescribing  of  patent  and  proprietary  medicines. 

Herefordshire.— Chemists  are  to  be  paid  90  per  cent,  of 
their  accounts  for  the  quarter  ending  October  14,  and  the 
balance,  amounting  to  55?.  5s.  O^d.,  on  their  accounts  for 
the  first  two  quarters. 

Hertfordshire.— Mr.  G.  S.  Durrant  (chemist,  Hertford) 
has  been  checking  the  chemists'  accounts  for  the  quarter 
ended  July  14  at  51.  5s.  per  quarter,  but  has  intimated  to 
the  County  Insurance  Committee  that  he  will  need  5s.  per 
thousand  prescriptions  in  future.  In  the  half-year  86,000 
prescriptions  approximately  were  checked,  which  would 
mean  21?.  The  clerk  favoured  Mr.  Durrant' s  request.  After 
some  discussion,  about  10  per  cent,  of  the  accounts  being 
retained  until  the  end  of  the  year,  and  in  spite  of  a  sug- 
gestion to  get  the  prescriptions  checked  in  London,  it  was 
agreed  to  retain  Mr.  Durrant'6  services. 

Isle  of  Ely.— The  local  Medical  Committee  has  resolved 
that  prescription-books  printed  in  different  colours  from  the 
ordinary  prescription-books  should  be  used  for  sanatorium 
drug  accounts. 

Kent.— The  Insurance  Committee  were  informed  on  Octo- 
ber 22  that  arrangements  had  been  made  for  opening  a 
chemist's  shop  at  Belvedere,  and  that  the  panel  doctors  would 
be  informed  of  the  date  of  the  opening  of  the  pharmacy. 
The  County  Association  of  Pharmacists  intimated  their 
intention  of  setting  up  a  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  With 
regard  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Kent  Medical  Committee 
that  doctors  on  the  panel  be  asked  to  pay  a  levy  per  insured 
person  (C.  &  D.,  October  4.  index  folio  533),  the  Committee 
deferred  its  decision  pending  a  conference  between  the 
parties  interested  and  members  of  the  Committee. 

Xiiverpool.— Mr.  H.  Humphreys  Jones  presided  at  a 
meeting  of  panel  chemists  at  the  Royal  Institution  on 
October  22.  The  meeting  was  specially  called  to  discuss  the 
new  tariff.  Several  gentlemen  complained  that  copies  of 
it  had  not  been  distributed  among  chemists  beforehand,  so 
that  they  could  have  examined  it  before  coming  to  a 
decision.  Mr.  G.  V.  C.  Last  gave  a  thorough  explanation  of 
the  changes  in  the  tariff.  Mr.  Henry  Peet,  J. P.,  M.A., 
moved  that  it  be  adopted  as  a  basis  for  negotiation  with 
the  Insurance  Committee.  Mr.  Moreton  Parry  seconded 
the  motion.  An  exhaustive  discussion  over  the  various  points 
followed,  and  the  motion  was  adopted.  The  question  of 
"  Rep.  mist."  was  considered  from  all  points  of  view,  and 
Mr.  Peet  moved  that  chemists  demand  its  complete  aboli- 
tion.   He  summarised  his  reasons  under  three  heads : 

I.  It  is  contrary  to  the  Act.  When  the  Bill  was  before  Parlia- 
ment a  great  point  was  made  by  the  Government  that  the  insured 
person  would  have  free  choice  of  doctor  and  also  free  choice  of 
chemist.  This  cannot  be  carried  out  under  the  "Rep.  mist." 
system. 

II.  It  is  monstrous  that  chemist's  should  be  expected  to  act  a6 
doctors'  clerks. 

III.  The  system  encourages  fraud  on  the  part  of  medical  men. 
The  motion  was  seconded,  and  Messrs.  Moreton  Parry,  Haw- 
ley,  Hirst,  Marshall,  and  Laycock  spoke  in  support  of  it. 
Mr.  Kennedy  moved  an  amendment  that  the  "  Rep.  mist." 
system  should  remain  as  it  is.  He  had  found  no  difficulty 
whatsoever,  and  none,  would  be  experienced  if  a  certain 
method  of  numbering  the  prescriptions  were  adopted.  Dur- 
ing two  hours  that  evening  he  had  dispensed  twenty-five  such 
prescriptions.  The  amendment  was  not  seconded,  and  the 
motion  was  carried.  General  dissatisfaction  was  expressed 
with  the  authorities  over  the  payment  of  accounts,  and  the 
meeting  unanimously  agreed  tha't  representation  be  made  in 
the  proper  quarter.  Mr.  H.  C.  Thompson,  who  was  unable 
to  be  present  on  account  of  ill-health,  wrote  in  regard  to 
price  problems,  hours,  etc.,  and  suggested  a  uniform  charge 
of  8d.  for  each  prescription.  Mr.  Lomax  proposed  a  very 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Messrs.  Bain,  Hirst,  Last,  and  Parry 
for  the  labour  they  had  expended  during  the  summer  month's 
in  connection  with  Insurance  matters.  This  was  agreed  to, 
and  Mr.  Last  replied. 

London  (North).- A  series  of  meetings  in  connection  with 
the  presentation  of  the  tariff  for  1914  was  held  from  Octo- 
ber 17  to  23  inclusive,  having  centres  at  Crouch  End,  the 
City.  Enfield,  Tottenham,  Harringay,  Islington,  and 
Finchley.  Suggestions  for  improvement  were  adopted  for 
submission  to  the  two  Pharmaceutical  Committees,  the  dele- 
gates being  requested  to  emphasise  the  need  of  meeting 
local  conditions. 

London  (W.E.).— A  meeting  of  the  North-East  Pharma- 
cists' Association  (of  London)  was  held  at  Hacknev  Baths 
on  October  23,  Mr.  C.  E.  Fox  in  the  chair.    There  was  a 


capital  attendance  of  members.  Mr.  G.  B.  Barnard,  the 
Vice-Chairman,  pointed  out  the  various  additions  and  altera- 
tions in  the  new  drug-tariff.  The  meeting  accepted  the  tariff 
unanimously.  The  question  of  "Rep.  mist."  came  up  for 
discussion,  and  was  referred  to  the  Insurance  Committee, 
decided  opinions  being  expressed  against  the  abuse  of  the 
practice. 

Middlesex.— Mr.  John  Humphrey  presided  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  County  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation at  72  Great  Russell  Street,  London,  on  October  27, 
when  the  revised  drug  tariff  was  adopted,  with  the  follow- 
ing alterations: 

Page  1. — Third  line,  after  "charged"  insert  "but  no  prescrip- 
tion of  whatever  nature  shall  be  charged  less  than  one  penny." 

Page  9.— Delete  "Pasta  Zinc  Co.";  "Pasta  Zinc  et  Gelatin." 

Page  9.— Pills.— Insert'  "5  grains"  after  the  following  Pills: 
Aloes  Barb.,  Aloes  et  Asafet.,  Aloes  et  Ferri,  Aloes  et  Myrrh, 
Aloes  Soc,  Ooloc.  Co.,  Ooloc.  et  Hyos.,  Galb.  Co.,  Hyd.  Sub- 
chlor.  Co.,  Ipecac,  cum  Soill.,  Podoph.  Co.,  Rhei  Co.,  Sapon.  Co., 
Scam.  Co.,  Soill.  Co.  Insert  "1,  3,  and  5  grains"  after  "  Pil. 
Hydrarg."  Insert  "3  and  5  grains"  after  "Pil.  Plumbi  cum 
Opto."     Delete  "  Pil.  Phosphori." 

Page  12.— Tabllts.— Delete  "  Tab.  Easton.,  Guaiacol  Carb.,  and 
Thyroid. 

Page  14.— Coptino  Prescriptions.— After  "supplied"  insert  "or 
where  the  formula  must  be  obtained  from  some  outside  source, 
the  prescription  not  being  complete  in  itself."  This  refers  to 
the  use  of  the  term  "  Rept.  Mist."  and  such  abbreviations  as 
"  Mist.  Alba.,"  unless  a  standard  formula  for  such  has  been 
adopted  for  the  County. 

Page  15.— Appliances.  Crepe  bandages.— After  "  extended " 
insert  "  Material  to  consist  of  50  per  cent,  wool." 

Page  16.— Lints.— After  "not  less  than  3,000  sq.  in."  insert 
"and  not  more  than  4,000  sq.  in."  Oiled  Silk.— After  "Id.  per 
24  sq.  in."  insert  "or  less."  Catheters  (Gum  Elastic) .—For 
"single  web"  substitute  "double  web." 

Page  17.— Aqua.— For  "should"   substitute  "must" 

Page  19.— Powders  included  in  List.— For  "doses"  substitute 
'  portions." 

It  was  agreed  to  mark  the  close  of  the  first  year's  work 
of  the  Association  with  a  dinner  in  December,  and  that 
Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  Chairman  of  the  Middlesex 
Insurance  Committee,  should  be  invited  to  be  present.  Local 
Associations  in  the  county  will  be  asked  to  co-operate. 

Wewcastle-on-Tyne.  -  Mr.  T.  M.  Clague  presided  at  a 
meeting  of  the  local  Chemists'  Panel  Society  on  October  20. 
The  chief  business  was  the  revised  tariff.  With  regard  to* 
the  dispensing  of  poisons,  the  meeting  expressed  disapproval 
of  the  halfpenny  charge,  and  the  Chairman  and  Secretary 
were  requested  to  urge  the  local  Insurance  Committee  to 
allow  a  minimum  of  Id.  for  dispensing  scheduled  poisons 
and  for  any  article  separately  supplied — e.g.,  boric  acid 
1  oz.    The  following  resolution  was  submitted  : 

"  That  the  Local  Medical  Committee  considers  that  no  doctor- 
should  prescribe  a  private  formula  of  anv  chemist  or  firm  of 
chemists  on  the  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Panel." 

Heated  discussion  arose  over  this,  and  eventually  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  passed  : 

"  That  this  Committee  is  of  opinion  that'  all  proprietaries  should 
be  avoided  wherever  possible,  and  concur  in  the  resolution  of  the 
Local  Medical  Committee  as  a  stage  in  that  direction." 
The  Chairman  and  Secretary  were  deputed  to  submit  the. 
new  tariff  to  the  local  Insurance  Committee. 

Saltord.- The  Insurance  Committee  has  referred  the  re- 
vised tariff  to  the  Medical  Advisory  Sub-Committee  for 
consideration  and  report. 

Shropshire.— Chemists  are  to  be  paid  90  per  cent,  of  their 
accounts. 

Somerset.— A  meeting  of  the  Somerset  Pharmacists' 
Association  was  held  at  Bridgwater  on  October  23,  Mr. 
Charles  Clutterbuck  presiding.  The  new  tariff  was  approved,, 
and  it  was  agreed  that  Id.  should  be  the  minimum  charge 
for  dressings  and  for  any  prescription.  The  President  pro- 
mised to  draft  a  comprehensive  list  of  preparations  sug- 
gested to  be  excluded  from  the  list  of  articles  prescribed 
for  the  insured,  the  same  to  include  all  medicines  liable  to 
stamp-duty.  It  was  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Cooper  that  Fair- 
child's  peptonising-powders  are  allowed  to  be  prescribed  in 
this  county.  Complaints  were  made  of  (1)  practitioners  re- 
commending certain  chemists,  and  (2)  writing  "  Rep.  mist.,"' 
etc.  Such  a  practice  being  irregular,  in  view  of  the  agree- 
ment arrived  at  with  the  Medical  Committee,  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  protest.  Messrs.  John  Cooper  (Wells), 
Green  (Frome),  Boyd  (Taunton).  Deacon  (Bridgwater). 
Newton  (South  Somerset),  Hoyles  (West  Somerset),  and 
Latty  (North  Somerset)  were  nominated  as  Divisional  Secre- 
taries for  the  places  mentioned.  Arrangements  were  made 
for  the  election  of  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  and 
several  gentlemen  were  elected  members  of  the  Association. 

Southampton.— Mr.  W.  Bates  presided  at  a  meeting  of 
chemists  last  wee'k,    at  which  Mr.  Ferryman   opened  a

discussion  on  the  new  tariff,  and  with  a  few  reservations  it 
was  adopted  unanimously.  Several  inaccuracies  were 
pointed  out  in  the  correcting  of  the  scripts,  but  as  they 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  at  the 
end  of  the  year  it  was  considered  advisable  to  leave  the 
points  in  dispute  until  then. 

Surrey.— The  local  Medical  Committee  has  agreed  to  an 
alteration  of  the  drug  tariff  whereby  farthings  or  larger 
fractions  of  a  halfpenny  should  be  reckoned  as  halfpennies. 

Truro.  —A  meeting  of  the  Cornish  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion was  held  on  October  20  at  Truro  Mr.  Cannon  occupied 
the  chair;  the  attendance  was  small.  Messrs.  Keen  (Pen- 
zance) and  Barlow  (St.  Columb)  were  elected  members.  The 
first  item  was  the  consideration  of  the  new  tariff,  and  it 
was  accepted,  with  the  exception  that  in  place  of  the  Id. 
copying-fee  the  clause  "  All  prescriptions  to  bo  presented 
in  duplicate"  was  inserted.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
add  that  when  "  Rep.  mist."  is  written  the  prescription 
must  give  the  date  of  the  particular  medicine  required.  In 
regard  to  the  prescribing  of  proprietary  articles,  it  wa6 
decided  to  write  to  the  Insurance  Committee  asking  that 
steps  be  taken  to  deal  with  the  matter  on  the  lines  of  the 
Devon  Insurance  Committee. 

Wick.— The  local  Insurance  Committee  "have,  after  con- 
sultation with  the  Medical  Committee,  submitted  to  the 
Insurance  Commissioners  the  following  statement  of  altera- 
tions on  the  tariff  for  1914  that  they  desire: 

The  minimum  charge  for  an  ingredient  in  a  prescription  should 
be  raised  from  id.  to  Id. 

A  fee  of  2d.  should  be  allowed  for  prescriptions  for  which  there 
is  at  present  no  dispensing-fee,  and  containers  paid  for. 

A  night  fee  of  bd.  should  be  allowed  for  prescriptions  dispensed 
between  the  hours  of  9  p.m.  and  8  a.m. 

Dispensing-fee  to  be  raised  from  2d.  to  id. 

Postage  paid  where  patient  resides  in  rural  districts  long 
distances  from  doctor  or  chemist.  A  grant  should  be  given  for 
this  purpose. 

Wrexham.— Mr.  C.  G.  Caldecott  presided  at  a  meeting  of 
the  district  Chemists'  Association  held  at  Wrexham  on 
October  28,  when  the  new  tariff  was  unanimously  adopted 
Messrs.  Rowland,  J.  E.  Jones,  Caldecott,  Evans,  and  J.  B. 
Francis  were  nominated  for  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Insur- 
ance Committee.  It  was  decided  to  heartily  support  the 
Chester  Chemists'  Association  in  regard  to  the  meeting  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  Chester  next  year. 
Notes. 

The  Chemists  of  Croydon  are  fortunate  in  regard  to  pay- 
ment of  Insurance  accounts.  They  render  these  on  the 
14th  of  the  month,  and  within  a  week  receive  a  cheque  for 
the  full  amount  of  the  account  rendered  for  the  previous 
month. 

The  Commissioners  (England)  have  issued  as  a  handbill 
(Form  99  I.C.)  a  notice  to  insured  persons  as  to  choice 
of  doctor.  It  contains  a  significant  note — viz.,  "These 
instructions  do  not  at  present  apply  to  insured  persons  in 
Manchester  and  Salford." 

Tuberculosis  Medicines  in  Wales. — We  have  had  an 
opportunity  of  seeing  an  official  reply  to  the  questions  raised 
by  "  Maskee  "  regarding  the  payment  by  the  King  Ed- 
ward VII.  Memorial  Fund  of  medicines  used  in  domiciliary 
treatment  of  tuberculosis  and  the  supply  of  tuberculosis 
medicines  beyond  the  mile-limit  by  panel  doctors  (C.  <£•  D., 
October  11,  index  folio  582).  The  answers  follow  exactly 
the  same  lines  as  our  replies.  In  fact,  the  recommendation 
of  the  Denbigh  Insurance  Committee  (C.  &  D..  October  25, 
index  folio  640)  is  the  direct  outcome  of  "  Maskee's  "  ques- 
tions transmitted  by  us  through  official  channels. 

Quite  a  number  of  newspapers  in  London  and  the  pro- 
vinces for  October  27  advertised  to  insured  persons  the  pos- 
sibilities of  using  malt  and  oil  as  a  substitute  for  butter  in 
a  paragraph  as  follows : 

It  is  stated  by  panel  chemists  that  in  some  districts  panel 
doctors  are  prescribing  on  such  a  generous  scale  that  long  before 
the  end  of  the  year  the  sum  allotted  for  paying  the  drug  bills 
•will  be  exceeded.  In  one  case  a  doctor  ordered  on  a.  single 
prescription  medicine  to  the  value  of  several  pounds,  and  in  more 
than  one  London  district  it  is  stated,  on  the  authority  of  chemists, 
that  extract  of  malt  is  being  ordered  in  such'large  quantities  that 
the  families  of  insured  patients  are  using  it  instead  of  butter 
to  spread  on  bread.  Other  cases  are  reported  in  which  doctors 
order  lint  by  the  pound  when  an  ounce  or  two  would  suffice.  These 
instances  of  extravagance  are  exceptional,  for  the  cost  of  the 
average  prescription  works  out  at  about  Id. 
"The  Times"  add6:  "Tire  question,  however,  arises  as  to 
how  the  chemists  are  to  be  paid  in  full  in  those  districts 
where  the  funds  run  short."  The  "Westminster  Gazette," 
in  its  ignorance,  heads  the  paragraph  "  Fortunate  Chemists." 
The  "Pall  Mall  Gazette  "  states :  "  The  irresponsibility  with 
which  the  panel  doctor  '  indents '  upon  the  panel  chemist  is 
just  what  might  be  expected  when  a  profession  has  been 
bustled  and  bullied  into  an  organisation  to  which  its  best 
instincts  are  averse."

Pharmaceutical  Society  Meeting. 

A  Meeting  convened  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's 
Organisation  Committee,  being  the  first  of  the  present 
session,  was  held  at  the  Grosvenor  Hotel,  Chester,  on  Octo- 
ber 22,  Mr.  E  T.  Neathercoat  presiding.  He  was  sup- 
ported by  Messrs.  W.  Gowen  Cross  and  L.  Moreton  Parry 
(members  of  Council)  and  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock  (Secretary 
and  Registrar).  Chemists  were  present  from  Bebington, 
Birkenhead,  Caergwrll,  Cefn,  Chester,  Colwyn  and  Colwyn 
Bay,  Conway,  Crewe,  Frodsham,  Hanley,  Holywell,  Hyde, 
Liverpool,  Llandudno,  New  Ferry,  Neston,  Northwich, 
Oakengates,  Prenton,  Rhos,  Rhyl,  Rock  Ferry,  Runcorn, 
Ruthin,  Stalybridge,  Seacombe,  Shrewsbury,  Wellington, 
Wilmslow,  Winsford,  and  Wrexham.  The  Chairman  dealt 
with  the  pharmaceutical  aspects  of  the  National  Insurance 
Act,  1913,  and  touched  upon  the  necessity  for  grouping  local 
bodies  of  pharmacists  on  a  county  basis.  Mr.  Cross  and 
Mr.  Moreton  Parry  also  spoke.  Mr.  James  Mavor  (Crewe) 
criticised  at  some  length  the  conduct  of  the  pharmaceutical 
service.  Messrs.  Deakin  (Northwich),  Edmund  Jones 
(Hanley),  Simpson  (Stalybridge),  Rowland  (Wrexham), 
Shepheard  (Chester),  and  others  expressed  the  views  held  in 
their  respective  centres,  and,  Mr.  Woolcock  having  replied, 
Mr.  Edmund  Jones  moved,  Mr.  Deakin  seconded,  and  the 
meeting  approved  a  motion  protesting  against  any  move- 
ment which  may  tend  to  disintegrate  or  weaken  the  powers 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  endorsing  its  policy. 

Barnsley.— The  annual  meeting  of  the  local  Chemists' 
Association  was  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Barnsley,  on  Octo- 
ber 23.  Tho  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  were 
adopted.  A  balance  of  bl.  9s.  8d.  remained  in  hand.  The 
following  officers  were  elected  :  President,  Mr.  W.  Picker- 
ing; Vice-Presidents,  Mr.  J.  W.  Moorhouse  and  Mr.  M.  D.

Committee,  Messrs.  J.  P.  Ferrier,  John  Doig,  L.  P.  Michie, 
and  C.  Young  for  Dundee ;  Mr.  G.  F.  Johnstone  for  Broughty 
Ferry  ;  Mr.  F.  W.  Bennett  for  Arbroath ;  Mr.  McGlashan  for 
Alyth ;  and  Mr.  T.  Harley  for  Perth.  Representatives  for 
other  districts  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  committee.  Mr. 
J.  H.  Thomson  was  also  asked  to  accept  the  office  of  Hon. 
President,  so  that  he  can  be  kept  fully  informed  of  all  local 
movements  and  be  a  link  between  the  Association  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee.  Mr.  J.  R.  Milne  and 
Mr.  Whyte  were  elected  Auditors.  Mr.  Stephen  then  gave 
an  outline  of  the  work  recently  done  in  committee,  and 
mentioned  an  incident  as  a  warning  to  members  against 
quoting  prices  for  goods  to  be  supplied  under  the  National 
Insurance  Act.  Mr.  J.  H.  Thomson  akso  gave  a  statement 
of  the  various  points  being  considered  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
notify  the  local  Insurance  Committees  that  the  chemists  on 
the  panel  refrain  from  withdrawing  from  service,  only  in 
view  of  satisfactory  results  being  obtained  from  negotiations 
with  the  Commissioners  on  the  revised  tariff  and  scale  of 
charges.

Thomson  was  asked  to  bring  this  before  the  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee.  A  question  was  raised  as  to  the 
supply  of  Virol  and  Sanitaa  by  the  makers  direct  to  local 
institutions  at  prices  below  what  the  chemists  in  these 
localities  can  obtain  them.

Isle  of  Thanet.  — At  a  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion on  October  22  Mr.  Laybourne  was  re-elected  President. 
and  Mr.  W.  Dennis,  16  Cecil  Square,  Margate,  was  elected 
Secretary.  The  Kent  Insurance  Committee  approved  of  the 
grant  of  a  night-fee  equal  to  double  the  usual  dispensing-fee, 
but  not  to  exceed  bd.,  for  prescriptions  dispensed  between 
10  p.m.  and  7  a.m.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr. 
French,  the  Kent  County  Pharmacists'  Association  Secre- 
tary, for  his  valuable  services  on  behalf  of  the  craft.  Mr. 
Arrowsmith  was  nominated  for  election  as  Divisional  Secre- 
tary. 

liverpool.  —  A  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation was  held  at  the  Royal  Institution.  Colquitt  Street, 
on  October  22,  the  President  (Mr.  H.  Humphreys  Jones, 
F.C.S.)  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  good  attendance.  In 
the  absence  of  Mr.  John  H.  Robinson  on  holiday,  the  secre 
tarial  duties  were  undertaken  by  Mr.  G.  R.  Tharratt.  A 
vote  of  condolence  was  passed  to  Mr.  F.  J.  Mackinlay  on 
the  death  of  his  wife.  Messrs.  Hayes  and  McKintv  were 
elected  members.  Mr.  H.  Humphrevs  Jones  was  then  re- 
elected,  and   in  acknowledging  the  honour    paid   him  the 
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President  said  that  although  the  Association  is  in  its  sixty- 
fifth  year,  it  possesses  as  much  vitality  as  any  of  the  younger 
Associations  which  have  come  into  existence  during  the 
last  few  years.  Dr.  C.  Symes  called  attention  to  the 
breakage  of  parcels  in  the  post.  Up  to  quite  recently  it 
was  an  exceedingly  rare  occurrence  for  a  parcel  to  be 
damaged,  whereas  now  it  is  common.  It  was  agreed  to 
send  a  letter  from  the  Association  to  the  Postmaster-General 
calling  his  attention  to  that  state  of  affairs. 

Iiondon.—  Mr.  Crossley-Holland  presided  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  held  at  the  Bonning- 
ton  Hotel,  Southampton  Row,  W.C.,  on  October  23,  when 
Mr.  T.  Maben  discoursed  on  the 

Pharmaceutical  Preliminary  Examination. 
He  gave  a  brief  survey  of  the  conditions  of  to-day  in  respect 
to    anyone  entering  pharmacy,   and  said  that  the  6mall 
salaries,  long  hours,  and  poor  prospects  deter  middle-class 
youths,  while  others  are  deterred  by  the  educational  re- 
quirements.   He  thought  that  Insurance  dispensing  and  an 
improvement  in  the  general  outlook  of  pharmacy  will  in- 
duce more  men  to  enter  its  ranks.    Facts  are  required,  not 
theories  or  prophecies,  and  he  looked  to  the  Register  as  the 
basis  of  facts.    He  considered  that  the  Register  is  unsatis- 
factory, as  no  provision  is  made  for  striking  men  off  who 
had  passed  out  of  pharmacy  and  gone  into  other  professions, 
especially  the  medical.    On  a  rough  computation,  at  least 
500  names  should  be  taken  off  the  Register,  and  he  sug- 
gested a  subsidiary  register  to  which  such  names  should  be 
transferred.    Mr.  Maben  next  discussed  some  statistics  re- 
lating to  the  average   additions  to  and  deductions  from 
the  Register.      In  a  healthy  organisation  natural  loss  is 
counterbalanced  by  natural  increase ;  increased  population 
demands  increased   service.    During   the  last  twenty-four 
years  the  population  has  increased  approximately  1  per 
cent,  per  annum ;   the  Register  increased  0.7  per  cent,  per 
annum.    Dividing  the  twenty-four  years  into  two  periods, 
in  the  years  1888-1900  the  population  increased  just  under 
1  per  cent.,  while  the  Register  increased  1.15  per  cent.  ;  in 
the  twelve  years  since  1900  the  population  has  increased 
rather  over  1  per  cent.,  while  the  Register  increased  only 
0.24  per  cent.    The  total  increase  during  the  last  period 
was  only  467;  to  keep  pace  with  the  population  2,154  should 
have  been  added,  so  that  the  normal  shortage  is  not  less 
than  1,687.    He  considered  these  facts  proved  that  the  fall 
in  numbers   is  traceable  to  the  year  1900,  and  gave  his 
opinion  on  the  causes  of  the  slump  as :  (a)  Abolition  of  the 
Preliminary  examination  ;  (b)  the  coincident  adoption  of  a 
higher  standard ;    (c)   registration-fee.    Many  who  would 
have  been  capable  of  passing   the  old  examination  were 
faced  with  the  necessity  of  training  for  a  higher  examina- 
tion, for  which  they  had  to  pay  fees  for  tuition,  for  examina- 
tion, and,  lastly,  two  guineas  for  registration.    Mr.  Maben 
considered  that  the  registration  charge  is  an  imposition 
which  is  unwarranted,  and  pointed  out  that  no  such  fee  is 
charged  by  other   societies,  the  General    Medical  Council 
registering  students  for  nothing.    His  answer  to  the  ques- 
tion, Is  a  Pharmaceutical  Preliminary  examination  wanted  ? 
was  ''Yes."    By  giving  up  control  of  the  Preliminary,  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  cut  themselves 
off  from  the  possibility  of  making  any  modifications  of  the 
standard.    He  thought  that  it  is  now  recognised  that  some 
great  modification  is  necessary,  and  he  put  the  following 
proposals  before  the  meeting :  (1)  Institution  of  a  Pharma- 
ceutical Preliminary;   (2)  abolition  of  Latin  as  a  compul- 
sory Preliminary  subject;  (3)  students  possessing  the  neces- 
sary certificates  to  be  registered  free  of  charge ;  (4)  a  much 
freer  use  of  public-school  certificates.    A  discussion  followed, 
in  which  the   Chairman  and  Messrs.  Roberts,  McMillan, 
Gosling,  Thompson,  and  others  took  part.'  Mr.  Maben  was 
cordially  thanked  for  his  address. — A  meeting  of  the  Public 
Pharmacists'  and  Dispensers'  Association  was  held  at  St. 
Bride  Institute,  London.  E.C.,  on  October  29,  with  Mr.  R.  W. 
Lindsey  in  the  chair.    There  was  a  good  attendance,  which 
included  quite  a  number  of  ladies.    The  subject  for  the 
evening  was  a  lecture  by  Dr.  T.   S.  Higgins,  D.P.H.,  on 
House  Flics  and  Disease.    This,  proved  to  be  of  great  interest, 
the  photo-micrographs  projected  on  the  screen  admirably 
driving  home  the  lecturer's  remarks  on  the  filthy  habit's 
of  flies,  and  the  facility  they  possess  for  spreading  diseases 
associated  with  excrement.    In  dealing  with  the  matter  of 
abating  the  flv-plague,  the  removal  of  refuse  at  least  once 
a  week  was  the  best,  as  it  destroyed  their  breeding-places. 
The  lecturer  described  the  use  of  fly-papers  and  fly-traps 
as  futile.    At  the  close  of  the  lecture  Dr.  Higgins  answered 
several  questions. 

London  fS.EA-A  meeting  of  the  South-East  London 
Pharmacists  Association  was  held  on  October  23,  the  Pre- 
sident (Mr.  J.  Y.  Fairweather)  in  the  chair.  There  was  a 
good  muster  of  members.  The  new  tariff  was  considered, 
and  after  6ome  discussion  it  was  approved,  and  is  to  be 


submitted  to  the  Insurance  Committee  with  a  covering  letter 
from  the  Secretary.  Mr.  A.  J.  Wing  (Woolwich)  then  read 
a  paper  on  The  Future  of  Apprenticeship  in  Pharmacy. 
Twenty  years  ago,  he  said,  pharmacists  generally  considered 
it  a  duty  to  take  an  apprentice.  To-day,  not  only  is  supply 
very  small,  but  few  pharmacists  will  undertake  the  training 
of  apprentices,  especially  as  premiums  are  now  the  excep- 
tion. The  chief  barriers  which  make  the  business  unattrac- 
tive to  the  right  kind  of  youth  are :  (1)  The  long  hours  of 
business ;  (2)  the  present  educational  standard  required  for 
the  Preliminary  examination;  (3)  parents  are  not  satisfied 
with  the  alleged  social  and  monetary  conditions  which 
obtain  behind  a  chemist's  counter;  (4)  the  10Z.  10s.  ex- 
amination-fee frightens  many.  The  remedies  suggested 
were  :  (1)  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  revert  to  its  former 
Preliminary  examination;  (2)  an  assistant's  test  after  four 
years;  (3)  definite  hours  of  business,  study,  and  recreation; 
(4)  pharmacists  to  remove  doubts  and  speak  well  of  the 
craft  to  their  clients.  A  discussion  took  place,  and  the 
members  of  the  Association  resolved  to  endeavour  to  attract 
apprentices. 

north  London.  A  meeting  of  the  North  London  Phar- 
macists' Association  was  held  on  October  23  in  the  dis- 
pensary of  the  Great'  Northern  Central  Hospital,  the  sub- 
ject being  Methods  of  Sterilisation,  by  Mr.  Herbert 
Skinner.  To  a  very  large  audience  the  lecturer  explained 
the  effects  of  boiling  and  steam,  and  the  advantage  of  the 
latter  in  keeping  fluids  constant.  Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  & 
Sons  had  lent  several  non-pressure  sterilisers  for  instru- 
ments and  dressings,  which  were  described  in  detail.  In 
addition  the  firm  also  supplied  a  Schimmelbusch  with  drums, 
to  show  how  dressings  are  sterilised  under  pressure  and 
turned  out  dry.  An  ingenious  method  of  sterilising  rubber 
gloves  and  swabs  in  steam  protected  from  occluding 
moisture  by  means  of  tinfoil  was  shown,  with  the  method 
for  flasks,  tubes,  bottles,  and  ampoules.  Mr.  Skinner 
pointed  out  the  advantage  derived  from  abandoning  sodium 
carbonate  in  the  water  and  substituting  borax,  especially 
for  boiling  steel  instruments ;  by  this  means  they  are  kept 
clean  and  bright  without'  any  dulling  of  the  edges  of  knives, 
needles,  and  scissors.  Incidentally,  he  mentioned  that  a 
small  percentage  of  borax  in  1  in  20  carbolic-acid  solution 
would  not  only  keep  instruments  sterile,  but  also  prevent 
rust.  A  method  of  producing  formaldehyde  vapour  for 
sterilising  gum-elastic  catheters  and  bougies  by  burning 
wood-spirit  was  demonstrated,  its  efficacy  being  decidedly 
increased  by  the  presence  of  thymol  in  the  fluid.  After  the 
lecture  the  audience  were  invited  to  inspect  and  handle  the 
various  apparatus  in  actual  working  order.  Messrs.  Arnold 
&  Sons  had  fitted  up  one  of  their  high-pressure  Bruce 
Clarke  sterilisers,  which,  with  their  patent  kettle  for  the 
preservation  of  the  dressings  in  a  sterile  condition  for  any 
length  of  time,  was  carefully  explained.  The  members  were 
then  taken  to  the  large  hospital  steriliser  and  shown  the 
working  of  the  apparatus,  and  afterwards  to  the  hot-air, 
the  autoclave,  and  the  usual  dispensary  appliances.  Mr. 
Noble  was  in  the  chair,  and  votes  of  thanks  concluded  a  very 
successful  meeting. 

Worth  Staffs.— The  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Staffs 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  at  the  Roebuck  Hotel.  Stoke, 
on  October  23,  the  retiring  President  (Mr.  T.  C.  Cornwell) 
being  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  twenty-six  mem- 
bers and  Mr.  T.  Bentley  (Hon.  Secretary).  The  President 
gave  a  brief  address,  reviewing  the  past  year,  and  dealing 
more  particularly  with  the  Shops  Act,  the  Inquiry  on  Pro- 
prietary Articles,  and  the  Government  Committee  investi- 
gating the  question  of  Insurance  dispensing.  The  Secre- 
tary's report  showed  an  increase  in  membership  of  twenty- 
seven,  and  the  Treasurer  reported  a  balance  in  hand  of 
10£.  19.S.  4d.  It  was  agreed  to  send  3?.  Zs.  to  the  Benevolent

Mr.  W.  Huntrods  presided  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Nottingham  Branch  of  the  Incorporated  Society  of 
Pharmacy  and  Drug-store  Proprietors  of  Great  Britain, 
Ltd.,  held  on  October  22.  The  principal  business  was  in 
regard  to  membership  in  Derbyshire  and  Leicestershire,  and 
the  meeting  adopted  a  scheme  for  bringing  these  and  other 
neighbouring-  districts  into  close  touch  with  this  Branch. 
Mr.  A.  D.  Hutchinson  (President  of  the  local  Branch)  ex- 
plained to  the  meeting  how  fully  Mr.  Huntrods  had  been 
occupied  with  Insurance  matters. 

Opticians' Federation.— A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  tVe 
National  Federation  of  Ophthalmic  Opticians  was  held  in 
the  Hotel  Metropole,  Leeds,  on  October  21,  Mr.  R.  Chalmers 
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(President,  Sunderland)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  R.  E.  Hep- 
pell  (Teesside)  said  he  had  obtained  the  consent  of  thirty 
opticians  throughout  the  country  to  act  as  local  secretaries.

Kerrison;  Council,  Messrs.  R.  H.  Bell,  E.  R.  Cherrett,  W. 
Forster,  W.  McLaren,  W.  Hudson,  R.  Thursfield..  and  J. 
Mitchinson.  The  date  of  the  annual  dinner  was  fixed  for 
November  19.  After  the  general  business,  the  new  tariff 
was  discussed,  and,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three 
items,  agreed  to. 

Wolverhampton. —A  meeting  of  the  Wolverhampton 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  at  the  Star  and  Garter 
Hotel  on  October  21.  Mr.  H.  Fellows  was  in  the  chair, 
and  there  were  also  present  twenty  members  and  Mr.  J.  H. 
Coleman  (Hon.  Secretary).  The  Secretary  produced  the  new 
tariff,  and  gave  particulars  of  the  additions  and  alterations 
which  have  been  made.  Several  questions  were  answered 
by  Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson,  and  it  was  resolved  to  adopt  the  new 
tariff,  with  two  slight  alterations.  Messrs.  F.  J.  Gibson, 
Hall,  Henderson  (Martvns,  Ltd  ),  Phillips,  Schofield  (Boots, 
Ltd.),  M.  R.  Warner.  F.  A.  Willcock,  and  J.  H.  Coleman 
were  elected  as  the  Insurance  Committee.  A  programme 
was  arranged  for  the  session,  the  annual  whist-drive  being 
fixed  for  November  20. 

York.— A  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Association  was  held  in 
the  Old  George  on  October  27,  Mr.  J.  R.  Parker  (President) 
in  the  chair.  The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  had 
further  communication  with  Dr.  Craig,  the  Hon.  Secretary 
to  the  local  Medical  Association,  regarding  the  proposed  local 
Insurance  Formulary,  but  had  not  yet  received  any  informa- 
tion as  to  what  transpired  at  the'  meeting  of  the  Medical 
Association.  The  President  said  he  was  sorry,  but  from 
information  received  he  was  of  opinion  that  several  panel 
})harmacists  were  exhibiting  notices  regarding  the  dispensing 
of  National  Health  Insurance  prescriDtions  on  early-c'osing 
days,  and  he  thought  it  was  likely  to  jeopardise  the  half-day 
holiday,  which  many  of  the  chemists  fully  appreciated  ;  he 
contended  that  the  exhibiting  of  the  said  notice  is  merely 
another  way  of  informing  the  public  that  they  can  procure 
anything  in  the  way  of  medicine  they  want,  and  he  thought 
it  would  be  a  great  nity  if  the  half-holiday  had  to  be  sacri- 
ficed through  the  unloyal  action  of  a  very  few.  He  invited 
the  opinion  of  those  present  on  the  subject.  After  dis- 
cussion, it  was  agreed,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  F.  A.  Newev, 
that  the  Secretary  should  write  to  those  who  exhibit  the 
notice,  informing  them  that  as  the  result'  of  the  ruling  of 
the_  solicitor  to  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association  such 
notice_  is  quite  unnecessary  for  the  purpose  of  dispensing 
prescriptions  or  supplying  other  necessaries  in  cases  of  exist- 
ing illness;  that  it  is  very  undesirable,  in  view  of  the  closing 
order  in  force,  for  chemists,  and  appealing  to  them  to  with- 
draw the  notice.  Mr.  F.  C.  Hey  proposed  that  the  revised 
drug  tariff  be  accepted,  with  the  addition,  if  possible,  of  an 
extra  dispensing-fee  of  3rZ.  for  all  medicines  dispensed  after 
1  P.M.  on  Wednesdays  after  ordinary  business  hours,  also 
Sundays  and  Bank  holidays. 


An  Etblcal  Rule.- The  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  the  State 
of  Iowa  has  recently  promulgated  the  following  rule: 

Any  registered  pharmacist  who  shaJl  be  addicted  to  the  habitual 
use  of  narcotic  drugs  or  intoxicating-  liquors,  and  ehall  be  found 
under  the  influence  of  such  drug's  or  in  an  intoxicated  condition 
in  his  place  of  business,  may  have  his  certificate  suspended  on 
proof  of  guilt  being  furnished  the  commission.

Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  ouyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

BLTSINESS  in  the  chemical  and  drug  markets  continues 
restricted,  with  few  features  or  outstanding  events  in 
price-movements  to  record.  The  bulk  of  changes  have 
been  in  buyers'  favour,  including  a  decline  in  balsam 
tolu,  castor  and  clove  oils.  Quillaia  to  arrive  is  also 
cheaper,  and  concessions  are  being  made  in  cod-liver 
oil  prices.  Menthol  lacks  trade  demand,  but  is  firmly 
held  on  spot,  with  arrival  prices  easier.  Dragon's- 
blood  from  second-hands  has  been  selling  at  a  con- 
siderable advance.  Opium  is  quite  steady.  Russian 
arise  is  dearer,  canary-seed  firmer,  and  coriander  lower. 
Copper  sulphate  is  2s.  6d.  to  5s.  higher,  and  ammonia 
sulphate  is  easier.  Shellac  and  turpentine  are  both 
higher  on  balance.

$3.65.  Balsam  tolu  has  declined  to  72c.  per  lb.  Mer- 
curials have  been  reduced  by  6c.  Cascara  sagrada  is  quiet 
at  7J,-c.  per  lb.  Oil  of  wintergreen  (sweet  birch)  has  been 
reduced  to  $1.25  per  lb. 

London  Markets. 

Alcohol. — As  regards  British  grain  spirit  it  is  antici- 
pated that  contract  prices  for  next  year  will  remain  un- 
altered., but  the  possibility  is  that  German  potato  spirit 
for  export  next  year  will  be  reduced,  although  nothing 
definite  is  known.  Contrary  to  expectations,  the  German 
Spirit  Centrale  at  its  meeting  held  on  October  29  decided 
not  to  reduce  the  home  price  of  druggists'  quality  spirit. 
The  present  price  of  62.50m.  per  hect.  was  fixed  on 
February  20,  1913. 

Almonds. — H.M.  Vice-Consul  at  Bushire  reports  that 
there  is  a  large  crop  of  almonds  this  year  in  the  Ispahan 
Province,  Persia,  and  the  crop  in  Fars  Province  is  also 
above  the  average.  The  down-country  transport  rates  are 
low  at  present  in  Persia,  and  as  there  is  not  much  demand 
from  Russia  for  almonds,  this  would  appear  (according 
to  the  Consul)  to  be  a  favourable  opportunity  for  United 
Kingdom  firms  to  get  their  stocks  from  Southern  Persia. 

Aniseed  is  dearer,  new  crop  Russian  being  quoted 
28s.  per  cwt.  on  the  spot  and  26s.  6d.  ci.f.  terms  for 
shipment.    Spanish  is  held  for  32s.  6c/.  per  cwt. 
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Balsam  Tolu  is  offered  to  arrive  from  New  York  at 
the  lower  rate  of  2  s.  9d.  per  lb.  c.i.f.,  but  there  is  always 
the  possibility  of  part  being  drossy.  Spot  stock  is  held 
at  3s.  6c?.  net. 

Belladonna-root. — High-testing  root  is  scarce;  for 
0.5  per  cent,  from  35-?.  6c?.  to  36.?.  is  quoted.  In  auction 
eight  bags  testing  0.52  (Parry)  were  offered,  but  there 
was  no  response  to  an  invitation  to  bid  36s. 

Bergamot  Oil. — A  Catania  report,  dated  October  22, 
states  that  sellers  of  prompt  oil  are  firm,  with  quiet 
demand.  The  stock  is  estimated  at  45,000  Eng.  lb. 
Notwithstanding  that  the  greater  part  of  the  above 
stock  will  be  carried  over  in  the  new  season, 
and  that  the  new  crop  is  estimated  at  10  per  cent,  more 
than  the  previous  one,  producers  show  little  inclination 
to  make  concessions.  This  confirms  their  greatly  im- 
proved financial  condition  after  several  years  of  high 
prices,  and  it  is  likely  they  will  maintain  values.  A 
Palermo  advice  dated  October  25  reports  that  a  small 
business  in  spot  oil  kept  the  market  at  unchanged 
figures.  Stocks  are  fairly  heavy  for  the  time  of  the 
year,  hut  they  are  in  such  strong  hands  that  when 
buyers  appear  the  full  price  has  to  be  paid.  The 
prospects  of  the  new  crop,  which  has  been  damaged  to 
some  extent,  contributes  to  this  firmness,  and  causes 
prices  for  forward  delivery  to  remain  unchanged,  thereby 
making  forward  business  almost  impossible.

The  following  information,  contained  in  the  "  Board  of 
Trade  Journal,''  is  from  the  report  by  H.M.  Consul  at 
Tamsui  on  the  trade  of  Formosa  in  1912,  which  will  shortly 
be  issued  :  There  was  a  very  large  increase  in  the  export,  of 
camphor— from  5,613,718  lb.,  valued  at  354,530/'.,  during  1911, 
to  8,649,319  lb.,  valued  at  553,550/.,  during  1912. ^  The  exports 
went  principally  to  the  following  countries  :  United  States. 
2.370.289  lb.  ;  Germany,  2.243.366  lb.  ;  Japan.  1,693,969  lb.  ; 
United  Kingdom.  1,003.086  lb.  ;  France.  943,536  lb. ;  India. 
322.290  lb. :  Austria-Hungary,  72,783  lb.  Comparatively 
little  change  took  place  in  the  exports  to  Germany  and  the 
United  States,  but  those  to  the  United  Kingdom  were  more 
than  double  the  figures  for  1911,  as  were  also  those  to 
Austria-Hungary;  exports  to  Fiance  increased  nearly  70  per 
cent.,  while  those  to  India  nearly  trebled.  The  most  re- 
markable increase,  however,  was  the  exoort  to  Japan,  which 
rose  from  5,950  lb.  in  1911  to  1.693.969  lb.  in  1912  ;  possibly 
some  of  the  latter  was  re-exported  to  other  countries,  but 
the  increase  also  marks  the  extension  of  manufacturing  in- 
dustries in  Japan.  The  increased  export  from  Formosa 
seems  to  have  taken  place  notwithstanding  a  decrease  in  the 
production,  which  was  stated  to  be  only  about  5,500,000  lb., 
so  that  stocks  in  hand  have  been  drawn  on,  and  re-manufac- 
ture of  camphor  oil  has  taken  place.  It  is  stated  to  be  the 
intention  of  the  Monopoly  Bureau  to  maintain  an  ample  out- 
put to  meet  the  increased  demand,  and  the  output  of  cam- 
phor for  1913  i6  estimated  as  likely  to  exceed  6,750.000  lb. 
In  view  of  apprehensions  as  to  the  gradual  exhaustion  of 
camphor  forests  in  Formosa,  considera'ble  afforestation 
schemes  are  in  progress.  From  1913  some  3,000  acres 
annually  for  twelve  years  are  to  be  planted  with  young 
trees;  the  cost  for  the  first  year  is  placed  at  about  11,750/. 
The  development  of  the  mountainous  interior  and  the 
gradual  subjugation  of  the  savage  territory  are  stated  to 
have  disclosed  new  camphor  districts,  which  are  being  care- 
fully investigated  and  preserved  for  future  use.  It.  is  con- 
sidered that  the  camphor  resources  of  the  island  will  be  equal 
to  all  future  demands.  Steady  efforts  are  being  made  with 
fair  success  to  develop  the  extraction  of  camphor  from  the 
leaves  of  the  tree;  the  extra  percentage  (stated  to  be  about 
2.5  per  cent.)  will  be  a  useful  addition  to  the  main  output. 

Canary-seed  is  firmer,  but  not  dearer  on  the  spot,  as 
Turkish  can  still  be  bought  at  85*.  per  qr.  Good 
Morocco  has  been  sold  at  92?.  to  95s. ,  and  fine  bold 
Spanish  at  112s.  6d.  per  qr. 

Caraway-seed  is  steady  at  28?.  per  cwt.  for  fair  Dutch 
on  the  spot. 

Castor  Oil. — English  make  has  been  reduced  10s.  per

Bandoeng  Quinine  Factory. 

The  report  on  this  factory  for  1912  states  that  the  manager 
■(Heer  S.  Camphuis)  was  absent  for  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  year,  taking  part  in  the  discussions  in  Europe  between 
the  quinine-makers  and  the  cinchona-planters,  his  place 
being  taken  at  the  factory  by  Heer  J.  W.  Boeseken.  The 
chief  items  making  up  the  property  of  the  company  at  the 
end  of  1912  were  valued  as  follows,  as  compared  with  the 
corresponding  figures  of  1911 :

The  values  of  the  buildings  and  plant  are  the  same  in  the 
two  years,  although  12,32111.  and  25.5909.  were  expended  on 
these  two  items  during  1912.  The  offices  were  rebuilt  and 
enlarged,  and  some  structural  alterations  were  made  in  the 
factory  to  enable  petroleum  residues  to  be  used  as  fuel  in 
place  of  wood.  The  reserve  supply  of  spare  parts,  pipes, 
and  other  factory  materials  is  a  little  less  than  in  1911, 
and  12,964fl.  were  expended  on  these  during  the,  year,  as 
against  13,490fl.  in  1911.  The  value  of  the  stock  of  packing 
material  is  much  the  same  as  at  the  end  of  1911,  but  the 
expenditure  on  this  item  was  66,61511.  in  1912,  as  against 
■51,9679.  in  the  previous  year,  this  large  increase  being  due 
to  the  greater  demand  for  packed  products,  such  as  tablets. 
The  small  value  of  the  stock  of  fuel  at  the  end  of  1912  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  in  this  year  the  practice  of  keeping  a 
stock  of  wood  in  hand  was  given  up,  and  arrangements 
made  for  a  daily  delivery.  Trials  have  been  carried  on 
during  the  year  with  petroleum  residues  as  fuel,  and  these 
were  so  successful  that  one  boiler  is  now  fired  only  with 
this  material,  and  the  use  of  petroleum  will  be  extended 
gradually.  The  stock  of  quinine  was  little  more  than  half 
that  in  1911,  and  even  this  stock  was  almost  all  the  pro- 
perty of  customers  of  the  factory,  and  was  merely  in  the 
latter's  custody  for  conversion  into  tablets  or  for  ware- 
housing. The  quinine-content  of  the  bark  in  process  of 
being  worked  up  is  placed  at  58,250.37  kilos.,  and  the  value 
of  the  bark  is  taken  at  2.80c.  per  unit  of  quinine  sulphate, 
though  its  real  value  at  the  end  of  1912  was  4.25c.  The 


diminution  in  the  quantity  of  bark  worked  during  the 
year  was  equal  to  28,000  kilos,  of  quinine  sulphate.  The 
outstanding  unpaid  accounts  were  95,600fl.,  compared  with 
97,519fl.  in  1911,  and  of  this  3,6113.  represents  unpaid 
accounts  from  1911,  some  of  which  may  be  recovered.  The 
company  sold  93,000  kilos,  of  quinine  sulphate  during  the 
year.  The  gross  receipts  were  l,218,181fl.,  to  which  must  be 
added  50,250fl.  for  quinine  sold  and  partly  delivered  to 
the  Dutch  East  Indian  Government.  A  bonus  of  20,000fl. 
is  being  given  to  the  manager  for  special  services.  The 
net  profits  were  304,4349..  of  which  28,0869.  goes  to  the 
manager  and  16,851fl.  to  the  chemist,  leaving  259.4968.,  of 
which  40,573fl.  is  applied  to  cover  depreciation  of  plant, 
etc.,  and  80,0009.  to  reserve.  The  rest  is  being  distributed 
in  dividends  of  15  per  cent,  to  ordinary  shareholders  (37.509. 
for  each  coupon  No.  17)  and  107.699.  for  each  coupon  No.  9 
(founders'  shares),  a  bonus  of  7,269fl.  to  the  directors,  and 
the  same  amount  to  the  committee,  leaving  9,6929.  to  be 
carried  forward. 

On  the  subject  of  the  arrangement  between  quinine- 
makers  and  cinchona-planters,  the  report  says  that  a  group 
of  makers,  including  this  company,  have  contracted  to  take 
the  whole  of  the  Java  output  of  bark  at  a  minimum  price 
of  5c.  per  unit  for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  as  a  result 
it  is  expected  that  makers  will  now  adopt  a  more  conciliatory 
attitude.  It  is  added  that  makers  should  gain  a  fair  profit 
from  this  new  contract,  since  even  under  adverse  financial 
conditions  515,000  kilos,  of  quinine  sulphate  in  bark-form 
should  yield  at  least  5.150,0009.  It  is,  however,  considered 
advisable,  in  view  of  the  possibility  of  future  financial 
trouble,  to  continue  the  policy  of  building  up  a  large 
reserve. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

There  is  a  slight  improvement  to  be  recorded  in  the  heavy- 
chemical  market  with  regard  to  forward  business,  but  at 
the  same  time  the  briskness  is  scarcely  a  good  average 
It  is  not  clear,  however,  what  benefit  buyers  will  derive 
from  holding  back,  so  that  a  good  volume  of  trade  is  likely 
to  be  booked  during  the  last  two  months  of  the  year.  The 
general  tone  of  prices  is  firm,  and,  generally  speaking, 
alterations  are  few. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia. — This  market  continues  dull,  owing 
largely  to  the  absence  of  the  usual  demand  from  abroad. 
Values  are  a  point  lower  than  last  quoted,  and  nearest 
figures  are  now  as  follows :  London  terms,  25  per  cent., 
prompt,  12?.  5s. ;  Liverpool,  13'.  2s.  6<7. ;  Leith,  13?.  2s.  bd. ; 
and  Hull,  13?.  For  January-April  delivery  a  premium  of 
about  5s.  per  ton  is  asked. 

Alkali-pboduce. — Prompt  demand  is  on  the  whole  good, 
and  there  is  also  a  steady  booking  on  forward  account. 
Bleaching-powder  runs  from  51.  2s.  bd.  to  51.  15s.,  accord- 
ing to  conditions.  Caustic  soda,  76  to  77  per  cent.,  10?.  to 
101.  7s.  bd..;  70  per  cent.,  9?.  5s.  to  9!.  12s.  bd.  ;  and  60  per 
cent.,  8/.  5s.  to  8?.  12s.  bd.  Ammonia  alkali,  58  per  cent., 
21.  17s.  bd.  to  3?.  10s.  per  ton,  free  on  rails.  Soda  crystals, 
42s.  bd.  to  45s.,  free  on  rails,  in  bags.  Saltcake,  42s.  bd. 
Yellow  prussiates  of  potash  and  soda  are  quieter  at  bd. 
to  b^d.,  and  4-JcZ.  to  4fc7.  for  potash  and  soda  respectively. 
Chlorates  steady  at  3jc7.  to  4c?.  Hyposulphite  of  soda  on 
the  quiet  side  at  51.  7s.  bd.  to  5/.  17s.  bd.  per  ton  for  ordinary 
crystals  in  casks.  Deliveries  in  1-cwt.  kegs  vary  from 
5/.  17s.  bd.  to  81.  per  ton,  according  to  quality  and  quan- 
tity. Silicate's  of  soda  are  in  fair  average  demand ; 
140°  Tw.,  4?.  10s.  to  51.;  100°  Tw„  4?.  to  4?.  10s.;  and 
75°  Tw..  3/.  12s.  bd.  to  4?.  2s.  bd.,  according  to  quality, 
quantity,  and  destination. 

Manchester  Chemical  Market.

Business  on  home  account  within  the  past  few  weeks  has 
been  far  from  active.  A  redeeming  feature,  however,  has 
been  the  increased  inquiries  for  1914  delivery,  especially 
for  export,  and  prospects,  at  all  events  for  the  next  two 
months,  in  this  department  are  regarded  as  fairly  good. 
Sulphate  of  copper  closes  quiet,  with  practically  no  change 
in  prices,  although  both  raw  and  manufactured  copper  have 
advanced  considerably;  current  quotations  are  from 
24/.  7s.  6c?.  to  24?.  12s.  6c?.  per  ton,  delivered  Manchester. 
Caustic  soda  has  been  fairly  steady  at  from  8?.  10s.  to  10?.  5s. 
per  ton,  according  to  strength,  with  fair  demand.  Ammonia 
alkali.  58  per  cent.,  is  quoted  57s.  bd.  to  62s.  bd.  per  ton. 
Bleachiner-powcler  has  been  slow  at  from  5?.  2s."  6c?.  to 
5?.  7s.  6c?.,  and  buyers  are  holding  off  in  expectation  of 
lower  prices  ruling  in  the  near  future.  Bicarbonate  of  soda 
has  sold  very  freely,  and  may  be  quoted  5?.  per  ton  f.o.r.

Repeat  Mixtures. 
Sir, — A  considerable  amount  of  correspondence  has 
appeared  in  your  pages  recently  with  reference  to  the 
Repeat  Mixture  difficulty  in  connection  with  National  In- 
surance dispensing.  We  are  all  agreed  that  it  is  an 
unbearable  nuisance,  and  that  it  should  not  be  tolerated. 
Perhaps  a  few  remarks  as  to  how  the  difficulty  has  been 
overcome  locally  will  be  of  interest  and  service  to  the 
craft. 

The  persons  who  have  to  decide  whether  the  "Rep. 
mist."  trouble  shall  continue  or  not  are  the  members 
of  tho  various  county  and  -borough  Insurance  Committees. 
Now,  we  have  found  from  sad  experience  that  it  is  but 
little  use  oar  telling  these  good  people  that  the  system 
of  "  Rep.  mist."  prescriptions  is  a  great  hardship  to 
the  panel  chemist,  which  inflicts  on  him  much  incon- 
venience, worry,  and  financial  loss.  The  one  person  who 
counts  in  their  eyes,  and  perhaps  rightly  so,  is  not  the 
chemist,  nor  the  doctor,  but  the  insured  person.  Convince 
the  members  of  an  Insurance  Committee  that  the  prac- 
tice of  a  doctor  writing  Repeat  Mixture  prescriptions  is 
prejudicial  and  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  insured 
person,  and  the  matter  will  at  once  receive  consideration. 
In  our  county  of  Glamorgan,  on  the  panel  of  which  there 
are  some  150  chemists  and  upwards  of  300  doctors,  we 
were  fortunate  in  securing  on  June  30  a  ruling  in  this 
matter  as  follows  : 

"Resolved:  That,  as  and  from  July  14.  1913.  the  panel 
doctors  should  write  all  prescriptions  in  full." 

The  arguments  that  we  put  in  the  hands  of  various' 
members  of  the  Committee  were  as  follows  : 

1.  The  Repeat  Mixture  prescription  is  unfair  to  the 
insured  person,  in  that  it  prevents  his  free  choice  of  chemist, 
for  which  the  Act  expressly  provides. 

2.  In  a.  district  like  oure,  where  so  many  insured  persons 
bear  similar  names,  such  as  Davies,  Jones.  Thomas,  etc., 
there  is  a  grave  danger  of  the  patient  with  a  Rep.  mist, 
prescription  getting  the  wrong  medicine. 

3.  It  may  often  happen  that  the  original  prescription  has 
been  6ent  away  for  pricing  or  for  payment,  and  the  patient 
will  have  to  take  the  risk  of  having  his  medicine  dispensed 
from  an  old  duplicate  copy  of  the  original,  which  may  be 
(and  generally  is)  difficult-  to  decipher. 

4.  The  chemists  have,  in  most  areas,  made  arrangements 
for  one  or  more  of  their  number  to  keep  open  during  the 
weekly  half-holiday,  thus  providing  a  continuous  service 
during  reasonable  hours,  right  through  the  week.  This, 
however,  does  not  avail  an  insured  person  with  a  Reueat 
Prescription,  as  the  chemist  on  duty  will,  in  all  probability, 
be  unable  to  supplv  the  medicine  "required,  as  he  does  not 
possess  the  original  prescription. 

5.  Suppose  two  insured  persons,  one  having-  a  fully  written 
prescription  and  the  other  a  Repeat  Mixture  prescription, 
call  upon  a  panel  chemist  together.  The  chemist  is  very 
busy,  and  tells  them  both  that  he  cannot  promise  their 
respective  medicines  for  at  least  an  hour.  Now,  the  patient 
with  the  fully  written  prescrintion  is  at  libertv  to  take  it 
to  the  next  chemist,  and  will  possibly  get  his  medicine 
within  ten  minutes  or  so.  while  the  patient  with  the  Repeat 
Mixture  prescription  is  compelled  to  wait  the  chemist's  con- 
venience, whether  it  be  for  an  hour,  a  day,  or  even  longer. 

Arguments  in  a  similar  strain  could  be  added  to  almost 
indefinitelv.  They  are  all  means  to  an  end,  and  in  thi6 
instance    I   venture  to  think  that  the  end  justifies  the 


means ;  at  all  events,  we  in  Glamorgan  county  are  saved 
from  the  worry  and  annoyance  which  the  Rep.  mist, 
abomination  involves. — Yours  faithfully.

Sir, — Will  you  permit  me  to  correct  a  statement  made 
by  "  Leeds  Loiner  "  in  your  last  issue  ?  The  Leeds  Insur- 
ance Committee  has  never  put  forward  any  such  sugges- 
tions as  he  places  to  their  credit.  It  would  obviously  be 
impossible  at  the  present  moment  for  any  Committee  to 
definitely  say  to  what  amount  they  will  discount  bills. 
Further,  I  think  if  "Leeds  Loiner"  would  make  himself 
better  acquainted  with  the  facts  before  approaching  the 
local  M.P.s,  and  display  greater  confidence  in  his  repre- 
sentatives' on  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  (who,  by 
the  way,  are  all  engaged  in  the  retail  trade),  he  would  be 
doing  the  Leeds  panel  chemists  a  better  service.

Sir, — A  short  time  since  a  doctor  stated  that  chemists' 
charges  are  exorbitant.  I  believe  he  stated  afterwards 
that  chemists  are  bound  by  the  tariff,  so  that  they  per- 
sonally could  not  overcharge.  He  evidently  thinks  the 
tariff  charges  exorbitant,  however.  If  he  still  thinks 
that,  or  if  there  are  others  that  do,  I  should  like  to  give 
them  the  following  figures  : 

We  dispensed  last  month  1,254  scripts.  For  the  labour 
entailed  in  dispensing,  supplying  the  ingredients,  pricing 
them,  and  afterwards  sorting  them  out.  the  account  came  to 
327.  4s. 

This  is  not  a  cash  transaction,  and  we  may  not  get  the 
full  amount.  I  would  ask  those  that  think  the  tariff 
charges  exorbitant,  would  they  do  all  that  work  (let 
alone  supply  the  drugs)  for  321.  4s.  ?  Another  question 
I  feel  very  strongly  on  is  that  of  aq.  dest.  Some  Com- 
mittees (fortunately  not  ours)  will  not  pay  for  aq. 
dest.  owing  to  the  interference  of  the  doctors.  I 
say,  why  should  chemists  be  compelled  to  lower  the  stan- 
dard of  their  work  to  please  the  mean  spirit  of  some  (for- 
tunately not  all)  of  the  doctors  ?  What  would  they  say 
if  we  interfered  in  the  way  they  do  their  work?  One  of 
the  first  things  I  was  taught  in  dispensing  was  "  always 
use  aq.  dest."  In  London  especially  the  idea  of  using 
tap-water  is  abhorrent  to  any  well-trained  pharmacist. 
What  would  they  say  if  we  used  aq.  calcis  ?  I  think 
all  Chemists'  Committees  should  not  give  way  on  that 
point,  as  some  have  done. — Yours  truly,

1  notice  in  your  issue 
of  October  25  what  Mr.  Barratt  said  about  the  millions 
he  has  spent  in  advertising  Pears'  soap.  It  would  have 
been  more  pleasant  reading  for  the  chemist  if  he  had  stated 
that  he  intends  to  devote  some  small  amount  to  enable  him 
to  convert  the  antagonistic  into  the  willing  distributor  of 
his  goods.

Price  Protection  and  Priority. 

Sir— In  his  letter  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
October  25,  "  Minor  Man  "  claims  to  have  considered 
the  problem  of  the  imitation  and  substitution  of  adver- 
tised articles  in  relation  to  price  protection  "from  all' 
its  sides."  I  question  this.  There  is,  at  least,  one  very 
important  point  of  view  which  he  does  not  seem  to  have 
considered  at  all.  Before  enlarging  on  it,  however,  I 
may  premise  that  I  am,  and  always  have  been,  a  sub- 
scriber to  the  P.A.T.A.  since  its  formation;  that  when 
a  P.A.T.A.  article  is  asked  for  I  invariably  hand  it 
over  to  the  purchaser  without  comment;  and,  further, 
that  I  have  no  grievance  whatever  against  the  proprietors 
of  non-protected  articles,  any  more  than  I  look  with 
special  favour  on  those  who  do  protect  their  wares.  My 
turnover  of  patents  and  proprietaries  is  onlv  some  12^  per 
cent,  of  my  total  drawings,  so  that  I  am  quite  indifferent 
to  either.  I  look  on  both  as  my  rivals  in  trade,  and  take 
it  for  granted  that  each  of  them  adopts  the  policy  which 
he  thinks  will  pay  him  best,  without  regarding  'for  one 
moment  the  interests  of  the  retailer.  We  are  all  out  to 
make  a  living,  and,  if  possible,  a  fortune.  Now  to  come 
to  the  point.    For  many,  many  years  I  have  made  up  fair 

quantities  of  a  C.L.O.  Emulsion.    It  is  a  good  article  

made  with  fresh  eggs,  the  finest  cod-liver  oil,  and  hypo- 
phosphites.  It  pleases  my  customers  and  returns  me  a 
good  profit.  Then  along  comes  a  firm  such  as  Messrs. 
Scott  &  Bowne — an  honourable  firm,  and  above  reproach — 
with  an  emulsion  which  may  probably  be  "  just  as  good" 
as  mine.  It  sells  at  double  the  price  and  yields  me  a 
fourth  of  the  profit.  I  believe  also  that  they  warn  the 
readers  of  their  advertisements  to  beware  of  imitations 
and  refuse  substitutes.  Now,  the  question  comes  to  be, 
"  Who  is  the  imitator,  and  who  is  the  substitutor  ?  "  Can 
Messrs.  Scott  &  Bowne  claim  to  be  the  original  makers 
of  C.L.O.  Emulsion  any  more  than  I  can?  I  trow  not. 
So  far  as  this  part  of  the  country  is  concerned,  I  made 
and  sold  the  emulsion  before  their  firm  was  ever  heard 
of.  Does  "  Minor  Man  "  expect  that  I  am  going  to  put 
my  own  preparation  into  the  background  and  push  my 


rivals'  simply  because  they  advertise  largely  and  give 
me  a  commission  on  the  sale  of  it?  Every  live  druggist 
in  the  Kingdom  puts  up  a  Cough  Mixture,  a  Blood 
Mixture,  and  Indigestion  Cure  of  his  own,  and  why 
should  he  not  push  it,  in  season  and  out  of  season, 
against  every  other  maker  ?  The  mere  fact  of  a  firm  or 
individual  advertising  a  Lung  Tonic  or  Kidney  Cure 
does  not  give  him  a  monopoly  in  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  such  preparations.  No,  no !  The  little  retailer 
has  rights  equally  with  the  big  advertiser,  and  he  is  a 
fool  if  he  does  not  claim  them  to  the  uttermost.  It  is 
foolish,  of  course,  for  the  shopkeeper  not  to  procure  for 
his  customers  the  particular  make  of  goods  for  which 
they  ask ;  but  it  is  equally  foolish  on  the  part  of  any 
advertiser  to  imagine  that  we  keep  open  shop  solely  for 
the  purpose  of  pushing  his  particular  nostrum.  Generally 
speaking,  every  bottle  of  his  medicine  that  we  sell  means 
one  fewer  of  our  own,  and  in  that  respect  I  consider  that 
the  proprietary -medicine  man  is  our  rival,  not  our  bene- 
factor. "  Minor  Man  "  lays  great  stress  upon  the  want 
of  originality  on  the  part  of  the  imitator  and  substitutor. 
I  ask  him  ;  What  great  originality  is  shown  in  the 
majority  of  proprietaries  put  on  the  market?  The  name 
may  be  original,  the  manner  of  packing  and  the  method 
of  advertising;  but  that  is  all.  Was  it  the  patent- 
medicine  man  who  first  thought  of  pills  or  tablets, 
capsules  or  emulsions,  as  improved  forms  of  adminis- 
tering drugs  ?  Who  discovered  the  virtues  of  phunacetin 
or  caffeine,  antifebrin  or  aspirin?  Was  it  the  men  who 
advertise  these  and  similar  drugs,  either  pure  or  in  com- 
bination, as  proprietary  headache-cures?  Are  there  half 
a  dozen  stamped  medicines  on  the  market  at  the  present 
day  the  virtues  of  whose  component  parts  were  first 
discovered  by  those  who  boom  them?  Perhaps  by  the 
time  "Minor  Man"  has  reached  his  majority  and  has 
seen  as  many  once-vaunted  proprietaries  sink  into  oblivion 
as  I  have,  he  will  begin  to  doubt  whether  there  is  so 
very  much  originality  after  all  in  the  productions  of  his 
idol — the  big  advertiser. — I  am,  yours,  &c,

Price  Protection  in  South  Africa. 

Sir —In  the  "  South  African  News  "  column  of  your 
valuable  journal,  on  which  we  in  South  Africa  have  to 
depend  for  pharmaceutical  news  of  this  country,  there 
has  recently  been  some  attempt  to  boom  the  P.A.T.A. 
movement  inaugurated  in  Cape  Town.  Without  express- 
ing any  opinion  as  to  the  desirability,  practicability,  or 
necessity  of  such  scheme  in  South  Africa,  I  should  like 
to  point  out  that  the  P.A.T.A.  at  present  is  a  positive 
source  of  loss  to  upcountry  retailers.  In  Kimberley,  for 
instance,  with  a  railage 'rate  of  74^rf.  (6.?.  2±d.)  per 
100  lb.  from  the  nearest  coast  fown  (Port  Elizabeth),  the 
railage  and  enhanced  cost  of  living  make  the  normal 
retail  prices  of  patents  as  high  as  or  higher  than  the 
minimum  of  the  P.A.T.A.  (adjusted  for  Cape  Town,  of 
course).  As  matters  stand  now,  there  is  not  a  single 
instance  where  I  get  a  "  tickey  "  (Zd.,  our  unit  of  ex- 
change) better  retail  price  than  before  the  inauguration 
of  the  P.A.T.A.,  but  my  wholesale  account,  where  I  am 
unfortunate  enough  to  have  to  buy  in  the  country,  is 
increased  by  a  good  many  shillings  per  month  to  meet 
the  wholesalers'  P.A.T.A.  minimum  on  the  goods  of 
Messrs.  Colgate,  etc.  So  far  as  the  cry  of  protecting  the 
small  retailer  is  used  for  furthering  the  cause  of  the 
South  African  P.A.T.A.,  the  appeal  of  upcountry  retailers 
to  manufacturers  will  be,  "  God  preserve  us  from  our 
friends."  By  the  way,  it  would  doubtless  interest  Sir 
Joseph  Beecham  and  please  Mr.  Lloyd  George  to  know 
that  I  import  13J,-fZ.  Beecham's  with  the  English  stamp 
on  better  terms  than  I  can  buy  them  unstamped  in  South 
Africa,  though  I  should  be  glad  if  Mr.  Lloyd  George 
or  anyone  else  would  tell  me  how  to  get  them  unstamped 
at  home.

Poor-law  Dispensing. 

Sir, — Mr.  R.  W.  Lindsey  calls  attention  in  your  last 
issue  to  the  present  constitution  of  employment  under  the 
Poor  Law  and  the  employment  of  assistant  apothecaries. 
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Seeing  the  claims  being  made  by  and  on  behalf  of 
these  for  dispensing  under  the  National  Insurance  Act, 
and  that  those  who  may  be  allowed  to  take  up  this  work 
in  institutions  da  so  not  because  of  holding  this  qualifi- 
cation but  because  they  come  under  the  heading  of 
having  been  employed  for  three  years  prior  to  Decem- 
ber 16,  1911,  it  would  be  well  to  have  this  fact  em- 
phasised, lest  it  lead  to  a  general  impression,  which 
appears  to  be  fostered  by  the  authorities  at  Apothecaries' 
Hall,  that  the  qualification  is  of  itself  sufficient.  I  6ee 
in  the  evidence  before  the  Select  Committee  a  statement 
made  that  there  is  a  six  months'  curriculum ;  never 
having  heard  of  this,  I  should  like  to  be  informed  if  any 
among  your  readers  have  gone  through  this  curriculum. 
In  fact,  I  think  it  is  quite  time  that  the  evidence  given 
be  very  carefully  sifted,  as  many  of  the  statements  are 
misleading  and  some  of  the  evidence  absolutely  untrue. 
Mr.  Lindsey's  contention  that  the  poor  equally  with  the 
insured  should  have  the  6ame  protection  as  the  general 
public  is  one  that  needs  pressing  with  all  strength  and 
6peed.  R.  F.  Roper.

[Perhaps  Mr.  Roper  refers  to  the  condition  of  entry  for 
the  Apothecaries'  Assistants'  examination,  to  the  effect  that 
a  certificate  of  special  instruction  in  practical  pharmacy 
for  six  months  must  be  produced.  The  Departmental  Com- 
mittee which  inquired  into  Insurance  dispensing  did  sift  the 
evidence,  and  reported. — Editoe,  C.  &  Z?.] 

Sir, — Although  the  body  with  which  I  am  associated  is 
composed  entirely  of  qualified  dispensers  in  the  full  sense 
of  the  term,  in  contradistinction  to  the  person  who  is 
"primarily  a  person  not  specially  qualified  for  dispens- 
ing but  considered  competent  to  keep  open  shop  for  the 
sale  of  scheduled  poisons"  (vide  Question  No.  2723  in 
the  minutes  of  evidence  of  the  recent  Departmental  Com- 
mittee), I  crave  your  indulgence  to  allow  me  to  espouse 
the  cause  of  the  great  unqualified,  who  are  powerless,  by 
absence  of  combination,  to  effectively  refute  the  truly 
wanton  attack  made  by  Mr.  Robert  W.  Lindsey  in  your 
issue  of  October  25.  His  letter  centralises  on  the  ques- 
tion of  poisoning  fatalities  in  public  institutions  by  un- 
qualified dispensers.  I  presume  he  does  not  include  those 
for  which  the  nursing  staff  are  responsible.  If  his  asser- 
tions are  to  carry  any  weight,  he  must  be  pre- 
pared to  produce  evidence  in  support  of  them.  I 
challenge  him  thiswise  :  That  for  every  case  he  adduces 
that  occurs  in  the  case  of  an  unqualified  dispenser  I  will 
instance  one  of  a  similar  character  occurring  in  the  case 
of  a  registered  chemist — names  of  institutions,  not  of 
individuals,  to  be  mentioned  only.  Further — and  I  am 
sure  he  will  be  delighted  with  this  extension — that, 
although  it  does  not  come  within  the  ambit  of  his  letter, 
if  he  can  find  a  case  on  record  of  a  similar  happening 
where  the  dispenser  was  qualified  by  the  Apothecaries' 
Society,  I  will  produce  double  the  number  of  cases,  re- 
ferring again  to  chemists.  With  reference  to  mistakes,  as 
mistakes,  these  proverbially  occur  in  the  best-regulated 
families,  and  the  most  competent  and  skilful  person  is  liable 
to  such  an  unfortunate  happening  at  any  time ;  but  when 
your  correspondent  rushes  into  print  so  obviously  ill- 
equipped,  and  makes  use  of  such  a  damaging  statement 
to  the  detriment  of  a  class  which,  although  they  have 
never  submitted  themselves  for  examination,  have  never- 
theless been  acting  in  consonance  with  the  law,  it  appears 
to  me  to  be  especially  mean.  I  would  like  to  direct  the 
attention  of  your  correspondent  to  the  minutes  of  evi- 
dence submitted  to  the  recent  Departmental  Committee 
before  mentioned,  especially  to  the  evidence  of  Dr.  W.  H. 
Wilcox,  the  Home  Office  toxicologist,  etc.  After  repeated 
questioning,  this  igentleman  was  unable  Co  say  that,  from 
his  experience,  the  unqualified  person  was  responsible  for 
more  serious  mistakes  than  the  qualified  (Questions 
Nos.  2811-2820).  Really,  Mr.  Lindsey  should  ponder  over 
the  English  proverb  to  the  effect  that  people  who  live 
in  glass  houses  should  not  throw  stones ;  also  the  old 
Latin  tag,  Fiat  justitia  ruat  caelum.

Prescribing  by  Telephone. 

Sir, — As  a  native  of  the  village  in  Yorkshire  called 
Baildon,  may  I  complete  the  unfinished  legend  referred 
to  by  "  Remitor  "  ?  After  diligently  burrowing  in  musty 
old  tomes  dealing  with  the  history  and  folk-lore  ol  Baildon 
from  its  beginning,  I  find  that  the  story  is  founded  on  fact. 
This  was  before  the  days  of  telephones  and  other  modern 
labour-  and  time-saving  devices,  which  term,  being  inter- 
preted, often  means  that  the  labour  and  time  are  saved  bj 
one  man  at  the  expense  of  another,  to  whom  the  work  and 
responsibility  are  conveniently  transferred.  I  find  that 
in  those  days  the  custom  was,  in  the  event  of  fire,  to  send 
a  messenger  to  the  adjoining  township  of  Shipley,  which 
boasted,  among  other  ornamental  perquisites,  a  fire- 
engine,  which  was  in  great  demand  for  local  processions, 
etc.  The  delay  in  answering  the  call  caused  by  the  diffi- 
culty in  borrowing  horses,  the  time  occupied  by  the  fire- 
men in  emptying  the  coals  out  of  their  helmets,  etc.,  was 
so  great  that  the  Baildon  official  often  found  it  advisable 
to  follow  up  his  verbal  message  with  a  postcard,  lest  by  the 
time  the  pageant  was  in  order  they  should  have  forgotten 
the  reason  for  this  unseemly  haste. 

Now  we  live  under  other  conditions.  This  is  the  age  of 
hustle.  Although,  from  instincts  of  self-preservation, 
every  man  must  fall  in  with  the  prevailing  scheme,  it  is  a 
question  whether  any  economic  saving  is  effected.  We 
have  no  time  to  think  for  hustling.  Enough  for  the  day  is 
the  hustle  thereof.  A  telephone  is  an  implement  of  hustle. 
It  is  a  weapon  of  offence  or  defence.  Most  of  us  are  com- 
pelled to  harbour  it  for  purposes  of  self-defence,  but  we 
should  endeavour  to  keep  it  in  its  proper  place — we  should 
fight  against  its  depredations.  The  telephone  is  meant 
essentially  for  emergency  U6e.  To  adopt  it  for  everyday 
matters  is  an  abuse,  just  as  it  would  be  an  abuse  of  the 
wireless  invention  if  a  ship  at  sea  flashed  out  the  S.O.S. 
signal  because  one  of  the  cooks  had  scalded  himself  and 
there  was  no  Carron  oil  on  board.  Have  we  not  con- 
venienced  the  doctors  at  our  own  expense  long  enough? 
In  almost  every  case  of  cross-dealing  between  doctor  and 
chemist  it  is  the  chemist  who  gives  and  the  doctor  who  is 
the  benevolent  recipient.  The  chemist  gives  his  knowledge 
of  new  therapeutical  combinations  and  equivalents;  he 
points  out  overdoses,  and  so  on,  very  often  without  being 
'thanked  for  his  trouble.  And  all  the  time  the  doctor's 
attitude  to  the  chemist  is  often  a  thinly  veiled  contempt 
for  his  "professional"  aspirations.  In  the  debate  at  a 
local  public  lecture  last  winter  following  on  a  paper  by  a 
doctor  on  "The  Insurance  Act  from  a  Doctor's  Stand- 
point," I  had  the  temerity  to  present  the  case  for  the 
chemists  as  regarding  their  threatened  rights  to  dispense. 
The  lecturer's  reply  was  :  "  What  is  dispensing?  Simply 
slopping  a  few  things  into  a  bottle  and  bunging  a  cork  in." 
The  retort  was  too  obvious  to  need  repetition. 

By  encouraging  the  use  of  the  telephone  for  prescribing 
purposes  we  are  further  pandering  to  the  habit  of  shifting 
work  and  responsibility  on  to  our  shoulders.  There  has 
already  been  too  much  of  this  under  the  Insurance  Act. 
The  Rep.  mist,  nuisance  provides  sufficient  illustration. 
Many  doctors  will  adopt  any  device  to  save  the  use  of 
pencil  and  paper.  Some  part  of  their  bitter  opposition  to 
the  Insurance  Act  was  due  to  the  prospect  of  being  com- 
pelled to  adopt  a  systematic  method  of  bookkeeping. 
Once  the  system  of  prescribing  by  telephone  becomes 
general,  we  shall  have  reached  a  further  stage  towards 
becoming  the  doctors'  clerks.  When  the  bell  rings  we 
must  immediately  leave  our  work  and  take  down  a  scrip, 
which  is  probably  scampered  through.  If  anything  goes 
wrong,  to  whom  will  be  apportioned  the  responsibility 
and  blame  ?  We  shall  have  nothing  whatever  to  show  in 
our  own  defence.  Briefly,  the  arguments  against  the 
practice  are  : 

1.  In  ninety-nine  cases  out  of  a  hundred  the  old-fashioned 
method  is  expeditious  enough,  and  safer. 

2.  In  cases  where  medicine  is  to  be  delivered  the  customer 
never  enters  the  shop.  The  telephone  has  always  been  the 
shopkeeper's  enemy  in  this  respect. 

3.  No  choice  of  chemist  for  the  patient. 

4.  More  unpaid  work  and  responsibility  for  the  chemist. 
We  have  enough  already.

Borax,  Glycerin,  and  Oil. 
The  borax,  glycerin,  and  oil  prescription  given  recently  is 
a  very  interesting  puzzle.  Chemically  it  is  thus:  when 
glycerin,  which  is  neutral  to  litmus,  is  added  to  borax,  which 
is  alkaline  to  litmus,  an  acid  liquid ,  results,  and  therefore 
the  emulsifying  character  of  the  borax  is  gone.  It  requires, 
relatively  speaking,  a  lot  of  liquor  potassae  to  restore  the 
alkalinity,  and  when  in  that  condition  the  oil  can  be  more 
readily  subdivided  than  is  otherwise  the  case.  Saponin 
liquids  are  medicinally  active,  and  are  credited  with 
dangerous  properties,  and  cannot  be  recommended. — Abel 
Scholar. 


Insurance  Dispensing  Queries. 


Joha. — Nemo  (252/18). — Follow  the  rules  as  to  proprietary 
preparations,  and  add  33g  per  cent,  to  the  cost  of  this  salvar- 
san  injection,  also  charging  the  appropriate  dispensing-fee. 

Doctob's  Dispenser. — Morfa  (259/28). — The  1911  Act  recog- 
nises pro  tanto  doctors'  dispensers  who  have  been  engaged 
as  such  for  three  years  immediately  prior  to  December  16, 
1911,  and  if  your  twenty-five  years'  experience  does  not 
include  wholly  the  period  between  December  15..  1908,  and 
December  16,  1911,  you  do  not  enjoy  the  privilege  of  dis- 
pensing Insurance  Act  prescriptions  without  qualified  super- 
vision. That  is  all  the  Act  gives  to  doctors'  and  institution 
dispensers;  it  gives  no  qualification  to  them. 

Sundry  Queries. — Keneva  (28/2). — (1)  Charge  mist,  neuro. 
sed.  (Baiss),  costing  3s.  bd.  per  lb.,  at  the  rate  of  A^d.  per 
oz.  Use  aqua  dest.  to  dilute  the  concentrated  mixture  and 
charge  for  it.  (2)  The  price  of  tr.  bellad.  m.48  is  1(Z.  (3) 
Pulv.  acid,  boric,  (see  reply  to  "  W.  T.  G."  in  last  week's 
issue  of  the  C.  &  D.,  index  folio  652).  (4)  Lin.  alb.  (see 
answer  to  "  Vigilans,"  C.  d;  D.,  October  11.  index  folio 
582).  (5)  Will  Scott's  emulsion  be  paid  for  by  the  London 
Insurance  Committee?  No  one  6eems  to  know.  You  had 
better  write  or  telephone  the  clerk  before  dispensing. 
We  understand  that  proprietaries  which  are  not  secret 
remedies  will  be  paid  for — i.e.,  that  the  Committee  intend 
to  follow  the  lines  of  the  Scottish  memorandum.  (6)  Kepler 
solution  of  malt  and  . oil  on  prescription  marked  "Domi- 
ciliary." This  should  be  entered  on  the  account  presented 
to  the  Sanatorium  Benefit  Fund,  but  in  London  this 
is  not  of  special  importance,  as  the  Sanatorium  Benefit 
Fund  contributes  5  per  cent,  of  the  total  Drug  Fund  to 
cover  its  liability  for  medicines. 

Payments  in  London. — ./.  M.  E.  (256/55). — The  Insurance 
Committee  is  acting  in  accordance  with  Medical  Benefit 
Regulation  43  (which  is  part  of  the  agreement  that  you 
signed)  in  keeping  back  25  per  cent,  of  the  payment  until 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  amount  is  perhaps  excessive,  but 
it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  this  is  the  first  year  of  Insur- 
ance dispensing,  and  the  amount  of  the  reserve  maybe  modi- 
fied when  the  Committee  have  the  whole  year's  experience 
to  guide  them.  It  is  probable  that  panel  chemists  in  the 
County  of  London  will  be  paid  the  full  amount  of  their 
accounts  in  respect  to  the  year  which  ends  on  January  14, 
1914,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  accounts  can  be  made  up  and 
audited  by  the  official  auditor.  Considering  that  the  County 
is  numerically  the  biggest  for  Insurance  Act  purposes  in 
Great  Britain,  and  that  the  Insurance  Committee  is  singular 
in  not  having  the  assistance  of  a  local  Medical  Committee, 
some  delay  must  be  reckoned  upon. 


Increase  in  Ingredient  of  a  Stock  Formula. — .7.  S.  S. 
(259/66). — In  reply  to  a  question  addressed  to  the  London 
Insurance  Committee  regarding  a  prescription  for  "  M.  B. 
Co.  5vj.,  c.  C.  M.  jiij.,"  these  abbreviations  standing  for 
6  oz.  of  mist,  bismuthi  co.,  to  which  an  extra  3  fluid 
drachms  of  tr.  chlorof.  et  morphinse  co.  had  to  be  added, 
"J.  S.  S."  received  from  the  clerk  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee the  following  statement : 

W  lif n  the  quantity  of  an  •ingredient  is  increased  in  a  stock 
mixture  it  mast  be  added  to  the  quantity  already  prescribed  aad 
charged  accordingly. 

This  we  interpret  to  mean  that  in  the  present  case  the 
charge  for  tr.  chlorof.  et  morph.  is  2$d.  for  3v.,  this  being 
the  3ij.  present  in  the  stock  mixture  and  the  siij.  added. 
The  total  charge  is  arrived  at  by  adding  the  prices  of  the 
other  ingredients  and  the  dispensing-fee  to  this.  "J.  S.  S." 
goes  on  to  say  that  he  has  been  frequently  writing  to  the 
Insurance  Committee  in  regard  to  the  charge  for  tr.  chlorof. 
et  morph.  co.,  which,  he  says,  costs  him  practically  6<Z.  for 
3v.  at  the  wholesale  price  between  7s.  and  8s.  per  lb.  of 
13^  fl.  oz.  [The  tincture  is  listed  at  from  6s.  8d.  to  7s.  per 
lb.,  and  its  specific  gravity  is  about  1.010  to  1.015,  so  that, 
the  cost  of  3v.  is  below  i-^d.  This  represents  a  decided  loss,, 
but  is  a  result  of  the  flat  rate  for  tinctures.]  Our  corre- 
spondent continues:  One  medical  man  here  is  continually 
prescribing  such  formulae  Can  you  suggest  how  I  should 
proceed  to  get  better  prices  for  such  prescriptions?  [The- 
price  of  tr.  chloroformi  et  morphines  can  only  be  raised 
or  revised  by  agreement  between  all  the  chemists  on  a  panel 
and  the  local  Insurance  Committee.  It  is  not  expected  to 
be  on  the  Tariff  list  for  1914,  in  which  event  the  price  will 
be  subject  to  the  market  fluctuations  of  the  year.] 


Legal  Queries. 

Before  writing  about  your  difficulty  consult  "The  Chemists'  and 
Drug-gists'  Diary,"  1913,  pp.  211-242  and  pp.  4S7-4S9,  where  most 
legal  difficulties  are  anticipated. 


Three  X.  (2/35). — Both  the  transactions  which  you  describe 
are  retail,  and  appear  to  us  to  be  in  violation  of  the  agree- 
ment. The  proper  course  for  the  wholesaler  is  to  refer  the 
orders  to  the  retailer. 

W.  S.  (255/70).— There  is  nothing  to  add  to  what  is  given 
in  the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  1913,  p.  229  and  p.  231,  regarding 
the  use  of  preservatives  in  food-stuffs.  There  has  been  no 
new  enactment  or  regulation  since,  but  at  present  the  local 
authorities  are  exceptionally  active  in  enforcing  the  law, 
and  there  is  a  growing  disposition  to  discourage  chemical 
preservatives  in  favour  of  sterilisation,  especially  in  the  case 
of  "  non-alcoholic  wines." 

Rex  (258/17). — (1)  It  is  illegal  for  limited  companies  carry- 
ing on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  to  describe 
themselves  as  "Pharmaceutical  Chemists";  but  use  of  the 
description  in  the  articles  of  association  does  not  necessarily 
in  itself  constitute  an  offence.  (2)  A  limited  company  cannot 
use  any  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  title  unless  a  registered  chemist 
is  on  the  directorate  and  superintendent  of  the  business  so 
far  as  it  relates  to  poisons.  (3)  A  panel  chemist  cannot  be 
prevented  from  using  a  "National  Insurance  Dispensary" 
sign  unless  by  the  local  Insurance  Committee,  if  it  is  used 
in  an  objectionable  manner. 

Scotland  (2/63)  submits  the  following  questions  in  regard 
to  the  Shops  Act,  1912,  in  their  application  to  a  district 
where  chemists  have  obtained  an  order  under  Section  4  (6)  : 
(1)  Is  a  chemist  entitled  to  remain  in  bis  shop,  having  his 
door  locked  and  shop  lighted,  on  a  weekly  half-holiday 
where  a  closing  order  is  in  existence  ?  [The  shop  must  be 
closed  for  the  purpose  of  serving  customers,  and  his  pre- 
sence in  the  shop  and  the  light  may  or  may  not  be  legally 
inconsistent  with  this,  but  every  time  the  chemist  opens  the 
door  and  serves  a  customer  he  commits  an  offence,  and  i6 
liable  to  be  summoned,  but  he  is  to  be  found  not  guilty 
if  he  proves  that  there  was  reasonable  ground  for  believing 
that  the  article  supplied  was  required  in  the  case  of  illness.] 
12)  Is  a  chemist  entitled  to  have  an  assistant  in  the  shop 
during  the  half-holiday  for  the  purpose  of  dispensing  urgent 
prescriptions,  the  said  assistant  receiving  his  half-holiday 
on  another  day?  [Yes;  but  the  dispensing  may  constitute 
an  offence  by  the  employer.]  (3)  Is  a  chemist  entitled  to 
remain  in  his  shop  waiting  expectant  business,  provided  he 
locks  the  door  on  the  entry  of  every  customer  ?  [This  is 
covered  by  (1);  it  is  for  the  magistrate  to  determine  on 
evidence  whether  or  not  the  chemist  is  actually  in  the  shon 
for  the  purpose  of  serving  customers,  as  that  would  be 
material  to  his  judgment  as  to  the  commission  of  an 
offence.]  (4)  Acting  under  Section  4.  Sub-section  7,  what 
powers  and  limitations  are  imposed  upon  chemists  under 
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a  closing  order?  [Simply  that  the  shop  has  to  be  closed, 
and  not  opened  again  until  after  twelve  midnight,  unless 
to  6erve  customers  in  case  of  illness.  It  has  been  held  in 
Edinburgh  and  Liverpool  that  a  chemist  who  so  acts  must 
satisfy  himself,  even  in  the  case  of  medicines,  that  they  are 
urgently  required.  If  these  judgments  hold,  they  mean 
that  in  the  case  of  Insurance  prescriptions  only  those  marked 
"Urgent"  can  be  dispensed  during  closing  hours,  unless 
the  chemist  is  prepared  to  adduce  evidence  to  prove  that 
he  is  not  guilty  of  an  offence,  or  the  magistrate  considers 
that  a  medical  prescription  is  in  itself  ■prima  facie  evidence 
of  illness.] 


Miscellaneous  Inquires. 

We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report  upon  proprietor/  &i  deles, 
and  when  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to 
us  as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for 
and  how. 

We  do  not  as  a  rule  repeat  information  which  has  been  given  in  this 
section  during  the  past  twelve  months,  as  it  occupies  space 
which  can  be  more  profitably  utilised  for  other  information. 
In  such  cases  the  numbers  arc  mentioned,  and  if  querists 
cannot  refer  to  these  they  may  obtain  the  numbers  from  the 
"C.  &  D."  Ofi.-e  at  the  published  prices,  usually  6d. 


Zemo  (257/53). — Outdoor  Apprentices'  wages  amount  to 
about  40/.  for  a  three-years'  apprenticeship,  and  about  60/. 
for  four  years.    These  are  not  "  per  annum." 

W.  .1.  B.  (257/46).—  Mosquito-balsam.—  This  is  on  the  lines 
of  the  following  liquid  : 

Menthol    gr.  xij. 

Turpentine    3j. 

Castor  oil    3j. 

Collodion    5ij.  oij. 

Mix.    Apply  with  a  camel's-hair  brush. 

Bad  wot  (248/9). — Preparing  Catgut. — The  following  is 
given  in  an  American  medical  journal  as  a  trustworthy 
but  simple  process  (Barbour's)  of  preparing  surgical  cat- 
gut :  The  catgut  is  cut  into  lengths  of  18  in.  and  wound 
on  to  pieces  of  glass  tube  in  such  a  way  that  the  catgut  does 
not  overlap.  It  is  next  placed  in  a  solution  composed  of 
1  part  of  tincture  of  iodine  in  15  parts  of  90-per-cent.  alcohol, 
where  it  remains  for  ten  days.  At  the  end  of  ten  days  it 
is  placed  in  a  2-per-cent.  aqueous  solution  of  formaldehyde 
for  twenty-four  hours  to  harden,  after  which  it  is  stored  in 
95-per-cent.  alcohol  to  which  5  grain  of  mercury  perchloride 
ha<s  been  added  for  every  ounce  of  alcohol.  If  desired,  it 
may  be  rinsed  in  sterile  water  before  use. 

Radix  (258/11). — Ung.  Schweissenger  is  the  name  for  a 
yellow  oxide  of  mercury  ointment  prepared  by  Dr.  Schweis- 
singer's  method.  The  formula  as  follows  has  been  given 
before  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist: 

The  amount  of  yellow  mercuric  oxide  to  be  contained 
in  the  ointment  is  reckoned  out  as  mercuric  chloride. 
The  necessary  quantity  of  mercuric  chloride  is  dissolved 
in  water  and  precipitated  with  caustic  soda.  The  pre- 
cipitate is  carefully  washed  till  free  from  sodium  chloride, 
and  dried  on  a  filter  under  an  air  pump.  While  still 
slightly  moist  it  is  mixed  with  vaseline.  Too  much  light 
should  be  avoided  during  the  process,  and  the  ointment 
must  be  stored  in  opaque  pots. 

Booci/  (250/38).—  Golf-ball  Paint.— The  best  white  paint 
for  golf-balls  is  the  enamel  type  such  as  results  from  the 
dilution  with  hard  oak-varnish  of  stiff  white  lead  in  oil. 
Better  still,  for  dilution,  is  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  of  white 
lead  and  zinc  white  ground  in  oil  to  which  a  small  pro- 
portion of  ultramarine  has  been  added.  Another  suggestion 
is  to  employ  what  is  known  ae  "flexible"  paints.  These 
contain  either  glycerin  (i  lb.  to  each  hundredweight  of 
paint)  or  yellow  soap  (1  lb.  dissolved  in  i  gal.  of  water  to 
each  hundredweight  of  paint). 

H.  li.  (258/68).— Removing  Silver-nitrate  Stains. — These 
should  be  painted  with  tincture  of  iodine  overnight,  and 
then  with  a  strong  solution  of  potassium  cyanide  or  sodium 
hyposulphite. 

If.  P.  (259/91).— The  melting-point  of  paraffin  wax  can 
be  raised  by  the  addition  of  about  10  per  cent,  of  carnauba 
wax.  We  have  seen  dammar  (1  per  cent.)  recommended, 
but  have  no  experience  of  the  resulting  product. 

D.  W.  P  (249/43).— We  do  not  know  of  any  special  paint 
for  use  on  the  woodwork  in  accumulator  rooms,  but  a  good 
enamel  should  be  suitable.    See  reply  to  "Juno." 

Juno  (256/98).— Enamel  Paint.— The  simplest  method  of 
preparing  enamel  paint  is  that  indicated  in  the  reply  to 
"Bogey"— the  thinning  of  white  lead   with  varnish.  '  We 


are  told,  however,  that  enamel  paints  have  nearly  always 
a  zinc-oxide  basis,  the  following  being  a  representative 
formula  : 

Zinc  oxide   14  oz. 

Dammar  varnish  ...       ...       ...      1  pint 

French  oil  varnish   A  pint 

Copal  varnish    l|  pint 

Ultramarine    15  gr. 

Mix  the  ultramarine  with  the  zinc  oxide,  and  then  grind 
with  the  mixed  varnishes. 
The  French  oil  varnish  is  made  as  follows : 

Kauri   2  lb.. 

Copal   4  oz. 

Linseed   oil   1  gal. 

Turpentine    2  gal. 

Terebene   16  oz. 

Mix  in  the  usual  manner  for  making  varnish. 

H.  IF.  P.  (258/30).— Indicator  for  Coins— A  little  pow- 
dered aniline  violet  dusted  on  the  coins  will  indicate  by 
stains  on  the  hands  whether  unauthorised  handling  has 
taken  place.  Oil  of  peppermint  has  been  used  for  a  similar 
purpose. 

,S'.  T.  (257/50).— Soured  Milk.— Metchnikoff  reasoned  that 
degeneration  of  the  arteries,  which  is  the  cause  of  old  age, 
is  due  to  putrefactive  organisms  in  the  intestines  causing, 
through  absorption,  increase  of  blood  tension.  This  con- 
tinued over  many  years  leads  to  degeneration  of  the  arteries. 
To  prevent  the  formation  of  pucrefactive  organisms  in  the 
bowels,  his  idea  was  to  create  an  acid  medium  in  which  the 
organisms  cannot  develop.  He  thereupon  devised  the  plan 
of  administering  milk  soured  by  lactic-acid  bacilli.  The 
quantity  of  soured  milk  to  be  taken  is  a  pint  or  more  daily 
in  two  or  three  portions.  It  is  best  prepared  by  means  of 
the  special  cultures,  tablets,  and  apparatus,  6uch  as  Martin- 
dale's  trilactine,  with  which  are  given  full  directions  for  use. 

G.  T.  (254/30). — Cleaning  Engravings  that  have  Become 
"Foxy." — The  dry  method  consists  in  brushing  with  bread- 
crumbs and  magnesia.  The  other  process  consists  in  gently 
washing  the  surface  of  the  engraving  with  warm  soap  and 
water  and  a  large  pledget  of  cotton-wool.  Then  rinse  with 
clean  water,  drain,  and  place  the  print  in  peroxide  of 
hydrogen  solution  made  slightly  alkaline  with  ammonia. 
After  a  time  rinse  with  water,  drain,  and  allow  to  dry 
slowly. 

IF.  P.  (240/24). — Sticking  Labels  on  Enamelled  Tins. — A 
good  paste  made  with  rye-flour  is  generally  sufficient  for 
this,  but  if  not  you  should  try  the  effect  of  adding  to  tha 
paste  a  few  drops  of  butyr  of  antimony.

Misce.  This  is  a  general  liniment  for  unbroken  skin,  but  it 
can  be  used  without  friction  for  cuts  and  wounds. 

H.  &  Co.  (253/68). — Green  Colour  for  Hair-wash. — You 
should  experiment  with  malachite  green  and  iodine  green, 
two  aniline  colours,  to  obtain  the  tint  you  require.  We 
believe  these  are  unaffected  by  resorcin,  but  data  are  want- 
ing on  this  point.

United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

The  numerous  meetings  of  the  Trade  held  during  the  last 
few  months  have  demonstrated  the  strength  of  Union,  and 
have  proved  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  above 
Society  have  the  energy  and  activity  required  for  raising 
a  strong  opposition  to  an  oppressive  measure.  We  do  not 
believe  that  the  Medical  Council  will  attempt  to  carry  out 
their  designs,  now  that  so  many  members  of  the  trade  are 
pledged  to  oppose  them.  Still,  we  would  advise  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  United  Society  to  continue  their  agitation 
until  the  Medical  Council  declare  that  they  have  expunged 
the  objectionable  clauses  of  their  proposed  Bill.  Indeed, 
we  would  counsel  a  continuance  of  the  agitation  until  the 
Society's  proposed  Act  of  Incorporation  is  brought  before 
the  Legislature,  and  there  is  some  prospect  of  the  rights  of 
ordinary  chemists,  pharmaceutists,  and  medical  men  being 
clearly  defined.

Separation  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy.  — In  the  his- 
tory of  Dutch  pharmaceutical  and  medical  legislation 
endeavours  may  be  observed  to  bring  about  an  entire  separa- 
tion of  the  two  professions.  In  country  districts,  where  a 
pharmacist  cannot  gain  a  livelihood,  the  physician  in  Hol- 
land receives  permission  to  dispense  medicines,  and  this 
is  for  life,  and  does  not  cease  when  a  pharmacist  establishes 
himself  in  the  neighbourhood.  It  was  this  anomaly  which 
was  referred  to  in  the  discussions  on  Mr.  de  Waal's  paper 
at  the  International  Congress  of  Pharmacy.  Dr.  Koch, 
a  Dutch  physician,  objects  to  Mr.  de  Waal's  view  that  a 
physician  should  only  be  allowed  to  dispense  in  cases  of 
absolute  necessity,  and  proceeds  to  state  that  he  cannot 
undewstand  why  pharmacists  pretend  to  be  able  to  do  the 
mechanical  work  of  mixing  medicines  better  than  a 
physician.  Professor  van  der  Wielen  replied  in  the  same 
journal  that,  if  Dr.  Koch's  view  of  dispensing  is  held  by 
doctors,  the  sooner  the  work  is  taken  out  of  their  hands  the 
better.  'The  knowledge  of  the  preparation  of  medicines  for 
the  sick  is  quite  as  important  as  the  knowledge  of  disease. 

The  Medical  Monopoly.— In  Holland  only  persons  who 
have    passed   the   medical   examinations   are   allowed  to 
practise  medicine,  but  there  are  nevertheless  many  persons 
who  attend  the  sick  without  the  legal  qualification.  Many 
of  these  are  arrant  quacks,  whose  only  object  is  to  make 
as  much  money  as  possible  out  of  their  victims.  There 
exists    a    Dutch    society    for    the   purpose   of  combating 
quackery,  which  tries  to  convince  the  public  of  the  folly  of 
consulting  unqualified  practitioners,  and  also  analyses  the 
medicines  made  by  them.    A  petition  presented  recently  to 
the  Government  by  three    highly  esteemed  jurists  proves 
that  the  work  of  this  Society  is  not  yet  finished.    The  peti- 
tioners— Mr.   S.    van  Housen,   exrMinister  for  the  Home 
Department;  Jhr.  R.  O.  van  Holthe  tct  Eehten,  a  well-known 
lawyer;  and  Professor  J.  A.  van  Hamel,  jun.,  a  professor 
of  law  of  the  University  of  Amsterdam — ask  for  a  change 
in  the  medical  laws  which  will  prevent  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine from  being  the  monopoly  of  physicians.    An  explana- 
tion is  added  to  the  petition  that  the  law  as  it  stands  makes 
it  impossible  to  employ  methods  of  curing  which  are  not 
yet  acknowledged  by  medical  science.    The  petitioners  ask 
that,  while  preventing  unqualified  persons  from  assuming 
titles   implying   qualification,    they  should  be   allowed  to 
practise  and  be  under  the  control  of  the  authorities.  The 
law  should  be  strengthened  with  a  view  to  punishing  mal- 
practices, either  by  unqualified  persons  or  physicians,  the 
deprivation  of  the  right  to  practise  being  applied  to  those 
persons  found  guilty.    Needless  to  say,  the  claims  of  the 
petitioners  have  attracted    attention  in    the  medical  and 
pharmaceutical  Press,  Professor  P.  van  der  Wielen  and  Dr. 
Feenstra,  well-known  pharmacists,  being  among  those  who 
wield  the  cudgek  against  the  practice  of  the  healing  art 
by  those  who  are  not  specially  educated.

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Portsmouth  Pleasantry. 


A  district  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held 
at  Portsmouth  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  October  29.

Mr.  W.  A.  Bell  (President)  eat  with 
Mr.  Edmund  White  on  his  right,  and  the  Mayor,  wearing 
his  chain,  on  his  left.  Sir  Scott  Poster  and  other  local 
notables  were  also  present,  besides  Messrs.  Bilson  and  Wool- 
cock,  Bates  and  Wride  (Southampton),  Chaston  (Winchester), 
Savage  and  Franklin  (Brighton),  Brown  (E.  S.  L.  &  W., 
Ltd.),  Turner  (Hatrick),  Tyler  (P.  D.  &  Co.),  Warrick,  and 
others.  The  toast  list  was  not  too  long,  and  the  speeches, 
with  one  or  two  exceptions,  leant  more  to  the  gay  than  the 
grave.
